Brown of Bedford and is backed by 
petitions from many sections of the 
state. Mr. Brown bas made a study of 
the life of Hancock, having compiled 
‘“‘John Hancock and His Book,’’ and 
he feels as do many thoughtful people 
that the noted patriot has been most 
shamefully neglected iu his Own state. 

The first to sign the declaration of 
independence; the man who served the 
Bay state as the first governor under 
the constitution, and whose residence 
was on Beacon Hill, should not longer 
be neglected, the petitioners believe.

Hancock is memorialized at the na- 
tional capitol by a marble statue, occu- 
pying a place of honor, but as yet the 
state of the patriot’s nativity has no 
statue save that in the town hall at 
Lexington, provided by that town and 
dedicated April 19, 1875.

commission. A Washington despatch nearly three miles on the railroad track | 


of Feb. 1 to the Herald says: An im- 
portant step in improving the naval de- 
fence of the country will be taken to- 
morrow, when the navy department 
will issue orders directing the com- 
missioning of a flotilla of torpedo beat 
destroyers. This flotilla will be at- 
tached to the North Atlantic coast de- 
fence squadron. 

Two other destroyers will be commis- 
siored in a short time and sent to the 
Asiatic ‘station for service with the 
fleet in the far East. The department 
hopes to have 16 torpedo boat destroy - 
ers in commission during the present 
year. 


The decision of the department to} 


commission the destroyers demonstrates 
that there is a revival in naval circles 
of the belief as to the effectiveness of 
this type of craft. Asa result of the 
war with Spain the impression gained 
currency that the torpedo boat and 
torpedo boat destroyer were not efficient 
baval weapons. 

Lieut. Lloyd Chandler, a 
boat expert, induced the department to 
commission a flotilla of torpedo boats, 
and this flotilla, numbering seven boats 
has been constantly manoeuvring for @ 
year and a half. It was ordered to 
Culebra last November and participated 
in the naval manoeuvres, demonstrating 
to the satisfaction of Admiral Dewey 
and members of the general board that 
the boats were efficient and able to do 
effective work. The boats will now be 
placed out of commission, and the de- 
stroyers, of greater displacement and 
more effective generally, will be 
missioned. 

In view of the excellent work dons 
by the officers at present onthe tor- 
pedo boats, it is proposed to transfer 
practically all of them to the destroyers.

Full Quota at Thompson’s Island. 


Mr. C. H. Bradley, superintendent of 
the Thompson Island Farm Schocl for 
Boys, spoke before the 
class of the South 
church, Boston, on Sunday, and the 
Herald reports him as follows: Mr. 
Bradley spoke on the work on the 
farm, and told how boss from 8 to 16 
years are brought upto learn how to 
use their hands with their brains. The 
school, which is of the grammar school 
grade, turns out boys who learn such 
trades as printing, carpentering and 
farming, which, with the regular 
school studies, gives them that train- 
ing which makes them thoroughly 
efficient craftsmen. With proper 
training of the boys the labor troubles 
will be solved, said Mr. Bradley. 

There are now 100 boys, the full 
quota, at the institution, and one of 
the principal features is the system of 
self-government which they carry on| 
there. The boys elect their own| 
officials, such as mayor and aldermen, 
have their own banks, and thus learn 
of political and business situations in a 
practical manner. The term of study 
at this institution is four years, and 
among the graduates from the farm are 
the only two American members of the 
Symphony orchestra.

MODERN COLONIAL HOME. 


Three Thousand Dollar Dwelling 
With Every Modern Convenience. 


(Copyright, 192, by Dennis & Gastmeyer, 
Architects, 230 Broadway, New York.) 


We herewith present to our readers 
a special modern, up to date, low priced 
colonial home with every improvement 
and convenience. This house should 
not have less than a fifty foot lot of 
ground to give it a good appearance, 
and it should sit back from the building 
line not less than thirty feet. This plan, 
we are informed by the designers, has 
been used in many locations on account 
of the nice large rooms provided and 
its convenience in every other respect. 

Under the main part of the building 
ts a cellar, containing storeroom, coal!

bins and steam boiler, which heats the 
entire house, There {is also a rear stair- 
way from the yard to the cellar along- 
side of the rear stoop. 

The frame is built of hemlock tim- 
ber and lumber, with a balloon frame. 
The walls are sheathed with North 
Carolina boards and covered with two 
ply sheathing paper, beveled siding and 
shingles, as shown in elevation. The 
main roof is covered with black slate. 
The piazza and pantry roofs are coy- 
ered with heavy coated tin plates. 

The exterior wvodwork is covered 
with one good coat of linseed oil and 
one good coat of lead and oil priming 
and is then finished with a heavy coat 
of white lead and zine paint. The shin- 
gles are stained to correspond with the 
other colors. 

The floors are laid with narrow North 
Carolina tongued and grooved pine 
flooring boards properly blind nailed

and covered with two ply paper and 
lath left down until all the work has 
been completed. It is then removed, 
and the floors are filled with paste fill- 
ers, well rubbed and given two good 
coats of floor varnish. 

The walls are covered with plaster 
boards and one good coat of patent 
plaster, brown coat and white sand, 
and finished up with trowel for tinting. 

The trim on the first floor and stair- 
case is of quartered dak and on the sec- 
ond floor of whitewood. The doors are 
five paneled of special patterns, as also 
is the trim, which has cabinet heads to 
The woodwork 
is finished in natural wood, with paste 
fillers on hardwood and liquid fillers on 
soft wood, and two good coats of var- 
nish properly rubbed down between the 
coats. 

The interior walls and ceilings are 
tinted in various shades with cold wa- 
ter colors, and all the rooms have fan-

AN ABSOLUTE VICTORY 


Sultan of Morocco Routs Pretender 
and Annihilates His Followers 
Tangier, Feb. 2.—The sultan’s troops 
have utterly routed the forces of the 
Moorish pretender 
Hamara himself.

A specia! courier who arrived yester- 
day after making a record journey from 
Fez brought this news. He reports that 
at daybreak last Thursday the army of 
the sultan, commanded by War Min- 
ister El Menebhi, attacked the pre- 
tender’s position and inflicted a com- 
plete defeat on his following, at the 
same time cupturing Bu Hamiara, 

Another runner who has reached here 
from Fez confirms the news of the de- 
feat of the rebels, but says that the re- 
Port of the capture of the pretender is 
incorrect. He adds that it is uncertain 
whether Bu Hamura’s body was among 
the great number slain. The suitan’s 
victory was absolute, almost the entire 
following of the pretender being either 
slain or captured. His camp, pro- 
visions and ammunition were taken, and 
the artillery which was lost by the 
sultan’s army in the battle of Dec. 23 
was recaptured. Liven if Bu Hamara 
escaped it is hopeless for him to seck tu 
retrieve his defeat, as his claim to bea 
saint is exploded. The detaiis regurd- 
ing the battle are meagre, but it is 
known that the pretender’s camp was 
surprised and rushed at dawn.

Succeeded by Riotous Acts of 
Waterbury Mobs 


DARKNESS AND HEAVY FOG 


Permitted Hoodlums to Assail Cars 
With Brickbats and Escape Detec- 
tion—Windows In Cars Directly In 


Front of Guardsmen Are Smashed

city before General 
commanding the troops of the 
Connecticut National Guard, began to 
prepare for any untoward doings that 
the cover of night would render pos- 
sible. The day had been characterized 
by comparative calm and there had not 
developed the slightest indication of 
riot. During the afternoon, however, 
the officers of the militia bad been 
advised that the Connecticut Railway 
and Lightiag company contemplated the 
coniplete resumption of regular tratlic 
on all lines and under the normal 
schedule. This meant that for the first 
time cars would be run through to the 
Brooklyn district, a quarter looked upon 
as dangerous for traftic under non- 
union auspices. 

Half an hour before the closing time 
of the great factories, 6 o'clock, the 
emergency details were started from 
the bivouacking centres. During the 
day two companies of infantry hud 
maintained a guard at the company’s 
power house and car barns. At5:50a 
third company was ordered to that see- 
tion for an all night tour of duty, <An- 
other company marched to Krooklyn, 
nnother to Union City, and one more 
toward Naugatuck. The officers in com- 
mand of the night details were care- 
fully instructed. Meanwhile, a heavy 
rain which had fallen the greater purt 
of the aft2ri001 continued and the 
streets in the early evening were almost 
deserted. 

The opening of the factory gates at 
@ o'clock and the outpouring of the 
workers on the streets gave the city a 


lively appearance for a time, but the 
thre gs quickly scattered to their 
homes. Half an hour later, the main 


business streets bad again assumed the 
quiet which characterized the late 
afternoon, and except for the occasional 
appearance of an officer in his long 
military coat there was little to indicate 
that the city was under martial rule. 


The announced intention of the au- 
thorities to put militiamen on the cars 
as guards was carried out early in the 
evening. The first_cur which left the 
centre of the city for the Brooklyn dis. 
trict after 6 o'clock carried six guards 
meu fully armed on the front platform. 
Other cars bound in thet direction were 
furnished witb a similar detail of men 
as they reached the armory. 

Every militianian on duty carried a 
loaded rifie and four rounds of ammuni. 
tion. Orders directed the men to make 
arrests on the least evidence of dis- 
turbance. 

Shortly before 7:30 General Frost re- 
ceived a telephone message saying 
there was trouble at the car barn. ‘The 
report from the car barn was sentju by 
a non-union motorman, who said he had 
been struck in the face by a stone und 
that his car was blocked a short dis- 
tance beyond the bara by obstructicns 
placed on the track. A company of 
guardsmen was hurried in a car to the 
scene, but the scldiers were unable to 
find any cbstructions on the rail or any 
indication of disorder. 

The streets in the centre of the city 
filled up rapidly after the supper Lour. 
Through the midst of the throngs the 
trolley cars, with windows and doors 
shattered as evidence of the work ot 
Saturday night's rioters, and the onni- 
buses run by the strikers in opposition 
to the company’s trafi'c, rolled along at 
frequent intervals. 

The first real disturbance of the even 
ing occurred at the railway power 
house in the Brooklyn district, wlere 
the Blues, a New Have company, were 
stationed on patrol. The rain of the 
early evening was succeeded by a thick 
fog. Taking advantage of the fog a 
gang of hoodlums gathered on the side- 
walk across the streets from the power 
house and aimed a yoliey of stones at 
two empty cars which were staniljne 


there. The windows on one side of the 
cars were smashed from one end to the 
other. The whole company of Blues 
made a dash for the stone throw ers, but 
in the fog and darkness all ese aped after 
a long chase through back y 
alleys. 

About this time reports of violence in 
other parts of the city began to come

in, the fog hindering the efforts of the | 


guardsmen. Every car that came into 
the centre of the city between 9 und 10 
o’clock had evidently been attacked by 
stone throwers. From many quarters 
came the same reports of occasional 
showers of brickbats. It was extremely 
difficult for the men on the cars to lo- 


cate the source of the stone throwing, | 


and escape for the rioters was easy in 
the fog. 

One arrest was made. A man was 
found tampering with a switch and ap- 
parently attempting to throw it. He 
was taken into custody and locked up.

QUAY ON A NEW TACK 


Would Leave Statehood De- 
cision to the House 


RATHER SHREWD PROPOSAL 


Lower Branch Votea a Year Ago For 
Statehood, but In a Spirit of Insin- 


cerity—Quay Taking Advantage of 


Other Considerations 


Washington, eb. 3.—An interesting 
turn bas been taken in Mr. Quay’s 
scheme for making statehood a rider on 


two appropriation bills. He has told 


| the leaders on the other side that, un- 


less the house sustains him, he will not 
force an extra session by insisting on 
this rider remaining on an appropriation 
bill. He wants the senate to pass the 
bill, rider and all, and let the house de- 
cide whether to retain the rider, 

This is a shrewd proposal. The 
house has already voted for statehood 
by a large majority. but in a spirit of 
insincerity, under the assumption that 
the senate could be trusted to kill it. 
Now the house Republicans who so 1ip- 
pantly voted for the creation of mor? 
states a year ago would be compelicd to 
disavow that action or desert the great 
body of their party associates in the sen- 
ate. It is very doubtful if the house 
would rev its position on statehood. 
The Republican majority is small, and 
it would obviously be invaded by the 
desertion to the statehood caniw of inany 
of the Pennsylvania members, who 
would regard their obligation to Sena- 
tor Quay as paramount. The Rocky 
mountain Republicaiis, as in the senate, 
would furnish some statehood support. 

Further complication in this Quay 
plan arises from the necessity it im 
poses of putting senate members on 
record concerning statehood. Several 
senators do not want to have to vote 
against it, and every energy of the lead- 
ership is now directed toward avoidi ig 
a show of hands. Quay is taking 2d- 
vantage of all these considerations, ard 
seemingly intends to give the Republi- 
can organization a good deal of trouble 
if they are to avoid an extra session, 
as all unite in desiring to eseape. 
Mason has offered, as chairman of the 
postottice committee, to report the postal 
budget from his committee, which con- 
tains a Quay majority, in case there is 
any trouble in doing this elsewhere. 

The foreign relations committee is 
holding meetings daily in the desire to 
exhaust Morgan’s committee opposition 
to the Panama canal treaty. No other 
member said a word yesterday. Mor- 
gan will be allowed to “run ou” today, 
but after two or three days more an 
effort will be made to sidetrack him. 


In Congress 

Washington, Feb. 3.--The senate yes- 
terday had the army appropriation bill 
under consideration. It went over un- 
til today to permit some amendments to 
be offered. The statehood bill was up 
for a short time and Messrs. Bard and 
Quarles spoke in opposition to it.

Testifies Before the 
Coal Commission. 


4 Shot for Loca 
Dealer, 


Shows Up Coal Club of, 


Boston and Vicinity. 


Mayur Bryant did not mince matters 
this morning at the hearing at the State 
House on the “ Coal Problems.*’ The 
Special Committee of the Legislature, 
including Representative Freeman, came 
to order at 10.55 and six witnesses were 
sworn. 

Mayor Bryant was the first witaess, 
aod stood during the 45 minutes he was 
op the stand, although told he might 
sit. When called, Chairman Aspey 
said,the committee understand you bave 
had some interesting experience in 
getting coal. 

At the outset, said Mr. Bryant, be- 
fore the strike began, Quincy was bet- 
ter situated than any city probably in 
Massachusetts. But the avarice and 
greediness of one of the Quincy dealers 
had put the city even worse off. 

Quincy was practically in the clatch 
of the Boston Coal club. In justice to 
Mr. Patch would say that he was 
caught with but small supply on hand. 
Boston ruled Quincy in prices because 
of agreement. Milton, Weymouth 
Braintree never competed, because of 
anu agreement to keep withio their own 
circle. 

Our city is 
get coal by water at advantageous rates. 
Early in the fall the city had an agree- 


conveniently located to 


200 pound lots at 60 cents per 100. Mr. 
Patch continued the agreement until 
his supply was exhausted, and in 
December Mr. Sheppard refused to 
to the city in 100 pound orders at any 
price. 

Mind you, at a citizens’ meeting held 
in October Mr. Sheppard had stated 
that he bad 4,500 tons of coal on hand; 
enough, he said, to last until January. 
Further, it had been bought at April}

pared to show that fully 90 per cent of! 


Sheppard’s coal had cost him less than 
$6 per ton. One cargo perhaps had| 
cost more, 

This situation together with the fact 
that the School Committee were unable 
to get a bid of less than $14 per ton, 
led me to take things into 
hands. 

Within two weeks we landed anthbra- 
cite coal in Quincy for $7.15 plus 
freight. The scramble for the coal 
would surprise you. At one time there 
were from 300 to 400 in line at City 
Hall, waiting to put in an order for 
200 pounds. 

This coal was obtained by sending a 
personal messenger to the operators in 
Pennsylvania. A second visit was 
necessary before any coal was obtained. 
The demands of the independents were 
preposterous. 

The Mayor volunteered the statement 
that for any men or body of men to 
hold coal, a necessity for life, for 
speculation, was an outrage on the 
people of Massachusetts andthe United 
States. 

The refusal of Mr. Sheppard to sell 
in 200 pound lots was because ofa 
combination. I believe there is and 
does exist a conspiracy among all who 
handle coal in Boston and vicinity. 

Mayor Bryant exhibited a type 
written copy of the rules of the Retail 
Coal Dealers’ Association of New Eng- 
land. 

There were some questions by the 
committee as to the authenticity, but 
the document was admitted. 

Mr. Bryant quoted freely from the 
rules and commented thereon. The 
objects it seems are the protection of 
dealers by preventing consumers from 
buying direct from the Mines, the 
elevation of the coal business, ete. 

It showed there was a blacklist; that 
fines were imposed; that it was im- 
possible for outsiders to enter the coal 
business; that dealers could not sell 
out of their territory: that a city could 
not buy direct; that large corporations 
cannot bay direct, and sell to employes, 
ete. 

One dealer bad told me he was will-

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~ PREEMAN AND THE COAL PROBLEMS. 


Two Opinions of Newspaper Men and Mr. Free- 
man’s Opinion. 


Representative Freeman has been 
interviewed by the Boston Advertiser, 
which says: ‘‘Mr. Freeman, the other 
man interviewed, is styled as the con- 
servative man of the committee. Some 
of the members have been hinting that 

ibe is one of the tentacles of the coal 

octopus, because he is a shipping agent 
in control of vessels which might be 
used in the coal trade. 

Freeman knows all about the coal 
business, but as for his being a coal- 
carrying agent, it is interesting to note 
from a study of his own books, that 
since 1899 he has carried just 500 tons 
of coal. His charters are, for the most 
part, made for carrying lumber from 
southern ports. 

Freeman, when asked what the com- 
mittee intended to do or thought it 
could do, after the hearings were con- 
cluded, confessed at once that he did 
not know. 

‘“*Some one perhaps may think up 
some legislation,’’ he said, ‘‘but I have 
no idea in mind as to any action which 
can be taken. The men are all very 
sipcere, in their attempts to probe to 
the bottom, but speaking personally I 
bave not regarded anything brought out 
so far as coming within the scope of 
legislative powers. ‘The paint and oil 
men, I understand, through their club 
settle prices, just as the coal club men 
and other trade associations do.’’

LONG PERIOD OF UNREST 


Being Broken In Vermont by Voting 
on Local Option Question 

Burlington, Vt. Feb. 3.—After more 
thau half a century of prohibition Ver- 
mont is again face to face with the 
license issue and today the voters of the 
state will decide whether the cities nnd 
towns shall be allowed to yote on the 
question of permitting the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors, guarded by high 
license, after March 1, or postpone local 
option until Deceimber, 1906, 

The question submitted to the people 
is apparently simple, and each yoter 
will only have to say “yes” or “no,” ami 
the decision is expected in far less time 
than in an ordinary election. But what 
that decision will be is a matter about 
which there seems to be considerable 
doubt. 

As parties in the state, with fhe ex- 
ception of the Prohibitionists, are badly 
split, the politicians are just as much 
at sea as any one, and it is only the 
leaders of the two sides who appear at 
all contident. 

Each side has sent out thousands of 
pampbiets, circulars and cards, while 
every newspaper in the state bas 
rayed itself either on one side or the 
other. Opponents of the new law have 
made their fight largely upon its objec- 
tionable details, while its advocates 
have tried to keep the discussion con- 
fined to general principles, giving spe- 
cial prominence, of course, to the mat 
ter of local option. Numerous other 
arguments have «also been brought 
forth, both for and against the new 
law, until the doubtful voter is quite 
uncertain which way to mark his bal- 
lots. 

It appears to be admitted that bad 
the question been submitted to the peo- 
ple last September arter Mr. Clement's 
strenuous campeign the new law would 
have been adopted by a large majority. 
Since then conditions have changed to 


some dezree, owing principally to the 


hard work of the no license party.

All 
sve tvish is to be left alone, to be al- 
lowed to depart in peace. Shall we be 
allowed neither peace in the Union nor 
the poor boon of seeking it out of the 
Union?” asked Hudson incisively. 

“You are_right,_sir,” cried Colonel 
Peyton. “We must organize conven- 
tions all over the south, set fire to the 
southern heart, instruct the southern 
mind, give courage to each other and 
at the proper moment by organized 
concerted action precipitate the con- 
flict with a first blow, which will give 
us an advantage.” 

“No, no. If the war comes, let them 
make it,” said the judge. 

“And as to secession,” continued the

MAY GO TO HAGUE TRIBUNAL 


FOR 


Venezuela’s Acceptance of Demands 
of England, Germany and Italy 
Would Encourage Hostile Alliances 
Against Herself—An Ultimatum 


Washington, Feb. 3.—Herbert W. 
Bowen, Venezuelu’s representative in 
the negotiations at Washington for a 
settlement of the claims against that 
country, has sent through the British 
ambassador here what amounts prac- 


tically to an ultimatum to the allied 
powers of Great Britain, Germany and 
Italy regarding their insistence for 
preferential! treatment in the settlement 
of their claims against Venezuela. 

This note, which the British ambas- 
sador received shortly before y o'clock 
last night, was cabled at once to Lon- 
don, copies of it being transmitted to 
the Italian and German embassies for 
transmission to Rome and Berlin. Itis 
in reply to the proposition submitted at 
a joint conference of the negotiators 
yesterday afternoon by the British am- 
bassador that the allied powers be al- 
lowed two thirds of 20 percent of the 
custom receipts of the ports of La 
Guaira and Porto Cabello, and that the 
United States and the other claimant na- 
tious, France, Belgium, Holland, Den- 
mark, Spain and Norway and Sweden 
content themselves with the remaining 
one third of this percentage, that is, 10 
percent of the receipts of these two 
ports. 

In the note received by the British 
ambassador from Mr. Bowen last night 
the latter refuses point blank the propo- 
sition for a 20 and 10 percent division, 
on the ground that to recognize the 
principle it embodies it wou!d be abso- 
lutely offensive to modern civilization. 
In view of the fact that the negotiators 
are agreed on all save the question of 
preferential treatment the ambassador 
is informed that Venezuela has decided 
to submit that question to ‘The Hague 
arbitration tribunal. Acceptance of 
this proposition, Venezuela contends, 
carries with it a raising of the blockade, 
the general understanding being that 
the blockade would end when tle nego- 
tiators at Washington bad reached an 
agreement. 

It is understood that in refusing this 
last proposition submitted by the Brit- 
ish ambassador on behalf of the allies 
Mr. Bowen takes the ground that he 
cannot accept In principle the contention 
that blockades and bombardment of 
forts, and the consequent killing of help- 
less men, women and children entitles 
any power or alliance of powers to 
preferential treatinent at the hands of a 
civilized mation. It is claimed that 
should the peace powers and the block- 
ading powers agree to sucha principle. 
they would incorporate in the law of 
nations a doctrine in conflict with the 
tenets of all modern day ethics.

AFTER HALF A CENTURY 


Vermont Has Become Tired of 
Prohibition Law 


DECIDES FOR LOCAL OPTION 


Large Cities and Towns Overcame 
Which Voted 
Strongly For Prohibition—Majority 


Small Communities, 


of 1603 In Total Vote of 59,739 


White River Junction, Vt, feb. 3.— 
The advocates of local option carried 
the state yesterday and after more than 


_ 


wif a century of prohibition the voters 
in the cities and towns of Vermont will, 
after March 1. be permitted to decide 


whether or not intoxicating liquors 
shall be sold in those communities. 
The total vote, with 4 smal! towns 
missing, is 30,671 in favor of license and 
28,068 opposed, a majority of 1603 for 
localoption. The missing towns, which 
are all in remote districts, zave a total 
vote of less than 200 at the last election. 
It is a coincidence that Vermont voted 
for prohibition in 1853 by 1500 majority. 
The question before the voters was 
whether a high license local option law 
passed by the last legislature should 
be accepted or rejected. The law as 
passed set the time for its going into 
operation on March 1, should the peo- 
ple accept yesterday, as they did, and 
on Dee. 1, 1906, should it have been re- 
jected yesterday, giving two legisla- 
tures the opportunity of repealing the 
law had it been rejected yesterday. 
The yote was mucii closer than was 
anticipated and the 1600 margin ina 
total vote of about 59,739 surprised even 
the local optionists. while, too, it brought 
chagrin to their opponents, who saw 


many CHances where it might bave been 
overcome, ‘Lhe big ciUe@s wou Low its ue- 


cided the question, for the little hill 
towns clung tenaciously to proehibitlon. 
The cities of Burlington, Montpelier, 
Rutland, St. Albans and Barre, with the 
village of Bennington, rolled up a ma- 
jority of 6391 in favor of the bill, a total 
that the 200 little communities were en- 
tirely unable to overcome. As for the 
counties, it is singular that only six 
voted in favor of license, while eight 
were arrayed against it. 

Although there was superb weather 
all over the state during the entire dry, 
the vote fell below what had been an- 
ticipated, which was disappointing to 
both sides, but especially to the oppo- 
nents of the bill, who counted on suc 
conditions to bring out the farmers in 
the hill towns. It was expected tkat 
the total vote would equal if not exceed 
that cast at the fall election, but in- 
stead it fell off over 10,000. Still it ex- 
ceeded that thrown for president in 
1900, showing that the strenuous ef- 
forts made by both sides during the 
campaign had not gone for nauglit. 

The returns of the balloting came in 
very rapidly and the entire state, with 
the exception of a dozen small towns, 
was tabulated by 10 o'clock. TI'rom the 
first it was seen thut local option had 
won, for although the first 20 towns, 
small ones, all voted strongly for pro- 
hibition, the majority was more than 
offset by the vote of one city. A bunch 
of returns from large communities sent 
the majorit’ for license up to 3000, bnt 
it soon fell back again. 

As for the ultimate result of the de- 
cision, it is expected that the little 
towns will continue in their opposition 
to the sale of liquor. The cities and 
large communities where the traffic has 
admittedly been carried on by stealth 
will, however, vote to grant licenses, al- 
though dealers will be compelled to pay 
a high price for the privilege. 

The victory was undoubtedly due in 
a considerable degree to P. W. Clement 
of Rutland, who has worked unceasing- 
ly for over a year to swing the state to 
local option.

Contention of Three Sons of Testator 


CROCKER’S WIDOW WINS 


Not Upheld by the Court 
Boston, Feb. 4.—A decision sustaining 


the will of Uriel H. Crocker was given 
yesterday in the Suffolk probate court 
by Judge Grant. The sons of the testa- 
tor, George U., Joseph B. and Edgar 


Crocker, contested the wil! on the 


ground that it showed undue influence. 


The estate is valued at about $500,000. 
It was stated at the time of the hearings 
that the widow, who was Mr. Crocker’s 
second wife and until her marriage had 
been a clerk in his iaw office, would re- 
ceive a larger amount of money if the 
will were broken thanif it were allowed 
to remain in force. 

The contestants based their opposition 
to the will on two grounds, that the 
testator was under the influence of an 
insane delusion, or else that he was un- 
duly influenced by the fraudulent repre- 
sentations of his wife to believe things 
which were false, and hence to make the 
will in question, The first contention 
was not strenuously pressed. 


Error on Part of Jurors 

Norwich, Conn., eb. 4.—The trial of 
Captain Asabel Tanner, a wealthy resi- 
dent of this city, on the charge of man- 
slaughter on account of the death of 
Sarah Goldberg, bas come to a sudden 
end. The trial had »ccupled three days 
in the superior court. When the ease 
was called yesterday Judge Elmer said 
it had come to his knowledge that two 
jurors had visited the scene of the al- 
leged assault and had gained some 
knowledge by personul investigation 
which the other jurors had not received. 
He therefore dismissed the jury and 
continued the case uutil the next term of 
court, 


Little Coal Picker Killed 

Medford, Mass., Feb. 4.—Four chil- 
dren, none over 12 years of age, who 
were pickiug up coal that had dropped 
from passing coal trains, were surprised 
at their work by a passenger train here 
yesterday. Grace Snow was struck 
and instantly killed by theengine. The 
others were saved from death only by 
the presence of mind of Harriet Lezette, 
aged 12, who grabbed them by the 
skirts and pulled them away just as the 
train was upon them. 


Spinners Remained Out 

North Vassalboro, Me., Feb. 4.—A 
strike began in the mills of the Amer- 
ican Woolen company here yesterday, 
the spinners asking for an increase in 
Vases, aul tue wearers objecting to 
the practive of teaching apprentices. 
The weavers returned to work in the 
afternoon, as it was understood that the 
management would not require them 
to teach apprentices. The spinners re- 
solved to stay out until their demand is 
answered. 


New Phase In Haverhill Strike 

Haverhill, Mass, Feb. 4.—Agent 
Martindale of the Boot and Shoe Work- 
ers’ union announces that the union will 
at once commence importing strike 
breakers into the city to fill the va- 
cancies existing in local factories. He 
States that there are now in Boston 
enough cutters to fill the vacancies in 
this city. There are 107 turned work- 
men out on strike and Martindale states 
that these vacancies will also be filled. 


Preservation of Forests 

Concord, N. H., Feb. 4.—The2 friends 
of forest preservation in New Hamp- 
shire yesterday secured the passage in 
the Louse of a joint resolution ap- 
propriating $5000 for a forest survey of 
the White mountain region and an act 
authorizing the exemption from taxa- 
tion on a graduated scale of lands 
planted to timber or lands upon which 
lumbering is conducted ~on_ scientific 
forestry principles. 


Voyage Greatly Prolonged 

Portland, Me., Teb. 4.—The little 
schooner F. Richard bas arrived here 
after a passage of 32 days frow 
Weymouth, N.S. Under favtorable 
conditions the trip usually is made in 
about four days by vessels of her class, 
but time after time she was blown 
scores of miles off hercourse.

The committee yesterday reported to 
the house its findings in the matter of 
the investigation of the bribery charg2s. 
A minority report signed by Repre- 
sentatives Kitchen (Dem., N. C.) Van- 
diver (Dem., Mo.) and Roberts (Rep., 
Mass.) also was submitted. On the 
final yote on the adoption of the report 
as a whole, Representatives Kitchen 
(N. C.) ,Mudd (Md.), and Roberts (Mass.) 
voted present. Representative Van- 
diver (Mo.) voted in the negative. 

The testimony is set out in ‘all in an 
appendix to the report. The report 
says: “A witness sworn by the chair- 
man, as in this case, who states any 
material matter which he does not be- 
lieve to be true before a committee of 
the house conducting an investigation 
under authority of the house, commits 
perjury, and is liable to punishment 
therefor under section 5392.”

The conclusions of the sub-commit- 
tee are in substance that the evidence 
shows that a bribe was offered to Less- 
ler, and that it was offered by Philip 
Doblin on his own initiative and re- 
sponsibility. Quigg is shown in the evi- 
dence to have bad no connection with 
Lessler’s offer. Similarly, the Holland 
Boat company had no connection with 
the Doblin offer. It was also decided 
to turn all the papers and transcript of 
the testimony over to the attorney gen- 
eral for such action as he deems war- 
ranted by the law and the facts. 

The minority report states the eir- 
cumstance of the resulting investiga- 
tion and submits the conclusions of the 
minority, the first of which is as fol- 
lows: 

“I—That the charge that an attenipt 
was made to corruptly influence «a mem- 
ber of the committee on naval affuirs 
respecting proposed legislation pending 
before the house is not sustained.” 

The minority differs with the ma- 
jority only in its first conclusion. In 
other respects the conclusions are iden- 
tical. 


Statehood Compromise Probable

A suggestion is 
that the two territories of Oklahoma and 
New Mexico be admitted as states and 
that Arizona be united with New Mex- 
ico until the area now covered by that 
territory includes 300,000 people, when 
it shall become a state, and that Oxla- 
homa be admitted as it now stands, but 
that at some definite time In the futare 
Indian Territory should be added to it. 


Construction Corps Short-Handed 

Washington, eb. 4—The navy de- 
partment is unwilling to allow Con- 
structor Hobson to retire froin the navy, 
even upon resignation outright and the 
abandonment of the privilege of going 
upon the retired list. The construction 
corps is in pressing need of the ser- 
vices of young officers, and an_ effort 
will be made to induce Hobson to re- 
main on active duty. 


Salvador Granted Grace

Pilotage Law. 

The Maritime Review of Jan. 20 says 
culvitairy. 

“ The news we publish this week of 
the decision of a Virginia judge that 
the compulsory-pilotage laws of that 
State are unconstitutional and therefore 
void cannot fail to please the shipping 
interests of America. Ever since it 
was established The Maritime News 
and Review bas argued the illegality of 
compulsory-pilotage laws and urged 
vessel-owners to make a contest upon 
the payment of fees extorted by pilots 
who take their warrant from such stat- 
utes. 

‘The point we have made has been 


that such laws, when enacted 
by State legislatures, are in conflict 
with the jurisdiction of the United 


States, and that any federal court would 
overthrow them. In tke Virginia case 
a State court has given the decision we 
confidently expected some federal court 
to give at the very first opportunity, and 
the action is more pleasing because, 
without federal interference, Virginia 
has seen the viciousness of such laws 
and herself undertaken their overthrow. 

**The Virginia case is a promise that 
there will ba similar action at other 
ports, and we would again urge that 
vessel-owners refuse to accept the ten- 
der of pilots in those cases where their 
services are not needed and carry the 
controversy into the courts. This form 
of extortion has been practiced long 
enough wherever it is now in vogue, 
and an end should be put to it without 
delay. 

**Vessels trading regularly between 
specified American ports have, as a 
general rule, no earthly use for pilots, 
and they should not be compelled to 
take them. Virginia says the pilots 
cannot longer force themselves upon a 
master, and the masters, acting under 
instractions from the owners, should 
see to it that other States render the 
same kind of decisions, The sum paid 
annually for pilotage would make a 
handsome addition to the profits earned 
by any craft, and where the expense is 
so wholly needless the vessel should 
decline to bear it.’’

Charles T. Kilborne of Orange, New 
Jersey, Rev. G. W. Hinkley of the Good 
Will Farm, East Fairfield, Maine; Dr. 
Lloyd B. Wright of Pittsburg, Pennsyl-

PRIORITY FUR LIMITED TIME 


Would Prove Claim That Their Pref- 
erential Demand Demand Was One 


of Honor and Not of Dollars—Mex- 


ico Has Claim of $90,000 


Washington, Feb. 4—There are as 
yet no advices from the allied govern- 
ments respecting the nature of the 1.ext 


proposal they wlil submit to Mr. Bowen, 
Venezuela's representative, for a settle- 
ment of their claims, but there is good 
authority for the statement that the note 
of Mr. Bowen addressed to the British 
ambassador Monday night will result in 
an adjustment of the trouble. 


At the British embassy yesterday the 


most important conference that the rep- 
resentatives of the allies here have yet 
held among themselves took place. Mr. 
Bowen, of course, was not present. The 
conference was called to consider the 
recommendations which the Ltalian and 
British ambassadors and the German 
minister should make to their yovern- 
meuts as to the next step to be taken. 
As a result of this conference the for- 
eign offices at London, Berlin and Rome 
are in possession of suggestions which, 
if adopted, will mean the success of the 
Washington negotiations and the rais- 
ing of the blockade. 

The allied powers have been aguin 
requested by their representatives to 
cousent to priority of payment of their 
claims for a limited period only and 
equality of all claimant nations there- 
after. Mr. Bowen has stated that he 
is willing that the allies receive prefer- 
entia! treatment for one mouth, if at the 
end of that time all the claimant na- 
tions be placed on an equal basis as to 
time and proportionate paywents. 


It is the conviction of one of the nego- 
tiators at least that this proposition of 
Mr. Bowen is eminently fair. It in- 
volves a compromise of the powers’ 
original request for six years’ prefer- 
ential treatment, but will enable them 
to retain a part at least of their pres- 
tige. The feeling is growing that a 
persistence in their present position can 
result only in loss of prestige for the 
allies and bad feeling against thein not 
only in Venezuela, but elsewhere 
throughout the Americas. 


As a_ result of these considaratiana ot 
the conference at the British embassy 


it was agreed that a note shouid Ye ad- 
dressed to the governments of Great 
Britain, Germany and Italy, »ettiag 
forth the exact attitude of the United 
States with reference to the powers’ 
preferential demand, the state of public 
feling here regarding it, and to urge a 
prompt acceptance of preferentia! pay- 
ments for a period of from one to six 
months. An answer is hoped for from 
one, if not all of the allies, within the 
next 24 hours. 

The question of referring the one 
question of preferential treatment to 
The Hague for settlement as suzgested 
by Mr. Bowen came up at the confer- 
ence and it was evident at once that the 
negotiators were one in their opposi- 
tion to calling in The Hague tribu al 
except as a lastresort. The point was 
made at the conference that if the three 
allied governments would arrange for 
a_coinpromise along the lines suggested 
by Mr. Bowen they would do much to 
prove their claim that the real basis of 
their preferential demand was one of 
honor and not of the dollar. 


Citizens of Mexico also have claims 
amounting to $90,000 against Venezuela 
and that government has asked to be 
}ut on an equal footing with the other 
nations when the time comes for set- 
tling up. Notice of Mexico's intention 
was communicated to Minister Bowen 
yesterday by the Mexican ambassador 
at this capital. Mexico adds another to 
the list of nations who are lined up 
against the proposition of the allied 
powers for preferential treatment in the 
payment of the claims they have against 
Venezuela and she will be so considered 
by Mr. Bowen in his negotiations on this 
question. 


REBELS ON THE RUN 


Further Victories Scored by Vene- 
zuelan Government Troops 
Caracas, Feb. 4.—The government 
troops under General Alcantara, a 
graduate of West Point, have defeated a 
force of rebels, numbering 900, under 
General Ducharme on the Camatagua 
river, about 50 miles south of Caracas. 
The rebels were routed and their ammu- 
nition and 230 prisoners were ca ptured. 
Since the rout of General Matos ard 
his aimy of 10,000 men by President 
Castro on Oct. 18 the remanants of the 
rebel forces have been dispersed in all 
directions. These scattered bodies of 
rebels, believing that arms and ammuni- 
tion had been landed, lately reu rited, 
and to the number of about 2000, under 
Generals Rolando and Ducharme, ss- 
sembled at Alta Gracia, at the entrance 
to the Gulf of Maracaibo, and aut Ori- 
tuco, 50 miles south of Caracas. Gen- 
eral Ducharme, with 900 men, advanced 
up the Camatagua river. President 
Castro sent a force of 1000 troops 
against him who took the rebels by 
surprise and destroyed them after 4 
seven hours’ fight. Alcantara captured 
30 officers and 200 soldiers, 40,000 roands 
and all the rebels’ reserve aizmunition 
and 50 animals.

A Factor In Adjustment of 
Venezuelan Dispute 


AN AGREEMENT AT CAPITOL 


Would Remove Barriers Likely to 
Arise From Resorting to The Hague 
Tribunal—Allies Advised to Accept 


Three Mcnuths’ Preference 


Washington, Feb. 5.—Every effort is 
making by the representatives of the 
allies here to secure an early settlement 
of the Venezuelan dispute without re- 
In this effort 
the Italian and British ambassadors and 


ferring it to The Hague. 


the German minister are receiving the 
endorsement of Mr. Bowen, as. well as 
the cordial approval of the government 
of the United States. }t is understeod 
that the president, while in no way con- 
nected with the negotiations, is per- 
sonally in favor of a finalagreement be- 
ing reached at Washington. This fact, 
it is believed, will have an umportant 
bearing on the decision of the British 
and German foreign offices. 

The British ambassador and the Ger- 
man minister have both cabled to their 
governments the fact that Mr. Gowen 
has expressed his wiliingness te give 
the allies preferential treatment for 
three months in order that they may 
emerge from the controversy without 
injury to their honor. 

The allies have not yet answered the 
last representations of their envoys 
here urging an aceeptance of this plan. 
Advices reached here from Berlin yes- 
terday afternoon of an importaut na- 
ture, but assurances sre given that 
they were sent prior to the submission 
of the last proposition er ) effected only 
a detail of the controversy. Their 
purport was not discouraging. It may 
be some days yet before a final answer 
reaches Washington, but ail the nexo- 
tiators feel hopeful of « successful out- 
come. 

At a joint conference at the British 
embassy yesterday the three months’ 
proposition was discussed at length. 
It was considered that the claimant na- 
tions will suffer far more than Veue- 
zuela if the Washington negotiations 
fail. While Mr. Bowen, in his note re- 
jecting the last proposition of the allies 
that they receive 20 and the other 
creditor powers 10 percent of the cus- 
toms receipts of La Guaira aud Porto 
Cabello, stated that Venezuela would 
assent to the reference of this one point 
to The Hague, there is a streng prob- 
ability that weeks would elapse before 
a preliminary protocol even along these 
simple lines could be drawn up. And 
once the question of settling the entire 
dispute at The Hague is raised Vene 
zuela stands ready to interject countless 
details into the protocol which the al- 
lies’ representatives are quite sure they 
cannot allow to be arbitrated. Al! this 
will serve only to complicate further an 
ugly situation, and the negotiators feel 
that its main effect wi!l be an increase 
of unrest throughout the United States 
and South America against the allied 
powers. Britisg: and German trade, it 
is pointed out, is su:¥Yering greatly from 
the maintenance of the blockade. 

It is regarded as fortunate here that 
the negotiators themselves are acting in 
harmony. Early in the Venezuelan ne- 
gotiations the British ambassador 
pledged himself to do all in his power 
to settle the Venezuelan dispute as svon 
as possible and all his efforts im this 
cirection are receiving the endorsement 
of the Washington government. 

It is stated in an authoritative guar- 
ter that the president and the German 
emperor are both taking a keen in- 
terest in the early adjustment of the 
dispute, feeling that no good can come 
by prolonging the vlockade. 


Report on Campanile’s Collapse 

Venice, Feb. 5.—The official report of 
the cause of the collapse of the Campa- 
nile attributes it mainly to the cutting 
of a trench near the loggetta without 
proper precautions. It was found that 
the materials used in repairing the 
Campanile ut various periods had im- 
perfectly cohered, but there was no 
subsidence of the foundations, which 
were in excellent condition. The re- 
sponsibility for the disaster is divided 
between the official architects and the 
cathedral! authorities. 


Hospital Authorities Criticised 

New York, Feb. 5.—A coroner's jury 
chosen to determine the cause of death 
of Joseph Gurdiner in the Kings County 
hospital found that the man died from 
bi-chloride of mercury poisoning, ad- 
ministered by a convalescent patient, 
and added: “The responsibility is be- 
lieved to rest with the hospital authori- 
ties for allowing an incompetent nurse 
to handle a deadly poison.” The bi- 
chloride of mercury was given to 
Gardiner internally, when it was im- 
tended as a lotion. 


$4000 Wants County to Settle 

Boston, Feb. 5—The committee ou 
counties of the legislature had an in- 
teresting hearing yesterday on the peti- 
tion of Daniel Leonard, an Agawam 
farmer, who, having lost $4000 in a 
gold brick scheme, wishes the county of 
Hampden to reimburse him from the 
$5000 it received in the forfeited bail of 
persons arrested. 

It was brought out that the perpetra- 
tor of the game first met Leonard atthe 
close of the morning service at the car- 
riage shed in the rear of an Agawamn 
church. J. L. Rice appeared for the 
petitioner and 8. 8. Taft for the county 
conunissioners. Rice claimed that the 
case had features different from any 
that had previously been rejected by 
the legislature, in that Leonard had 
spent a great deal of his time and some 
money in causing the arrest cf the par- 
ties; that he had refused an offer of 
$3500 to stop prosecution, and that the 
precedent to be established by the re- 
payment would be one of justice; while, 
on the other hand, to refuse payment 
would be to take advantage of a mere 
technicality and the practical saying to 
all persons in the future: “You simpiy 
cause a man to be arrested so that an 
offer of settlement to avoid prosecution 
may be mage.” 

Mr. Taft toid the committee that in 
the efforts that Leonard made to arrest 
the parties and in refusing a settlement 
he was only acting the partof a law- 
abiding citizen. 


Never Forgot His Housekeeper 

Boston, Feb. 5.—Jolin L. Curtis, the 
last member of one of the oldest and at 
ong time the most aristocratic families 
of Boston, ended bis life by taking 
morphine at hishome. A letter which 
he left provided for the disposal of the 
old gentleman’s property, which is con- 
siderable. At one iime he was a mem- 
ber of a banking house, but was com- 
pelled to retire from active business, be- 
ing attacked with locomotion atatia, 
which left him a cripple. Lis house- 
keeper, Mrs. Matthews, who worked for 
him 25 years, died a year ago. He 
stopped all the clocks at 4:15, the time 
at which she died, and he has kept them 
so ever since. The place which she oc- 
cupied opposite his place at the table 
has been decorated with flowers every 
morning since she died. 


Haverhill Strikers Receive Warning 
Haverhill, Mass., Feb. 5.—An_ ulti- 
matum to the striking Knights of Labor 
was issued this morning, giving them 
24 hours in which to return to their 
benches with the assurance that they 
would not suffer any subsequent penal- 
ties. If they do not report for work 
within the time specified their places 
will be filled tomorrow by imported 
members of the Boot ard Shoe Workers’ 
union. Secretary White of the inde- 
pendent union says that the men on 
strike will disregard the ultimatum, 


Stones Thrown at Strike Breakers 

Lynn, Mass., Feb. 5-—A disturbance 
occurred last night at the Herrick fac- 
tory, about 200 men and boys stoning 
the 16 Boot and Shoe Workers’ union 
cutters when they left work. This fac- 
tory is on the outskirts of the city and 
no previous trouble near it had occurred. 
The cutters finally escaped by boarding 
o street car. The first real effort to 
fill the places of the striking stitchers 
was made yesterday, when boys from 
Boston were placed in the Nicholson 
factory. 


Was Friend of Quaker Poet 

Amesbury, Mass., Feb. 5.—W. H. B. 
Currier, an intimate friend of John G. 
Whittier and who, as editor of The 
Villager, published many of the poet’s 
early writings, died yesterday, aged 74. 
Mr. Currier had been identitied with the 
town for 50 years. He was the owner 
of the Amesbury and Sulisbury Villager 
for years and the first editor of The 
Amesbury Daily News. 


The Carriage Makers’ Strike 

Amesbury, Mass., Feb. 5.—Yesterday 
was the end of the fifth week of the 
carriage workers’ strike and the diff- 
culty is no nearer settlement than at 
any time since the strike began. The 
manufacturers claim there are 480 
men working in the factories out of 
800, the full complement of hands 
ordinarily employed. ‘The strikers dis- 
pute this claim. 


Quigley Wants a New Trial 

Providence, Feb. 5.—Counsel for 
Charles J. Quigley who was convicted 
on Jan. 30 for the murder of Abraham 
Camac, yesterday filed a notice in the 
supreme court of his intention to peti- 
tion for a new trial. Judge Wilbur has 
granted a stay in the proceedings pene- 
ing the preparation of the prisoner's 
petition. 


Springfield Bakers on Strike 

Springfield, Mass., Feb. 5.—One hun- 
dred bakers are on strike here for a JU- 
hour work day and increased wages. 
The demand was made at noon yester- 
day with only brief notice, and most of 
the boss bakers have refused it. <A 
prolonged fight is likely.

SERIOUS FIRE AT HUDSON. 


Two Firemen Killed and Four Others Injured 
by Falling Walls. 


Hudson, Mass., Feb. 5.—T'wo 
men were killed and feur others se- 
riously injured by falling walls during 
the progress of a fire which destroyed 
Parish hall of St. Michael's society last 
night. Thedeadare: Timothy Sul- 
livan and Gus Russell. The injured: 
George Shortsleeves, Edward Hes- 
sonette, James Ryan and Charies 
Baker. 

The fire was discovered about 7:40, 
The firemen found it would b= impos- 
sible to save the structure and bent their 
energies to the protection of St. Mich- 
ael’s church, which is separated from 
the hall by a narrow alley and the 
rectory, Which also acjoins the hill. 
The hall was formerly the society's 
church and was adorned by an oid- 
fashioned square steeple. ‘lo this 
steeple the firemen had climbed and 
from it were directing streams of water 
upon the adjoining property. When 
the fire was burning most fiercely the 
roof suddenly fell in carrying the 
steeple with it, and forcing the walls 
outward and down upon the firemen 
below. 

Many of the firemen escaped miracu- 
lously, but four were cunght by the fall- 
ing walls. Sullivan and Russell were 
standing almost against the building 
and were quickly buried among the 
burning timbers, being horribly crushed 
and burned. ‘The fire was temporarily 
abandoned until the injured firemen 
were extricated and the bodies of the 
dead men recovered. 

The financial loss is not great. It is 
not known how the fire originated. 
Russell leaves a widow and five chil- 
dren. Sullivan is survived by a widow 
and three children.

COVERED DISHES.=>. 


The Reason They Were Introduced | 
During the Middle Ages. 

From the days when our ancestors 
took their food in their hands and ate} 
it with as little ceremony as a dog 
ghaws a bone to the present time of 
elaborate dinners is a long step, but a 
gradual one. It was a number of cen- 
turies before dishes of any kind were 
used, and knives and forks as adjuncts 
to eating are later still. The fear of 
poison which haunted the mind of 
every person of quality during the mid- 
dle ages gave rise to certain curious 
customs and even to certain supersti- 
tions. When dishes are now served 
covered, it is understood that it is 
merely for the purpose of keeping them 
warm. This was not, however, the 
principal reason why they were not 
served covered during the dark ages. 
It was the fear that poison might be 
introduced into them surreptitiously 
between the kitchen and the table 
where they were to be served to the 
kings or the lords or even to persons 
of inferior rank. 

The covers were not removed till the 
master of the house had taken his 
place. All dishes afterward served 
were brought on the table in the same 
manner. It was the custom originally 
when the dishes were uncovered for 
some of the servants to first partake 
of them, but this custom was after- 
ward in part replaced by the servants | 
touching the food with one of several 
objects which were regarded as infalli- 
ble preservatives against poison.

According to the Department of Jus- 
tice, but Those In Charge of Fugi- 
tive Fear That He May Make a 
Fight For Liberty

does not exist in the present state of the 
law, is receiving a fresh applcation 
today. A recent fugitive from jis- 
tice in the Philippines is speeding across 
the continent, bound for Manila, closely 
guarded by detectives. because there is 
no Way of our government's taking hun 
by more open and leisurely means with- 
out running the risk of his suing out a 
writ of habeas corpus and escaping from 
his capters. 

The man is William A. Wilson, late 
disbursing officer of the bureau of coast 
guard and transportation at Manila, 
who is charged with the embezzlement 
of $8000, and whose sudden disapperr- 
ance from his post of duty and his sub- 
sequent wanderings throughout other 
parts of the world have led to the in- 
ference that he fled to get away from 
the consequences of his crime. 

He appears to have gone by a round- 
about route to Japan, and thence to 
Canada, where the detectives located 
him at Montreal. Wo attempt seems to 
have been made to extradiie him from 
Canada, but in some way he was in- 
duced to cross the border, and was taken 
into custody in this country and brought 
to Washington, where he was lodged in 
the district jail Tuesday and started on 
his westward journey in the middle of 
the night. Atthe department of justice 
it is stated that he came into the United 
States of his own accord, and expressed 
a desire to return to Manila and face 
the charges against him. 

Whether or not these are the repre 
sentations made to the department by 
the officers who captured Wilson or 
whether they are the department's own 
expianation there is no knowing, but 
the extreme secrecy enveloping the en- 
tire proceedings makes it evident that, 
if the prisoner is so willing to go back 
to Manila, his captors are affaid that 
he may at the last moment change his 
mind, or that some legal pettifogger 
may get at him on the way and lure 
him into making a fight for his liberty. 

The decision of the house committee 
on insular affairs to report favorably 
the senate bill providing for the ex- 
tradition of persons accused of crime 
to and from the Vhilippines is too late 
to affect Captain Brownell, but comes 
just in the nick of time to meet this 
latest case. If quick action could be 
obtained on it, and it could be sent to 
the president and signed at once, there 
might be a chance of making a fresh 
arrest of Wilson on a cabled demand 
from the government of the Philippines, 
and putting the case regularly through 
the courts. 

What the constitutional iawyers here 
are debating is why the arrest was not 
made in Canada and extradition de- 
manded by the president. That some 
such purpose was originally in the mind 
of the federal authorities is obvious 
froin the fact that an opinion was 
rendered by one of their law officers that 
in spite of the decision of the supreme 
court and the consequent action of con- 
gress fixing the status of the Philip- 
pines for tariff and kindred purposes as 
non-domestic territory, the islands are 
for ali international intents as mucna 
part of the United States as Maine or 
Texas; and hence that an extradition 
demand from the United States for the 
return of a fugitive from the islands 
would be recognized by any friendly 
power as much as if the accused party 
bad fled from any part of the mainland.

Washington, Feb. 5.—The general 
staff bill was reconsidered and passed 
by the senate yesterday, with an amend- 
ment putting the “secretary of war un- 
der the direction of the president.”

Washington, Feb. 5.—Senator Eanna 
introduced a bill yesterday granting 
pensions and bounties to all ex-slaves 
over 50 years old who were freed by the 
proclamation of President Lircoln dur- 
ing the war of the rebellion. 


Detectives Watching For Princess 

Dresden, Feb. 5.—Detectives are 
watching every train from the south for 
the ex-Crown Princess Louise, who, it 
is feared, may return to see her son, the 
little Prince Christian, who is danger- 
ously ill. It is understood that de- 
tectives have been instructed to detain 
her if she crosses the border. Lis- 
patcbes from Mentone indicate that the 
princess and Professor Giron left that 
place in great haste. 


A Cuban Flag Episode

A NOVEL GRIDIRON. 


New Scheme Suggests a Radical 
Chauge In Football. 

Fred C. McCutchen, general manager 
of athletics for the University of Lowa 
for several years, recently went to 
Iowa City to obtain the views of the 
athletic authorities upon a proposed 
change of the football gridiron which 
has been discussed by a number of 
athletic authorities in the west. 

The plan is to change the form of the 
present gridiron so as to have it in the 
form of a football, says the Chicago 
Record-Herald. This would make it 
about its present width at the center 
of the field and taper down gradually 
to the distance between the goal posts 
at the two ends of the field. The field 
would probably be somewhat length. 
ened. 

The advantage of the plar would be 
that it would render the game much 
more easily observable by all the spec- 
tators. At the center all can see the 
game very well as the field is at pres- 
ent constructed, but when the game 
gets down on one side it is not seen so 
well by all the spectators. The pro- 
posed gridiron takes the play when 
the scrimmages are near either goal to 
near the center of the field where all 
can see it well. 

Another advantage claimed for the 
change would be that there would be 
less of the open field work. The touch- 
downs would be made usually by line 
smashes. The change would also give 
the defensive team, when its goal is 
neared, a constantly lessening base to 
defend. <As the offensive team ap- 
proached the goal posts it would be 
compelled to attack more and more in 
the center of the field, thus giving 
them a slight handicap as against the 
weaker defensive team. In punts the 
fullback would not be compelled to de- 
fend the long stretch of territory when 
near his own goal which he is now 
compelled to cover. 

The new plan has been only tenta- 
tively suggested to athletic authorl- 
tles. Any indorsement of the plan will 
be withheld at Iowa until the return of 
Physical Director A. A. Knipe in 
March. 


FATAL GAME OF CARDS. 


Tragic Incident of the Railway Dis- 
aster Near Westfield, N. J. 
Four of the victims of the recent 
Westfleld (N. J.) railroad wreck were 
playing whist when the flying express 
engine crashed into the car, says a 
Plainfield (N. J.) dispatch to the New 
York Evening Journal. Harry Rogers. 
Roland Chandor, Harvey L. Patterson 
and Thomas De Méza have played 
whist on the Easton express regularly 
for several weeks. On the fatal after- 
noon De Meza came home on an earlier 
train, and his place in the game was 
taken by James W. Hallett, who left a 
forward car to take part in the game. 
Everett Reighton was standing in 
the aisle watching the four players 
when the train stopped. F. S. Martin, 
who was standing at the rear door of 
thé car, saw the train coming and 
asked a brakeman if there was any 

danger of a collision. 

Reighton turned to the players, all of 
whom he kuew, and remarked, with a 
laugh: “Better hurry and finish our 
game. We will all be in eternity in a 
minute.” 

Just then Mr. Martin jumped from 
the train to safety, yelling an alarm as 
he went. Reighton tried to escape, but 
was caught. One leg was broken, and 
he was otherwise injured. The four 
card players were all killed. 


UGLIER THAN LINCOLN. 


Characteristic Anecdote of the Fa- 
mocs War President.

Pacific Fleet to Leave” For 


Honduras Next Week 


STORES HURRIED ABOARD 


Admiral Glass Relieves Admiral Casey 
Ahead of Scheduled Time—Navy De- 
Unusual Activity 


partment Says 
Has No Political Significance 


San Francisco, Feb. 5.—Rush orders 
have been received from Washington 
ordering that all work now on vessels 


in the Mare Island navy yard to be com- 


pleted with the greatest possible dis- 


patch. In view of this order an extra 
force was inaugurated Jast night to co- 
plete the repairs on the U. 8S. S. Pen- 
nington, which is practically ready for 
service. Several other vesseis can be 
made ready for sea within a short time. 

Large quantities of stores were 
shipped to San Francisco yesterday to 
be transferred to the Boston, New 
York, and Ranger, now lying at anchor 
in the harbor. They will be on their 
wey to Amapala, a port on the Pacitic 
coast of Honduras, early next week. 
In view of the orders, Admiral Glass 
yesterday relieved Admiral Casey, in 
the command of the Facitic flect. It 
had been arranged that the flags of the 
odmirals should be changed on Feb. 1, 
but owing to the hurry orders to the 
fleet the change in the commanding ofti- 
cers was made in advance of the ar- 
ranged time. 


Washington, Feb. 5.—According to 
naval officials there is no political 
significance in the dispatch of the four 
vessels of Admiral Casey’s fleet to 
Amapala island. The state department 
suggested that one vessel be sent to 
the island to afford protection to Amer- 
ican interests which might be imperiled 
as a result of the civil troubles wich 
are threatened in Honduras, but the 
navy department thought that it would 
be a good plan to dispatch tie entire 
fleet with directions to cruise together 
as far as possible so as to give an op- 
portunity for sea drills and tactical 
practice. It is declared that it is for 
this reason only that Admiral Casey’s 
fleet is going to Central America. 

Some months ago Adiniral Glass was 
selected to succeed Admiral Casey in 
command of the Facitic coast fleet. The 
original date of change was Feb. 1v, but 
this has been advanced so that he will 
relieve Admiral Casey immediate}. 

The statement is made that no rush 
orders have been given for work uuder 
construction at the Mare Island navy 
yard, and that such unusual activity 
28 may be apparent is due to the effort 
to prepare the vesseis of Admiral 
Casey's fleet for their cruise in Central 
America. 


Newgate Relics at Auction 
London, Feb. 5.—The relics of old 
Newgate prison were sold at auction 
yesterday and hardly fetched the value 
of scrap iron. There was some con- 
petition for the old oak, the hangman's 


key and the cupboard mentioned in 
“Barnaby Rudge,” which brought 


$62.50. The old death bell fetched $500. 
The staff on which the black flag was 
hoisted went for 60, copper wash 
bowls used by the prisoners were sold 
for $5 each, nine plaster heads of per- 
sons executed were knocked down ect 
$25 and the main entrance door brought 
$150.

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WATERBURY OVER-FEARFUL 


Pay Night Proved to Be Even More 
Quiet Than Previous Nights 

Waterbury, Conn., eb. 5.—Stormy 
weather and extra precaution on the 
part of the authorities carried Water- 
bury through the dangerous hours of 
last night without the serious trouble 
that was confidently expected to mark 
and mar payday night.

The systematic patrol of the city by po- 
lice and militia Was .nuch more effective 
last night thun before, and when the 
hour of midnight arrived the military 
protection offorded was adequate. Not 
the least important factor, perhaps, in 
the interests of order was the sincere 
efforts put forth by the strikers tu keep 
their friends from the Streets. ‘he 
day and night records revealed the fact 
that Waterbury had been overfearful 
and the situation today promises im- 
provement. 


Great Disasters In the Orient 
Victoria, B. C., Feb. 5.—Steamer 
Empress of China brings news of a 
landslide at Hanking in which 200 Cni- 
nese were buried, hundreds of others 
maimed and scores of river craft sunk. 
News is also brought of the drowning 


of 50 workmen by the sinking of a 
launch in the squall in Kobe harbor. 
Sixty-four miners were burned to 


death in a fire that occurred in a col- 
liery in Japan, caused by a miner ac- 
cidentally igniting a dynamite fuse. 

As a result of a combat between 100 
fishing smacks off the Japanese coast 
45 men are reported killed.

Philadelphia, Feb. 5—For the third 
time in the history of the Eastern pen- 
itentiary that institution was yesterday 
the scene of a murder. The victim was 
James Pratt, a negro, aged 37, and the 
crime was perpetrated by Cornelius 
Bush, 21 years oid, also colored.

After Pratt had fallen asleep Busb 
crushed his skull with a stool. ‘Then 
he severed his victim's beud.

London, Feb. 5.--Speaking at a ban- 


quet of the Edinburgh Chamber of 
Commerce last night, the Earl of On- 


slow, under secretary for the coloules, 
referred to the government inquiry into 
trade conditions in South Africa. He 
‘said that one of the greztest hindrances 
to the development of British trade was 
the excessive cost of freight. It was 
due, he said, to a shipping ring, and 10 
shillings difference in freight rates in fa- 
vor of the United States had resulted in 
several orders for rails going to Amer- 
ica instead of to Great Britain.

London, Feb. 5.—General Miles and 
party were the guests of Colonel Cody 
last night at Olympia hall, where the 
Wild West show is being given.

The generul 
recognized and conversed with some of 
the Indians. 


Square-Rigger Goes Down 

San Francisco, Feb. 5.—Steamer Ala- 
meda, from Honolulu, reports having 
seen during a storm on the night of Jan. 
30 the distyess signal of a square-rig- 
ger. In less than 10 minutes the 
square-rigger had disappeared and it is 
believed it must have been swallowed 
upin the sea.

Gives Up Fight For Candidacy 
For Senate 


TURNING DOWN OF BYRNE 


Ehowed Him the 
ing a Contest Which Has Dead-

and Split His Party Into Factions 


Dover, Del., Feb, 6.—The sudden an- 
nouncement yesterday afternoon that 
J. E. Addicks had withdrawn from the 
eandidacy for United States 
which be has urged so persistently since 
1895, created sensation. 
The belief is general that the refusal 
of the United States senate to confirm 
United States District Attorney Byrne 
had the effect of bringing about Ad- 
dicks’ withdrawal. ‘The Union Repub- 
lican choice for senator in place of Ad- 
dicks will probably be Governor Hunn 
or Secretary of State Layton. State 
Senator Allee, the Addicks leader, has 
repeatedly declared that he would not 
accept the United States senatorsiip. 

Mr. Addicks arrived here from Wil- 
mington about 1 o'clock, going direct to 
the capitol. He was ushered irto the 
parlor of the state house where all of 
the 21 Union Republican members of 
the Jegislature were assembled to meet 
him, together with Secretary of State 
Layton aud Insurance Commissioner 
Marshall. The assemblymen received 
Addicks with cheers. 

Immediately after Addicks arrived 
Governor Hunn, who is called the peace- 
maker in Delaware politics, entered the 
parlor. After the door had been ctosed 
those outside heard frequent bursts of 
applause and the rumor became general 
around the capitol that Mr. Addicks wis 
about to withdraw from the most re- 
markable political fight in the history of 
this country, a fight which had dead- 
locked three sessions of the legislature 
und split the Republican party into 
factions. 

This rumgr Was confirmed soon after 
£ o'clock when the caucus adjourned. 

‘The caucuses requested by the Union 
Republicans did not take place last 
night. The claim was made that Ad- 
dicks’ withdrawal as a candidate for 
United States senator was for the pur- 
pose of electing two of his supporters. 
It is understood that the regulars, ora 
number of them, will refuse to enter the 
caucus because of this circumstance. 

To the Democratic caucus which met 
at the Capitol Hotel to talk over the 
situation under the new developueuts, 
several proposition were submitted to 
act quickly and defeat the Addicks 
move. The meeting took no action on 
the matter, the members being dis- 
posed to await today’s developments 
and see whether or not the regular Re- 
publicans will really join with the 
unions.

Substantial Ways Necessary for 
the 16,000 Battleship. 


The work of building the foundation 

for the ways on which the great 16,000- 
ton battleship Connecticut is to be con- 
structed has been practically completed 
at the Brooklyn Navy-Yard, says the 
Maritime News and Review. The 
length of this foundation is 450 feet 
and as the launching weight of the 
Connecticut will be greater than that 
of any other ship launched in the 
United States, the ways now being con- 
structed are probably the most sub- 
stantial in the country. 
5 Over 3,000 piles have been sunk for 
the foundation, and thousands of feet 
of yellow pine and live oak have been 
used. The work that is to go on them 
is on the largest scale ever attempted 
by the Navy Department, and will 
therefore, be watched with the keenest 
interest. 

That part of the ways now ready con- 
sists of the building blocks, the for- 
ward cribbing and the keel blocks, and 
the work of laying the keel of the bat- 
tleship could be started today. The 
first keel plate, however, will not be 
laid on the blocks until April, when 
the big cantilever traveling crane will 
be finished. The steel work is all be- 
ing made ready in the shops, and will 
rise with great rapidity after the first 
keel plate is in place. 

Some difficulties were found in con- 
structing the foundation of the ways on 
account of the nature of the soil, it be- 
ing largely soft, made land. These 
have all been overcome, and the ways, 
which are to be permanent, and on 
whichXother vessels will probably be 
built, are as staunch as any in the 
country. 

The Connecticut will probably be 
launched two years from the coming 
spring. Usual difficulties will be pre- 
sented then, according to the anticipa- 
tions of the naval constructors, as the 
piling will have to be built out into the 
river for a considerable distance. 

Only four other war vessels have ever 
been built by the Navy Department  it- 
self, the battleships Texas and Maine, 
of about 6880 tons each, and the cruis- 
ers Raleigh and Cincionati, of 3183 
tons. The Maine and Cincinnati were 
built at the Brooklyn Navy-Yard, and 
the two others at the Norfolk yard. 
The Maine was launched in 1890 from 
ways which were about 100 feet from 
the present ways. 


Testifies Before Coal Com- 
mittee of Legislature. 


Denies in Toto Mayor's 
Statements. 


Sharply Cross-questioned Relative 
to Commission. 


The only witness Thursday afternoon 
before the special committee of the 
Legislature on coal problems was ex- 
Representative Eben W. Speppard of 
the coal firm of Joel F. Sheppard & 
Sons of Quincy aud Braintree. 

He said his firm had asked the 
committee for an opportunity to tes- 
tify in answer to what Mayor Bryant 
had said about his firm, and the coal 
situation in the city of Quincy, and is 
reported by the Globe as follows: 

He asked permission to take the 
stenographer’s report of the mayor’s 
testimony and answer the charges con- 
tained in that testimony separately. 

He was granted that privilege and 
reading from the report denied in toto 
most of the mayor's’ statements. 
Several he qualified as absolutely un- 
true, and explained why he charged 
the prices he did at different times 
quoted by the mayor. 

The coal he offered to the school com- 
mittee at $14 a ton, he said he paid $12 
for at his wharf and the expense of 
screening and handling it made the $14 
price not excessive in his opinion. 

After being closely questioned by the 
members of the committee in relation 
to his prices and expenses Representa- 
tive Schofield got him to say that he 
had sold both under and above the Bos- 
ton coal club rates. 

Then later the representative induced 
the statement from him that Boston 
coal club members had sold soft coal in 
Quincy to his customers. 

Mr. Schofield dropped the matter for 
the time and asked him if he had ever 
made any claim for a commission on 
the coal the Reading railroad had sold 
to Mayor Bryant for Quincy. Mr. Shep- 
pard said he had not, and that the Bos- 
ton coal club had not made any such 
application for this commission so far 
as he knew.

New Warships Favored. 

Three first-class battleships are pro- 
vided for by the new bill favored by 
the House committee on naval affairs. 
They will be of not more than 16,000 
tons displacement, of the highest prac- 
tical speed, and to cost, exclusive of 
armor and armament, not over $4,212,- 
000 each. Besides the battleships 
there is projected one first-class cruiser 
of 16,000 tons displacement, to cost, 
exclusive of armor and armament, not 
more than $4,659,000. There will be 
as well, two steel training ships, cost- 
ing $370,000 each, and one wooden 
brig, at a cost of $50,000, for training 
purposes. 


Schofield returned to the 
matter of the coal club dealers who 
had sold coal to his Quincy customers 
and asked if Mr. Sheppard had made 
any application for his commission on 
the sales of this coal in his territory. 
He answered that he had made such an 
application to the coal club and had 
asked to have Mr. Betteley adjust the 
matter, 

He said he had received no response 
to this application and supposed it was 
in retaliation for his having cut the 
club price earlier in the season, 

‘*When did you make this applica- 
tion?’’ asked Mr. Schotield. 

‘*About the time I dropped the price 
from $12 to $10.”’ 

**It was then the dealers entered your 
territory and sold soft coal to your cus- 
tomers?’’ 

‘\Yen,2? 

‘*And it was because you undersold 
the club rates? ”’ 

‘*I didn't say so.’’ 

**But you said it was in retaliation,’’ 

‘*But I didn’t mean just that; it sim- 
ply looked like it.”’ 

‘*But you thought so?’’ 

“I don’t know; I thought so at one 
time.’’ 

‘*Right along, didn’t you?’’ 

‘*Well, it looked so.’ 

At that pointthe witness was excused 
and Senator Chandler asked if anybody 
bad anything further to say. 

Mayor Bryant of Quincy arose and 
was about to address the committee 
when he was pulled back into his seat 
by A. F. Shenkelberger of Quincy, the 
mano who went to New York to buy the 
coal for the mayor during the winter. 

The investigation was then adjourned 
until Friday morning.

PARKWAYS. 


Hearing Today at the State 
House. 


Mayor and Others are 
in Favor. 


Large Representation of Interested 
& 


Quincy People. 


The importance of the State fulfill- 
ing its agreement,with land owners of 
Quincy who gave land for the Metro- 
politan parkway, was the basis of the 
argument for an appropriation for the 
construction of the same by the Met- 
ropolitan Park Commission, at the 
hearing this morning at the, State 
House before the Committee on Metro- 
politan ffAairs. 

The speakers were “ Mayor Bryant, 
City Solicitor} Blackmur, Hon. W. B. 
Rice, Charles T.’Gallagher, represent ng 
Pope heirs, Park Commissioner Pfaff- 
mann, Principal Assessor Thompson, Dr. 
John H. Asb, William’ M.“{Chase, Rep- 
resentative Fallon, ex-Councilman H. 
T. Whitman and Assessor Charles II. 
Johnson. 

Mayor Bryant said the city bad been 
particularly unfortanate, as on two or 
three occasions a sum had been in- 
cluded for Quincy in a general bill 
only to be diverted. The) takings for 
the parkway had‘ all been made and 
deeds conveyed. The city had therefore 
suffered a loss in taxes. Considerable 
land was given under the agreement 
that’ parkway would be constructed in 
the near future. f Agreement had not 
been fulfilled. A great injustice has 
been done the former land owners. We 
have the only undeveloped shore , front 
in the, Metropolitan‘, district, and it 
should be utilized. Gov. Crane had 
seen the justice of the State building 
the boulevard, but his™ stand against 
Metropolitan parkway appropriations 
prevented him from advocating it. 

The Mayor left at the close of his re- 
marks, and City Solicitor Blackmur 
represented the city. He reviewed the 
history of the parkway movement 
since 1896 exhaustively and convinc- 
ingly. He said per cent. of the 
population of the district was to the 
south of the State House, but only 8 of 
the 24 miles of parkway takings had 
been to the south, and only one mile 
had been constructed on the south to 11 
miles on the north and west of Boston. 
Twenty-seven per cent. of the entire 
taxable area of Quincy had been taken 
for the Blue Hills reservation, but the 
reservation was not accessible to Quin- 
cy. 

Hon. W. B. Rice was introduced, and 
said while he would oppose appro- 
priations for new schemes in the 
Metropolitan district, he did not con- 
sider this a new project, and believed 
the State should live up to its agree- 
ment with Quincy land owners, He 
was ready to give his land when the 
State was ready to build. 

Charles T. Gallagher reviewed the 
Pope case, where Mrs. Pope had given 
378,272 square feet of land for the 
parkway with the understanding that 
it should be built within a year. 
Later she had consented to its being 
built in three years but that limit ex- 
pired in 1900. 

It was an unfortunate agreement, and 
he believed the disappointment had 
carried Mrs. Pope to her grave. The 
old farm was bisected by an imaginary 
road. No grades of the parkway had 
been established and therefore land on 
either side could not be sold and 
improved, 

Park Commissioner Pfaffmann said 
improvements of the Ward Four play- 
ground were delayed for the same reason. 

Assessor Thompson reviewed tbe 
legislation looking to the parkway as 
early as 1896 when he was in the Legis- 
lature. It should now be built even if 
it involved half a million dollars; tbat 
the state should keep its agreement. 

Dr. John H. Ash said the situation 
with much of his land conveyed was 
the same as with the Pope property 
but on a smaller scale. He advocated 
the building of the West Quincy end. 

W. M. Chase bad bought land on the 
shore front at Wollaston Park, only to 
find that he fronted on a parkway, and 
he was prevented from improving it. 
He advocated buildivg the bay shore 
part. 

Representative Fallon, H. T. Whit- 
man and Charles H. Johnsonalso spoke 
in favor of the appropriation, and the 
hearing closed at 12,30.

OPPOSITION 


To Appropriation For Settling Alas- 
kan Boundary, as Many Think There 
Is Nothing to Arbitrate—Morgan 
Obstructing Panama Agreement 


Washington, Feb. 6.—Senate leaders 
are becoming fearful that it will be im- 
possible to secure actiou on the pending 
treaties before March 4, and that in con- 
sequence an extra session of the senate 
will be called in the spring. The pres- 
ent planis to call up the Alaskan 
boundary treaty first, because that re- 
quires an appropriation, and to get it 
ratified, if possible, in season for the 
house to join in providing the neces- 
sary funds. 

During the past few days President 
Roosevelt has had several conferences 
with prominent senators concerning the 
status of the Alaskan treaty, and has 
been informed that the opponents of the 
treaty will not permit it to be ratified. 
It was shown to the president and Sec 
retary Hay that the active opponents of 
the treaty mointained that there was 
nothing in the boundary question to ar- 
bitrate and that therefore they would 
not consider its reference to a commis- 
sion as provided for in the treaty. in 
view of the situation as presented by 
the senate leaders it is understood that 
the president and Secretary Huy have 
practically abandoned hope of tlie rati- 
fication of the treaty because the op- 
position to it was not confined to the 
northwest, the middle west also being 
antagonistic to it. 

Tburing one of these conferences. 
Secretary Hay, who acted for the 
United States in the negotiation of the 
treaty, Was sent for by the president, 
and the whole subject was considered 


thoroughly. It is intimated that the 
president and Secretary Hay have 


practically abandoned hope of the rut!- 
fication of the treaty. In presenting 
the treaty to the senate, the administra- 
tion, it is understood, has gone as far 
as its powers will allow. 

Panama will come next. How ef- 
fective Mr. Morgan's obstruction will 
prove depends largely on the statehood 
situation; but in any event there are 
serious fears that a vote will not be 
reached. Then, there is the Cuban

He calls attention 
to the fact that the first treaty which 
the United States sought to negviate 
with Colombia on the construction of 
the canal called for $7,000,000, whereas 
the treaty really negotiated calls for 
$10,000,000, the difference being the 
amount involved in the reports concern- 
ing offers to the insurgents, 

Mr. Morgan also introduced a_ bill 
providing that no treaty with Colombia. 
Nicaragua @r Costa Rica shall be held 
toalter or modify the act of June 28, 
1902, rezarding the Panama can: bill 
by which act an agreement is au- 
thorized with the new Panama Caual 
company.

Washington, Feb. 6—The president 
late yesterday afternoon signed the bill 
which amends the bankruptcy !aw of 
1898. Under the existing law those 
who had received payments from a per- 
son who had soon afterward been de- 
clared bankrupt could not bave other 
claims passed upon without surrendet- 
ing the amount received. This pro- 
vision was modified so as to allow the 
creditor to retain the money received 
unless the previous payment was fraud- 
ulent. Other amendments add to the 
list of debts from which a bankrupt 
cannot be relieved by a discharge frow 
bankruptcy. The new list includes 
debts to wife and children and alimony. 
The list of corporations which may go 
into bankruptcy is increased by adding 
mining corporations.

Asylum Officials Sent Murderer on an 
Errand and He Went Home 
Boston, Feb. 6.—To the cousterraton 
of bis family and the astonishment of 
the neighbors, Herbert E. Hill, who 
killed his sister and wounded his nother 
last summer, suddenly appeared at Lis 
old home yesterday. having escaped 
from the Worcester insane asy lun. 
Since his removal to Worcester Hiii’s 
condition has steadily improved, and the 
authorities of the asylum believed Lin 
to be so far responsible that yesterday 
morning they gave bim a smali amount 
of money and sent him on an errand i1.to 
the city. It was the boy’s first breath 
of free air since his imprisonment last 


August, and he could not resist the 
temptation so graciously offered hin. 


He purchased a ticket for Boston and 
on bis arrival in the city went at onc? 
to his home in Roxbury. 

His mother almost fainted when, on 
answering his ring at the door, she 
found herself face to face with the son 
who hed tried to kill her. He walked 
right in, however, and appeared very 
much at ease. while bis mother and 
brother gazed on him with consterna- 
tion. 

Fortunately he was seen and recog 
nized as he entered the house, und the 
police were at once notified, so that his 
mother and brother were not long in 
suspense. When the officers arrived 
he offered no resistance. He was 
speedily handcuffed and sent to the 
city prison. He was taken to Worcester 
this morning. 

Hill was addicted to the morphine 
habit, brought no by dissipations of 
various forms, and on July 8 he billed 
bis sister, Mrs. Frances FE. Reilly, and 
also shot his mother. Judge Wait, on 
Dr. Jelly’s statements, ordeved Hill to 
the Worcester insane asylum. 


Acre Squabble Nearing a Crisis 

Rio Janeiro, Feb. 6—The Brazilian 
government has decided on the military 
occupation of Acre, Diplomatic rela- 
tions with Bolivia, however, are not in- 
terrupted.

Vienna, Feb. 6—A meeting has been 
arranged between the former Crown 
Princess of Saxony and an authorized 
representative of her father on the ex- 
press condition that she shall come to 
Austria unaccompanied by M. Giron. 
She will not be aliowed to enter the 
house of her father, Ferdinand IV, but 
the residence of her brother, Archduke 
Peter Ferdinand, at Aigen, being 
prepared for her reception.

Topic.—Bible lessons from men that

Failures teach their lessons as well 
as successes. [t is as possible to 
learn salutary lessons from the mis- 
takes and errors of men as from those | 
things in which they have succeeded. 
The lighthouse as a warning is as nec- 
essary to the sailor as the polar star 
as a guide. Men's successes should in- 
spire us to success; their failures 
should warn us against failure. For 
such a purpose Christ recalled the 
failure of Lot's wife, pointed out to 
His disciples the weaknesses of the 
Pharisees and pictured the folly of the 
prodigal son in leaving his father’s 
house for the far country of sin. 

The Bible is true history and biog- 
raphy. It records men’s vices as well 
as their virtues, their failures as well 
as their successes, their defeats as well 
as their victories. And what for but 
that we may be warned as well as in- 
spired by their examples. To this end 
let us notice the failures suggested by 
the topical references and their les- 
sons. 

1. Cain’s failure warns us against 
anger (Gen. ivy, 8-12). Angry and jeal- 
ous, both without cause, Cain slew 
Abel, bis brother, and thus became the 
first murderer. A disposition to loss 
of temper, to anger, seems to be a lit 
tle thing, and yet how serious it often 
becomes. Anger in the heart is mur- 
der in the germ. A bad temper is not 
to be cogdoned as simply a physical 
disability, but recognized as a sin and 
by persistent effort and the grace of 
God overcome. Else it will make life 
miserable, if it does not lead to a great 
crime. 

2. Samson’s failure warns us against 
many errors (Judg. xvi, 20, 21). His 
downfall was a sad one, and its

It causes ruin and de- 
struction almost as widespread as 
those resulting from broken laws. God 
warns us against many evils.

San Francisco, Feb. 9.—News ofa 
fearful loss of life ina destructive storm 
that swept over the South Sea Islands 
last month reached here yesterday by 
the steamer Mariposa, cirect from 
Tahiti. The loss of life is estimated at 
1000 persons. On Jan. 13 last a huge 
tidal wave, accompanied by a terrific 
hurricane, attacked the Society Is!- 
ands and the Tuomoto group with fear- 
ful force, causing death and devyasta- 
tion never before equalled in a land of 
dreaded storms. 

The storm raged several days, reach- 
ing its maximum strength between Jan. 
14 and Jan. 16. Irom the meagre 
news received at Tahiti up to the time of 
sailing of the Mariposa it is estimated 
that 1000 of the islanders lost their 
lives. It is feared that later advices 
will increase this number. 

The first news of the disaster reached 
Papeeta, Tahiti, Jan, 26 by the schoon- 
er Eimeo. The captain of the schooner 
placed the fatalities at 500. The 
steamer Excelsior arrived at Papecta 
the following day with 40¢ destitute 
survivors. The captain of the Excelsior 
estimated the total loss of lite to be S00. 
These figures comprised ouly the deaths 
on three islands, whose ordinary popu- 
lation is 1800. On another island, where 
1000 inhabitants were engaged in pearl 
diving, nearly one-half wes drowned. 
On an adjacent island 100 more were 
washed out to sea.

Portland Experiences a Blizzird 

Portland, Me., Feb. 9.—Snow fell all 
day yesterday with a wind which last 
night increased to a gale and the worst 
blizzard of the winter prevailed. The 
street car service was partially cripp!ed 
in the city proper and almost suspended 
on the suburban lines. 


destitute of food, shelter and clothing, 
all having been swept away by the 
storm. 

The French government, upon receipt 
of news of the disaster, took prompt 
measures to relieve the distressed dis- 
tricts and dispatched two warships with 
fresh water and provisions. The ltal- 
ian man-of-war Calabria accompanied 
the French vessels on their errand of 
merey. <As the supply of fresh water 
and provisions was totally exhausted 
‘by the storm, it is feared that many 
lives will be lost before the relief ships 
ean arrive. As far as is known eight 
white people were among the drowned. 

As the islands were barely 20 feet 
above sea level and were not surrounded 
by coral reefs it was necessary for all 
the inhabitants to take to the cocoanut 
trees when the tidal wave began to 
cover the land. ‘These trees grow toan 
immense height, many reaching an alti- 
tude of 100 feet. All of the lower trees 
were covered by the raging seas, which 
swept with pitiless force about and 
over them. The natives in the talier 
trees were safe until the cocoanut roots 
gave way and then they, too, were 
swept out into the sea. 

The 400 survivors brought by the 
Excelsior to Papeete gained the ship's 
side by swimming three and four miles 
from the tops of the cocoanut trees. 
The Eimeo, though badly damaged by 
the storm, also brought off as many 
persons as could swim to her sides, she, 
like the Excelsior, being unable to run 
close to the shores because of the vio- 
lence of the ocean swells, which con- 
tinued to run abuormally high for a 
week after the tidal disturbances. 

One of the many acts of heroism re- 
ported is that of a woman who climbed 
one of the tall cocoanut trees and lashed 
her babe to the branches, hanging to 
the body of the tree beneath the child 
as best she could. There they re- 
mained for 10 hours suffering great 
torture until finally rescued. Thou- 
sands of tons of copra and more than 
£00 tons of mother-of-pearl shells are 
known to have been lest. The pearl

Bolivia Agrees to Brazilian 


Occupation of Acre 


A RESORT TO ARBITRATION 


To Finally Determine to Which Coun- 
try the Disputed Territory Belongs 
—Brazil Will Not Give Indemnity 


to the Anglo-American Syndicate

Contract With Syndicate Not Legal 

New York, Feb. 9.—Assis Brazil, min- 
ister from Brazil to the United States, 
who is in this city, received a cablegram 
from his government yesterday confirm- 
ing the Rio Janeiro dispatch to ‘The As- 
sociated Press relative to the 
over the Acre 
ica. 

Minister Brazil said last night: “The 
Brazilian government sent an ultiniatum 
to Bolivia in February, to the effect that 
should Bolivia attempt to make pos- 
session of the disputed territory of Acre 
Brazil would occupy and administer it 
until a reasonabie settlement of the 
whole dispute had been reached. 

“Tam informed by today's cable- 
grem from the Brazilian minister of for- 
eign affairs that in answer io this ulti- 
matum Bolivia hus agreed tothe Bra- 
zilian military occupation and adminis- 
tration of the contested territory of Acre 
to the west of the Yacoriver. ‘The Bo- 
livian government advises us that they 
are sending to Rio Janeiro a minister 
With a special mission to reach a sutis- 
factory solution by means of un agree- 
ment or by submitting the dispute to 
arbitration, as brazil herself had pro- 
posed some days betore, 

“Porto Acre, the last point in the Acre 
territory, which was held by the Bo- 
livian troops against the revolting Bra- 
zilian inhebitants, was captured by the 
revolutionists, uuder Placido Castro, on 
Jan 24. Castro has been proclaimed 
governor by the victorious revolutionists 
and is ready to acknowledge Brazilian 
authority, Ll ain advised. With the fall 
ef Porto Acre there ure no Bolivians 
left in the whole territory and the 300 
Bolivian prisoners have been sent by 
the revolutionists tu the Brazilian city 
of Manaoa. They are unanimous in 
acknowledging that they have 
treated with much kindness 
manity. This 1s the 
cable today. 

“I will say there is every likelihood 
that Bolivia wili declare null her con- 
tract with the Augio-American syndi- 
cate for the lease of the Acre territory. 
The occupation of the territory by Bra- 
7il and the nullification meau the endof 
the dispute which has threatened such 
serious consequences.” 

The minister was asked whether Bra- 
zil would give indemumity to the Anglo- 
American syndicate. “That isn’t Bra- 
zil’s business,” he replied, “since the 
contract with the syndicate was v ade 
by Bolivia and not by Brazil. It is 
clear that if it is proved the territory 
did not belong to Bolivia, she sold ua 
bearskin before buying it. At any vate 
Brazil has nothing to do with the 
syndicate, not having dealt with it in 
any way.”

ANT'-TRUST BILL PASSED 


Vote of House on the Littlefield Meas- 


ure Was Unanimous 
Washington, Feb. 9.—By a unanimous 
vote of 245 to 0, the house on Saturday 


passed the anti-trust bill. The closing 


chapter was of 
The Dill as passed requires corporations 
“hereafter organized” to file returns 
covering its articles of incorporation, 
finuncial composition, condition, ete., 
with the interetate commerce commis- 
sion, on penalty of being restrained 
from engaging in interstate commerce; 
prescribes penalties for false returns, 
etc, 

The commission is given authority in 
its discretion to call for similar re- 
turns from existing corporations doing 
an interstate business. The commis- 
sion is given power to compel an an- 
swer to questions and a fine of not to 
exceed $5000 is imposed for failure to 
obey the commission in this respect. 
Rebates by carriers is made punishable 
with a fine of not less than $1000 and 
corporations violating the provisions of 
this section are forbidden the use of 
the instrumentalities of interstate com- 
meree. Carriers are prohibited from 
knowingly transporting articles pro- 
duced, manufactured or sold in violation 
of the Sherman act. In cases of prose- 
cutions no person is to be excused from 
testifying on the ground that such 
testinony would tend to incriminate 
him, but for such testimony the witness 
is not to be prosecuted. The circuit 
courts are given jurisdiction in cases of 
violation and it is made the duty of the 
district attorneys to institute proceed- 
ings to prevent violations, and individu- 
als damaged by violations are given 
authority to sue.

HERCINE OF A WRECK, 


Mrs. Harksen Tells of Incidents of 
Westfield (NX. J.) Rallway Disaster. 
The following incidents of the recent | 

railroad disaster near Westfield, N. J., | 
were described for the New York 
American by Mrs. Emma Harksen, the | 
heroine of the wreck, who had the 
dead and injured taken to her home} 
near the scene of the accident. In tell- | 
ing of the collision of the two trains 
she says: 

It was the most awful crash I ever 
heard. It began like a clap of thunder 
and ended in a long, low moan. In- 
stantly the whole train seemed to flare 
up, and, just like the action of a cider 
press, the locomotive crushed into the 
rear car, while at the same time men 
and women jumped, fell and were 
pushed ont of the windows. 

I saw the people in the other cars 
jump to their feet and then fall back 
again, and then began the awful 
shrieks of the injured and dying. It 
all happened in a minute. Part of 
what I saw then I saw over my shoul- 
der while I was running to Mrs. 
Glueck’s in the next house to ours, 
who has a telephone. At Glueck’s door 
I met Mrs. Glueck’s son. “Quick!” I 
cried. “Telephone to the police and 
fire department and jave as many doc- 
tors come as you cau get! An awful 
accident has happened!” 

Then I at once went back to my own 
yard, where I seized a hatchet and 
started down to the fence which sep- 
arated the yard from the railroad 
tracks. Already some of those who 
had escaped and others who were only 
slightly injured were trying to get over. 
I chopped away an opening as quickly 
as I could and allowed them to come 


in. Already they were beginning to 
earry the dead and wounded away 


from the wreck. Shouting as loud as 
I could, I told the rescuers to take 
them up to my house. 

When I got back here, there wasn’t 
a room on the first floor that didn’t 
contain dead and dying. They lay ev- 
erywhere in the greatest agony, and 
the doctors were hurrying about the 
house trying to find bandages. I ran 
upstairs and got all of the clean linen 
from the chest and carried it down to 
the doctors. Then I placed myself at 
their service. 

The scenes were heartrending. One 
man who was carried looked at me ap- 
pealingly and said: 

“Woman, if you have the courage to 
be here, you must have the courage to 
put me out of my misery. Have pity 
on me, and kill me!” 

His legs had been cut off close to the 
body, and death soon came to his re- 
lief. 

It was just after one of the victims 
had died that I discovered a strange 
man, rather young, who, I think, lives 
in Westfield, bending over Charles R. 
Langworthy of Plainfield, over whom 
I had thrown a coat. I am not certain 
that the man intended to steal any- 
thing, but he was feeling in the pocket 
of the coat; so I said: 

“What are you doing there? Is that 
your coat?” 

“Yes,” he replied. 

“Let me see,” I said. 

I bent over and lifted up the coat. 
A human arm was still hanging in the 
sleeve. 

“You have told a lie,” I said. 
get away from here.” 

He didn’t leave, so I ran over to the 
dresser, where I keep my husband's 
revolver, and, taking it out, said: 

“If you don’t get away from here and 
stay away, I will shoot you.” He left 
then. I don’t know whether I would 
have shot him, but I was terribly 
worked up. I used to be considered a 
good shot when I lived in Pough- 
keepsie.

TRAIN’S FAST TIME. 


Empire State Express Ran at Kate of 
109.35 Miles an Hour. 

The Empire State express on the 
New York Central railroad has broken 
all speed records in the vicinity of New 
York for railroad runs of more than a 
mile, says the New York Tribune. The 
record run was made between Palmyra 
and Macedon, N. Y., a distance of 7.29 
miles, in four minutes flat, or at a rate 
of 109.35 miles an hour. 

The run was mede with a new en- 
gine, No. 2,929, hb had just come 
from the shops, wiu drawing four cars. 
Almost the entire run was a record 
breaker. The distance between Albany 
and Buffalo, 302 miles, was covered in 
295 minutes. The seven miles between 
Port Byron and Savannah were made 
at the rate of 105.7 miles an hour. For 
many stretches where a straight, clear 
track presented itself and conditions 
were peculiarly favorable the pace set 
by the powerful locomotive was ter- 
rific.

Allies Anxious to Speedily Sete 
tle Venezuelan Matter 


FIRST ONE ALREADY DRAWN 


Proves to Be Very Satisfactory to Min- 
ister Bowen—Secret Pact In Force 
Between Germany and Italy—Idea 


Is to Give Italy Equal Treatment 


Washington, Feb. 9.—The representa- 
tives of the allies here are busily en- 
gaged in the preparation of the protocols 
which they are to sign with Mr, Bowe. 
for the reference to The Hague of the 
question whether the biockading pow- 
ers shall be entitled to preferential 
treutment in the settlement of their 
claims. ‘The blockade will he raised 
when the protocols are signed. ‘ley 
are in constant communication with 
their governments on this subject and 
are anxious as far as possible te cover 
every detail which shou!d be comprised 
in an instrument of this character. 

Mr. Bowen also is anxious that the 
protocols shall be identical so far as this 
may be practicable, and he is directing 
his efforts to that end and also that they 
shall be signed on the same day. 

Minister Bowen was in communica- 
tion with the English und Italian ain- 
bassadors and the German minister y's- 
terday. He saw Mr. Herbert at the 
Jatter’s home, the ambassador still hav- 
fing a cold. From the instructions he 
has received Mr. Herbert has prepared 
the draft of a protecol which he sub- 
mitted to Minister Gowen. It was the 
first of three protocols which have been 
prepared and the manner in which it 


was drawn was very satisfactory to 
Venezuela's representative. Nothing 
seriously objectionable bad been in- 


serted in its provisions oud the minister 
found only one or two places where he 
felt called on to suggest any change. 
He is convinced that the ambassador is 
making every effort to bring the vexa- 
tious matter to a close and to arrange 
1 protocol which will be mutually satis- 
factory. 

The Italian ambassador was at Mr. 
Bowen's apartinents on two oveasions 
with reference to the terms of the 
protocol and Baron Stetnburg saw Mr. 
Bowen for conference regarding some 
feature of the instrument. 

Minister Bowen continues optimistic 
of an early settlement aud speedy rais- 
ing of the blockade. He is hopeful that 
ho perplexing or vexatious problems 
may intervene now that the matter has 
progressed so far, and that it will not 
be long before the whole question is set- 
tled in its primary stages, the raising of 
the blockade, arbitration of the question 
of preferential treatment and protccols 
signed for the settlement for the claims 
themselves, including those of the allied 
and of the unaliied powers. 

Disclosures of a secret allianee be- 
tween Germany and Italy constitute the 
most important development in the 
Venezuelan situation. This fuect has 
been made known to the British am- 
bassador and it wili put all of the nego- 
tiators more closely on their guard in the 
drafting of the protocols. ‘The WGer- 
man-Italian alliance was old news to 
Mr. Bowen, the fact having leaked out 
in Caracas before he left there. Gen- 
erally speaking the alliance is intended 
to secure to Italy the same treatment 


in the allies’ settiement with Vene- 
auela as that received Ly Germany 


and Great Britain. 

Mr. Bowen has made it plain both to 
the British ambassador and to the Ger- 
man minister that he cannot affix his 
signature to any protocols they lnay pre- 
sent to him which are not substantially 
of the same character as that to be sub- 
cnitted by the Italian ambassador. 

Regarding reference to The Tague, 
Mr. Bowen has informed the ullies that 
he will not consent that one man be 
selected from the personnel of The 
Hague tribunal to sit as arbiter on the 
question of preferential treatment. He 
Wishes that this court shall consist of 
three and preferably of tive members.

The murder is supposed to have been 
committed by an Italian known only as 
“Joe,” who was employed by Mandel 
and the last person seen with him and 
who has since disappeared. Robbery 
Was evidently the motive of the crime.

RECORD IS NOY APPROVED: Older Men of Boston and Northern 


In the Case of Conference Report on 
Department of Commerce Bill, Pre- 
sented During Memorial Session to

Washington, Feb. 10.—The relation of 
Sunday to legislative activity was 
raised in the house yesterday, over a 
question that is likely to attract the at- 
tention of the Sabbath observing people 
of the country.

PROTEST FROM UTAH 


Reputable Citizens Think Smoot 
Should Not Be a Senator 
Washington, Feb. 10—Senator Bur- 
rows, chairman of the committee on 
privileges and elections, has received a 


protest against the seating of Reed 
Smoot as a senator from Utah on the 
ground that he is an apostle of the 
Mormon church and that as such he 
should not represent the people of Utah 
in the senate. ‘The document is very 
voluminous and quotes liberally from 
the sermons, speeches and other Mor- 
mon utterances showirg the power of 
the priesthood of the Mormon caurch 
over all matters spiritual and temporal. 
Senator Frye, as president pro tem of 
the senate, received a copy of the pro- 
test. It was decided by Senators Bur- 
rows and Frye not to present the pro- 
test to the senate until Smoot’s 
credentials are presented, when both 
will be referred to the committee on 
privileges and elections. 

The signers of the protest are resi- 
dents of Utah. A statement furnished 
the committee gives the politics and oc- 
cupation of the signers and a_ brief 
sketch of each, the purpose being to 
show that al! of them are men of high 
standing in the state.

Are Against Enforcing Demands 

Lynn, Mass., Feb. 10—-The Boston 
and Northern Street Railway comnany 
has declined to recognize officially the 
union of its employes, the head«junrters 
of which is in this city, and it refuses to 
accede to other demands made upon it 
by the employes, an increase of wages, 
rearrangement of running schedules and 
a change in car inspection being among 
the chief items. This demand was 
made upon the road some time ago and 
the officials replied last night. 

At 1 o'clock this morning the street 
railway men met to consider the reply. 
This city, Marblehead, Danvers and 
other nearby towns were represented. 
The company’s reply is conched in 
careful terms and throughout tbere is 


congratulation to the men for their 
past excellent service with the com- 


pany, especially in pointing out that in 
respect to other demands made, while 
they are of less importance, evidence is 
given that the employes have the road's 
welfare at heart. 

After the mass meeting had heard the 
company’s reply read, speeches’ were in 
order. It had been generally reported 
that the employes favored a strike in 
order to enforce their demands, but the 
indications in the meeting were that 
no such step would be taken. The vider 
men spoke in a conservative strain and 
there seemed to be a general desire on 
the part of these men to wait until later 
to see if the company would inaugurate 
a graded wage system with a premium 
for long service and a pension list. 
younger employes, however,- spoke in 
favor of a strike and thus tie up the 
entire system. The younger men were 
frequently rebuked by older speakers, 
who thought that Lynn had consider- 
able labor trouble and the results of 
strikes were not always enjoyed by the 
men who figured in them.

Haverhill Strike Situation 

Haverhill, Mass., Feb. 10.—The strik- 
ers are becoming restless and the police 
fear a further resort to violence. It is 
said that arrangements have been made 
by which the firm of Nicholson & Co. 
of Lynn will attempt to have their 
stitching done in this city. This com- 
pany’s stitehers are out in sympathy 
with the Knights of Labor cutters. Of- 
licials of the Independent union de- 
clare that if this is done the local 
stitchers will probably become involved 
in the strike. Now that the union has 
made good its promise to import aud 
put to work strike breakers, the inde- 
pendent officials threaten to extend the 
strike in other quarters. Big details 
of police were stationed at the strike- 
affected. factories yesterday. ‘Their 
orders from the marshal were to arrest 
any one who made a demonstratioa and 
to keep the crowds moving. The 
marsha! has also notified the otf cials 
of the Boot and Shoe Workers’ union 
that Wholesale arrests will follow any 
disorder. 


Strike Breakers Assaulted 

Lynn, Mass., Feb. 10—When the 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ union went to 
work yesterday John McQuade and 
Samuel Kester, strike breakers at the 
Walton & Logan factory, were set up- 
on by a dozen men. McQuade was 
knocked down and kicked. Kester es- 
caped, but was pursued and assaulted 
with eggs. Officials of the Boot and 
r Shoe Workers’ union called upon Mayor 
Eastham and preferred charges against 
Patrolmen Valentine, Tyler aud Joyce. 
They declared that the officers had 


been negligent in not affording the 
strike breakers adequate protection. 
The patrolmen were also heard. The 


matter will probably receive further 
consideration, as no action was taken by 
the mayor yesterday. 


Postponement of Demands 

Boston, Feb. 10.—The eniployes of 
the two large street railway companies 
in eastern Massachusetts outside of 
Boston, the Boston and Northern and 
the Old Colony street railways, de- 
cided at a meeting yesterday to post- 
pone all action in regards to demands 
for an increase in wages until Feb. 23. 
Employes of the two systems have 
made three demands upon the company. 
First a substantial increase in wuges, 
second a recognition of the union, and 
third, improved conditions on different 
lines. The union embraces the em- 
ployes of ali street railway lines in 
eastern Massachusetts outside of Bos- 
ton.

FOUR STOWAWAYS ESCAPE 


Out of Batch of Thirty-Seven Brought 
to Boston From Italian Ports—Men 
Employed on Steamer Suspected of 


Evading lmmigration Laws 


Boston, Feb. 10.-—The arrival yester- 
day of the Dominion liner Common- 
wealth from Italian ports with 37 stow- 
aways on board, the subsequent dis- 
appearance of the boatswain'’s mate, 
the ship's interpreter, another petty of 
ficer and two seamen, followed by the 
arrest of William Williams, the store- 
keeper of the ship, bus Jead the govern- 
ment immigrant officials to believe that 
an extensi “e trailic in smuggling aliens 
has been going on for some time. Will- 
jams was arraigned yesterday after 
noon and sent to jail in default of 51000 
bail. 

It is thought that the petty officer 
can explain the presence of so many 
stowaways ou board, but he has not 
been found. The escape of four of the 
Italian stowaways makes complete the 
case of conspiracy to evade the United 
States immigration laws, and ina way 


the immigration authorities are not 
sorry, though one escape would bayve 


done as well. These escapes are a se- 
rious matter for the line, as the United 
States laws mulct the ship $800 fine for 
each excluded immigrant whom they al- 
low to land. 

To the ordinary person it is hard to 
conceive of 37 persons crossing from one 
side of the Atlantic to the other without 
a ticket and yet escaping detection. On 
a freighter this would be Impossible, 
but on a passenger steamship like the 
Commonwealth it could be done. In 
numerable hiding places afforded them 
an opportunity to remain out of sight 
until after the steamship had started 
on her long voyage from thé Mcditer- 
ranean. Then all they had to do was 
to come out and mingle with the other 
steerage passengers on board. Linimi- 
grant and stowaway were of the same 
nationality and all had the one object 
in view—to begin life anew in the land 
of promise. ‘Therefore the regular pas: 
senger did everything his power io aid 
the stowaway in escaping detection. 
The steward for the immigrant quarters 
did not know one face from another, 
and therefore could not be expected to 
discover a new one among the bun- 
dreds; and the stowawzy was supplied 
with the same rations as his triend 
with a ticket. 

It is almost incredible that without 
the assistance of somebody conrected 
with the ship so many conld have el 3ded 
the watchers and concealed themscives 
on board. Once the ship was vuder 
way they could mingle, and did, with the 
500 or so steerage passengers whu be- 
friended their fellow countrymen, ‘Lhus 
they were not discovered until a round 
up of the steerage passengers for tickets 
disclosed their Jack ot these credentials. 

Stowaway tratlic has flourished ever 
eince the institution of direct steamship 
traffic with Mediterranean ports. With 
the Italians is has not always been a 
question of money that brought them 
here as stowaways. In fact, according to 
an Italian conversant with the facts, a 
steamer recently brought one who had 
paid many dollars in excess of the 
steerage fare for the privilege of be- 
coming a stowaway. He had been pre- 
cluded from purchasing a ticket be 
cause of the military regulations, which 
called for his service in the army be- 
fore he could leave Italy. Not wishing 
to wait, he paid $40 to be secreted on 
board. 


Wanted by French Authorities 

New York, Feb. 10.—Iuuoigration 
authorities last night detained as pris- 
oners on the steamer IeBretagne two 
passengers at the request of lawyers 
acting for the French nilnister of for- 
eign affairs. The prisoners are Henri 
Thiboeuf and Marie Pietto. The nan 
is held on suspicion of murder and rob- 
bery and the woman is charged with 
having been his accomplice. They both 
appear to be~ unconcerned the 
matter. ees 

Butcher Was Boycotted 

New York, Feb. 10.—A motion was 
made yesterday before Vice Chancellor 
Pitney to compel Charles McFaul of the 
tetail Clerks’ assoviation of New Jersey 
to show why he should not be restrained 
from interfering with the business of a 
butcher of Dover. It is alleged the 
butcher refused to concede early clos- 
ing demands and that he was boycotted.

great parties is considering nominating 
for its next presidential candidate a 
Massachusetts man whose principal 
distinction lies in his action as Mr. 
Cleveland's Secretary of State in en- 
forcing the Monroe doctrine. ‘The Sec- 
retary of State under the President. who 
promulgated this doctrine and the man 
whom most historians credit with con- 
ceiving it, was John Quincy Adams. 

Perhaps the height of his greatness 
was reached, when after being Presi- 
dent of a nation his love of the public 
good impelled him to allow himself to 
be elected to the lower house of Con- 
gress.

Adams on the floor of the House of 
Representatives, 

When the college presidents, educat- 
ors, authors and publicists who acted 
as the ninety-seven electors for the Hall 
of Fame, returned their votes for the 
names of great Americans, eight natives 
of Massachusetts were balloted for in 
the statesman class. Benjamin Frank- 
Isn and John Adams were elected to 
positions in the Hall, while the name 
of John Quincy Adams only lacked one 
of a majority of the votes cast and was 
third in the Massachusetts list.

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| BOWEN HAS OBJ=CTIONS 


To Protocols Drawn Up by 
Germany and Italy 


OBJECTIUNABLE DEMANDS 


In the Nature of Preferential Treat- 
ment After Having Agreed That It 
Should Go to The Hague—Will Re- 
fuse to Sign Unless Changed 


Washington, Feb. 10 —Although Mr. 
Bowen and the other negotiators are 
closely guarding the provisions uf tiie 
several protocols, it is understood that 
the 
in the German and Italian agreemerts 
as they are at present drafted, which 
Mr. Bowen cannot agree to, concern an 
increased payment by Venezuela prior 
to the handing down of The Huzue’s 
decision regarding the allies’ conten- 
tion for preferential consideration in 
the settlement of their clainis. 

It is reported that Germany asks that 
she receive, in addition to the $27,500 
cash that Mr. Bowen has agreed to pay, 
a certain percentage of the customs 
receipts until the remainder of the 
$540,000, demanded in the origina! ulti- 
mutum addressed by Germany to Presi- 
deut Castro last autumn, is naid. 

Italy, it is believed, is insisting ona 
similar demand, though the amount 


emands which are known to exist 


asked for in her ultimatum wage over 
$500,000. Both Germany and Italy 
suggest that this money be paid in 


monthly instalments out of the custoois 
duties, but even under this arrange- 
ment, it would require eight months for 
the payment of the entire sums. 

It is the principle, however, to which 
Mr. Bowen so strenuously objects and 
which he has informed the German ard 
Italian envoys he cannot subscribe to 
Until their protocols are relieved of 
these objectionable demands, Mr. 
Bowen says that they must remain un- 
signed. He contends that Germany 
and Italy are insisting on preferential 
treatment, a question which they agree 
in their protocols shall go to The Hagua. 


It is the firm opinion of both the 
Italian ambassador and the German 
minister that the insertion in their 


protocols of these demands is the re- 
sult of a serious misunderstanding on 
the part of their foreign oftices of cer- 
tain phases of the negotiations which 
Were supposed to be settled. ‘They are 
using every effort to have this misun- 
derstanding cleared up and have _ in- 
formed Mr. Bowen that they hope to 
submit their conventions to Lim ine 
few days. 

Mr. Bowen has made it plain to the 
allies’ representatives that he is will- 
ing to consider any reasonable requests 
they may advance, but that he will not 
yicld to the extent of signing the pres- 
ent German and Italian protocols. Pub- 
lished reports that Germany included ip 
her protocol a demand for an apology 
from President Castro or his resiena- 
tion is news to Mr. Bowen and, of 
course, would not be considered.

Curacas, Feb. 10.—A force of "000 
men, under the command of General 
lerrer, left Caracas yesterday in the 
direction of Higverote, 55 miles east of 
Carriers. The object of the expedition 
is to attack a body of 1500 revolutionists, 
under General Monagas, wh6 are re- 
ported to be too feeble to attack the 
government, but strong enough to 
devastate the district around Rio 
Chico. Even ardent revolutionists 
recognize that President Castro is mas- 
ter of the situation.

Chicago, Feb. 10.—Luke Wheeler, 
convicted of conspiracy to “fix” the 
Masonic temple taxes, was yesterday 
allowed to go free by Judge Chetlain. 
He was placed under $5000 bonds and 
was warned to so conduct himself that 
he should not again fall withia the 
jurisdiction of the court. Wheeler's 
original punishment was placed at im- 
prisoument for two years and a live of 
$3500.

Outbreak In the Balkans 

Sofia, Feb. 10.—Having received of- 
ficial information regarding Turkey’s 
decision to mobilize two army corps at 
Adrianopole and Monastir, the Bulga- 
rian government yesterday addressed 
lrepresentations to the powers invoking 
their good offices at Constantinople to 
procure the cessation of the Turkish 
military preparations. 

Vienna, Feb. 10.—It is asserted here 
that Bulgaria is determined te invade 
Turkey in the event of an insurrection 
in Macedonia and that the Macedonian 
element in Bulgaria is so strong that 
nothing can prevail against it. Four 
hundred officers in the Bulgarian army 
are asking for a prolonged leave, which 
will not be refused, in order to assist 
the rising in Macedonia. It is re- 
iterated that seven bands, aggreyating 
600U men, have already been formed. 
These bands will spread throughout 
Macedonia under daring leaders aud it 
is calculated that they will soon be re- 
inforced a hundred fold. 

The unusually mild weather now pre- 
vailing in the Balkans is held to favor 
an early outbreak, the only difficulty 
being the paucity of funds, which it 
is intended to overcome by the forcible 
levy of a patriotic tax on Macedonians. 
It is further asserted that if Bulgaria 
is unsuccessful she is assured of Rus- 
sian support. 


Bogus Insurance Claims Paid 
New York, Feb. 10.—Between 10 and 
15 bodies will be exhumed in Ca!vary 
cemetery the latter part of this weeh as 
a result of discoveries made yesterday 
by Assistant District Attorney Krotel, 
who has been investigating a series of 
swindles by a gang of Italians by which 
eight different insurance companies 
have been cheated out of large sums. 
It is now believed that the losses will 
aggregate close to $100,000. Ofticers of 
one insurance company are conrinced 
that they have paid at least 23 claims 
to the gang on substituted bodies and 

falsified death and burial certif.cates. 


Life Imprisonment For Young 

New York, Feb. 10.—William Hooper 
Young pleaded guilty to murder in the 
second degree and was sentenced fo life 
imprisonment. The crime with which 
Young was charged was the niurder of 
Mrs. Anna Fulitzer in this city. Jus- 
tice Herrick explained that the plea ar 
its acceptance tad been suggested by 
him because of the report of the doc- 
tors, who told him that Young wus 
medically, although not legally insane, 
and that this sentence was progressive. 


A Brush With Insurgents 

Manila, Feb. 10.--A force of 100 con- 
stabulary under Inspector Keithley yes- 
terday defeated a body of 200 insur- 
gents near Mariquina, a small town 
seven miles from Manila city, after a 
severe engagemeut in which Inspector 
Harris and one man of the constabulary 
were killed and two other men of the 
constabulary wounded. The enemy 
left 15 dead and three wounded. _In- 
spector Harris’ home was at Atlanta, 
Ga. 


Exhausted Sailors Rescued 

London, Feb. 10.—Steamer Kroon- 
land landed at Southampton yesterday 
the crew of the schooner Algeria, 
Demerara for Newfoundland, which 
was wrecked during terrific weather in 
the north Atlantic. The pumps failed 
to act and the crew baled day and night 
and were totuily exhausted when they 
were picked up by the Krooniand. The 
schoouer was set on fire and abundoned. 


Celebrated Tilden’s Birthday 

New York, Feb. 10.—The banquet in 
celebration of the anniversary of the 
birth of Samuel J. Tilden was held at 
the Tilden club last night. About 15¢ 
persons were present. The three speak- 
ers were Joseph W. Folk, district at- 
torney of St. Louis; Charles S. Hamlin 
of Boston, and Edward M. Shepard. 
There were no forma! toasts.

Albany, Feb. 10.—Governor Odell 
sent to the senate last night the reap- 
pointments of Francis Hendricks to be 
state superintendent of insurance for 
three years at a salary of $7000, and of 
Cornelius V. Collins to be superin- 
tendent of prisons for five years at a 
salary of $6000.

BOMBARDED WITH EGGS 


Women Stichers at Lyna Not 


Exemp.i From Assault 


THE ABSENCE OF POLICE 


Taken Advantage of by Mob of M n, 
Boys and Women—Cutters Also Fol- 
lowed and Stones Thrown at Them 


—Many Cases of Rough Treatment 


Lynn, Mass., Feb. 11.—Eggs flew 
thick and fast last night when abouta 
dozen women stitchers, who are taking 
the places of strikers, left the George 
E. Nicholson company’s factory to take 
a Boston, Revere Beach and Lyun 
railroad train for their lodging places 
along the line of that road. 

They came out of the factory ubout 6 
o'clock, escorted by three members of 
the Boot and Shoe Workers’ union, 
among whom was Michael J. McNally, 
who has already been the object of sev- 
eral attacks. ‘Taking advantage of the 
absence of the police, who were watch- 
ing factories in other sections of the 
city where it was believed trouble 
would be more likely to occur, a crowd 
of 200 had gathered in front of the fac- 
tory and as the women stitchers passed 
along Broad street, this number was 
increased to thrice that nuu:ber, many 
of whom were girls who bad just fin- 
ished their day’s work. 

The crowd was very demonstrative 
and suddenly some one shouted: “Give 
it to them,” and a shower of eggs hit the 
women strike breakers and they made 
a dash down Broad street and finally 
succeeded in reaching the train shed of 
the railroad, many of them looking 
much the worse for their treatment by 
the mob. MeNally and the two other 
escorts became separated from the 
others in the rush, and one of them 
drew a revolver and held the crowd back 
temporarily until they were able to 
reach the depot. 

Word was sent to the police station, 
but by the time the officers arrived the 
crowd had melted away and McNally 
was escorted to Lasters’ hall. 

The demonstration ugainst the wom- 
en stitchers continued late in the even- 
ing and six were followed fronr Lasters’ 
ball to the boarding house by a crowd 
of nearly 300. This crowd was made 
up of men, boys and women and there 
seemed to be a majority of women. 
Just as the stitchers were just about to 
enter the hotel there came a volley of 
eggs which broke on the sides of the 
building and all over the pinzza. 

A little later four women stitchers 
started from the hall for their boarding 
house on Union street and they were 
also followed by a crowd which zot so 
near that one of the girls had her hat 
smashed and her hair pulled. Fourteen 
cutters on the way to ‘heir boardi.g 
house were also followed and stones 
were thrown. 

Shortly after 7 o'clock MeNally 
emerged from Lasters’ hall, baving 
under his guardianship 10 imported cut- 
ters, and started with them for the Bos- 
ton and Maine station. On Andrew 
street a crowd surrounded them and 
when Central square was reached the 
party was bomburded with eggs. The 
party finally got on a train for Boston. 

It is reported that these 10 wen ure 
seme. of the strike breakers-gUeged to

Haverhill, Mass., Feb. 11.—T'wo cut- 
ters who came here this week from 
Lynn to fill the strikers’ places in 
Hilliard & Tabor's factory iast evening 
were followed by a mob of 500 men and 
boys from a barber shop in which they 
were discovered to theiz boarding house. 
One of them was struck on the head. 
About 50 of the turned workmen who 
are on strike have secured iohs else- 
where. The reduction in the number of 
strikers is considered to be the reason 
why street demonstrations are becom- 
ing less noticeable. 


Stone Throwing Decreases 

Waterbury, Conn., Feb. 1i.—-Aside 
from a few stones thrown sporadically 
at the cars last night there wus noth- 
ing unusual to record in the trolley 
strike situation. Sheriff Dunham is 
withdrawing his deputies gradually. 
Few passengers ride on the cars, al- 
though the number increases each day. 
The strikers cannot find euough carry- 
alls to accommodate the trade. 


Strikers Seeking Work Elsewhere 

Amesbury, Mass., Feb. 11.—Seven 
new men came to town yesterday to 
work in the carriage factories and 16 
of the strikers left town for other places 
where they had secured positions. ‘The 
carriage workers say they have lost 28 
men who have gone back to work and 
that about 159 have left town to work 
elsewhere, 


NEW RAILWAY LINE 


Asks Massachusetts Legislature to 
Grant Common Carrier Rights 
Boston, Feb. 11.—'rhe 
committee on street railways yesterday 
had before them parties interested in 
the Hartford and Street 
Railway company, who want the right 
to carry freight over their propose line. 
The witnesses included a number of 
small manufacturers in towns along the 
line who are at present teaming their 
supplies from 5 to 12 miles. Repre- 
sentatives of steam roads were present, 
but did not make any opposition to the 
petition, although they reserved the 
right to dissent from any amended bill 
which might be presented. - 
The company is really an extension 
of the Boston and Worcester, and forms 
an important part of what is likely to 
become a through electric line from 
Boston to New York. It is building a 
i‘ne of street railway from Worcester to 
Hartford, a distance of about 30 miles 
in Massachvsetts and 30 miles in Con- 
necticut. The Connecticut end of the 
line has already common carrier rights. 
The line passes over the old Worcester 
and Hartford turnpike. A great deal 
of opposition had been aroused on the 
part of rival street railway companies 
and the steam roads, but Mr. Taft, who 
presented the case for the petitioners, 
said that the business men and manu- 
tacturers of the towns through which 
the street railway is to run are mueh 
interested in having common carrier 
rights granted to the street railway.

MADIANA A TULAL LOSS 


Details of Her Grounding on 
Reef Off Bermuda 


EXCURSIONISTS IN BERTHS 


When Ship Struck, but All Were Res- 
cued, Though With Considerable 
Difficulty on Account of Heavy Sea 
—Many New Englanders Aboard 


Hamilton, Bermuda, Feb. 11.—The 
Quebee Steamship company’s steamer 
Madiana, Captain Frazer, which sailed 
from New York last Saturday with a 
party of excursionists for a special 
cruise around the Carribbean Islands, 
weut ashore on the reef off this island at 
8 o'clock yesterday morning. The 
passengers had a thrilling experience. 
The ship is a total loss, but all on 


board were rescued and brought safely 
to land after a perilous trip in life boats 
from the wreck to a tug standing a mile 
eff. The mails and the passengers’ 
baggage were also saved, 

According to statements made by 
those on board the Madiana was thread- 
ing her way in the night througa the 
narrow channel between the coral reefs 
which leads to Hamilton harbor when 
she struck a reef 114 miles northeust of 
North Rock. No explicit explanation 
is yet forthcoming as to how the vessel 
went on the rocks, and the only inforima- 
tion obtainable from the officers is that 
the light which indicates the channel, 
for some reason, could not be szen. 

All the passengers were in their 
berths when the Madiana struck the 
rocks, but the shock of the impact 
awakened them and they rushed on 
deck, the majerity of them without at- 
tempting to dress. Considerable alarm, 
though not a panic, prevailed among 
the passengers when they found that 
the vessel was hard on the rocks, but 
the officers calmed them, although a 
number did not venture below again to 
seek proper clothing. A part of the 
crew did not share the coolness of the 
efficers, but the latter soon restored or- 
der among the troublesome seamen. 

Distress signals were sent up und the 
passengers passed an anxious time dur- 
ing the latter part of the night. The 
Madiana listed heavily during the night, 
and when morning broke lay broadside 
tothe wind. The passengers, many still 
scantily dressed, were buddled together 
on the hurricane deck, and the sea, 
breaking over the steamer, drenched 
them to the skin. 

As soon as the news of the wreck be- 
came known here, government and 
other tugs proceeded to the scene to en- 
deavor to render assistance. A heavy 
sea, however, was running, and they 
dared not approach too closely to the 
reef on which the Madiana was pound- 
ing. For some time no communication 
with the Madiana was possible. The 
tug Gladisfen stood about u mile off 
awaiting an opportunity to assist, hutit 
was not until 11 o’cloct in the roornig 
that it became possible to effect a rescue. 

The crew of the Madiana launched a 
boat, but it could not live in the sea 
then running and was dashed to pieces 
against the steamer’s side. A second 
and more successful attempt wus made 
a little later. Some of the passengers 
were lowered into this boat ana after 
much exertion it succeeded in reaching 
the Gladisfen, The Madiana’s other 
life boats were then launched in su2- 
cession and the remainder of the pas- 
sengers and the captain and crew 
gained the salvage tug in safety. 

By the prompt action of Engineer 
Nelson, who had the Madiana’s_ bulk- 
heads broken through, the muils and 
the passengers’ light baggage were 

‘taken out and brought in the last boats 
to the Gladisfen, which landed the pas- 
sengers, crew, mails and baggage here 
in the afternoon. The weather mod- 
erated somewhat during the morning. 

The passenger list of the steamship 
numbered 92, among whom were a lurge 
number of people from Boston and other 
points in New England. 

The excursion was what might be 
termed a cruise among the Caribbeans. 
The trip as planned was to take a little 
more than a month. Accoriirg to the 
schedule the Madiana left pier 47 North 
river, New York, shortly after noon on 
Saturday. Her first stop wus to have 
been at Bermuda, where slic was 
scheduled to arrive at daylight yesterday 
morning, and she was to have left there 
at 4 o'clock this afternoonv. From 
there she was going to San Juan, St. 
Croix, Ponce, Martinique, Fort de 
France, St. Lucia, St. Vincent, Domini- 
ea, St. Kitts, Santiago and Ilavana. 
From the latter place the Madiana was 
scheduled to sail for New York on 
March 9, and was expected to urrive in 
New York at noon on the 12th.

THE BRITISH PROTOCOL 


Formally Accepted In Behalf 
of Venezuela 


THE HITCH IN GERMANY 


Due to Misunderstanding of Certain 
Steps In Negotiations—Italy Will 
Fall In Line When German Con- 


vention Is Satisfactorily Fixed 


Washington, Feb. 11.—Great Britain's 
protocol, framed to secure a reference 
of the Venezuelan dispute to Tle Hague 
arbitration tribunal, bas beeu formally 
accepted by Mr. Bowen for \ enezuela. 
The German and Italian couventions 
are still undergoing revision, but assur- 
ances are given in authoritative quar- 
ters that they eventually wiil be made to 
conform in all essential respects to that 
of the British ambassador 

Owing to the illness of che British 
ambassador Mr. Bowen called at the ein- 
bassy yesterday and persoually sizni- 
fied his approval of the agrcement to 
the ambassador. He then presented 
his formal! note of acceptance and it has 
been cabled to the London foreign 
office. 

It appears that the insertion in the 
German protocol of the provision for 
advance payment of the original $340,- 
000 demanded of President Castro in 
the German ultimatum was tlie result 


| of a misunderstanding on the part of 


certain 
steps in the negotiations here. Through 
the activity of the German minister this 
point is being cleared up. 

The Italian ambassador's instruc- 
tions are such that he can muke little 
headway until he knows whut is con- 
tained in the German protecol. Le, 
however, has made a rough draft of 
his convention and it will take only a 
short while after the completion of the 
German convention for him to put the 
finishing touches to his protocol. 

Mr. Bowen has done everything pos- 
sible to conclude the negotiations with 
dispatch in order that the blockade 
might be raised and he expresses his 
belief that he is receiving in this effort 
the sincere support of all the negotia- 
tors. If a serious hitch shall occur at the 
eleventh hour Mr. Bowen is contident 
that it will be thfough no fault of any 
one of the representatives of the allies 
bere. Should the protocols of Germany 
nnd Italy, when preseuted to liim, con- 
tain provigions not in line with those of 
the Britisn, the negotiations must be 
prolonged until a satisfactory arrange- 
ment can be reached. 


Killed Girl He Loved 

Pittsburg, eb. 11—Maggie Hall, a 
domestic, was found dead in the rear of 
her employer's house last night, and 
her escort, Nicholas Glazner, a motor- 
man, was found lying near her in an 
unconscious condition. The woman 
had a bullet wound through the right 
eye, while the man had two wounds in 
the head. It is supposed Glazner, ina 
fit of insanity, the after-effects of 
typhoid fever, shot his sweetheart and 
then tried to kill himself. Physicians 
say he will recover. 


Report of War Not Confirmed 

Panama, Feb. 11.—No confirmation 
has been received here regarding the 
reported declaration of war by Guate- 
mala agaiust Salvador and Honduras. 
Guatemala openly sympathizes with 
the president-elect of Honduras, Bo- 
nilla, but it is believed that the present 
critical situation in Guatemala will not 
allow the government to render Louilla 
any substantial aid. 


Likely to Arouse Irishmen 

London, Feb. 11.—The Daily News 
understands that in the new Irish lard 
bill the government has decided to 
ignore the principal suggestion of the 
recent Irish landlord and tenants’ con- 
ference, and will frame a measure main- 
ly on the lines of the previous Irish 
land purchase bills. If this decision is 
carried ont it will arouse consternation 
in Ireland. 


Worse Than Martinique Disaster 

Faris, Feb. 11.—The government of 
the French dependencies in the south 
Pacific has cabled that a “eyclone has 
devastated the 'Tua-Motu group of isl- 
ands,” forming a dependency of the 
French possession of Tahiti, Society 
Islands. ‘The Patrie refers to the 
disaster as rivalling that of the island 
of Martinique. 


Killed by Unknown Person 

New York, Feb. 11—The coroner's 
jury in the case of Detective Welsh, 
who was shot some weeks ago in the 
Black Cat restaurant, returned a ver- 
dict yesterday finding that Welsh came 
to his death as the result of a pistol 
shot fired by some perton unknown. 


Anarchist Gets Life Imprisonment 
srussels, Feb. 11—Gennaro Rubino, 
the Italian anarchist, charged with hay- 
ing attempted to assassinate King 
Leopold Nov. 15 by firing three shots 
at his majesty, was found guilty yes- 
terday and was sentenced to linprison- 
ment for life at penal servitude.

Washington, Feb. 11.—TIle tbree 
treaties will consume inuch of the time 
of the session that remains, executive 
sessions for their consideration begin- 
ning today.

At 
Trinity church Bishop Whitehead of 
Pittsburg, chairman of the comumis- 
sion appointed by the last national 
triennial convention to consider the 
question of a change, delivered an ex- 
haustive address, in which he spoke 
strongly against the present title “un- 
der which the church was masquerad- 
ing.” 

The church, he said, was Catholic, a 
true brauch of the apostolic church, and 
Was not content to be classed with the 
200 sects enumerated under the head 
of “Protestant.” The present name 
injured her in mission work and placed 
her en a basis of sects started within 
recent years. It also strengthened the 
position of the Roman communion, 
which, denying the Catholic and apos- 
tolie character of the Angelican body, 
pointed to the title in support of its con- 
tention. 

The bishop declared that American 
Protestantism as commonly known 
was disintegrating and that it ~vas the 
duty of the Episcopal charch todo away 
with a misleading title and boldly de- 
clare her Catholic character and 
heritage. He suggested that the Epis- 
copal body was more of a national 
chureh than any other in the United 
States, but did not udvocate any par- 
ticular substitute for the words 
“Protestant Episcopal.”

THE ALASKAN TREATY, 


Is Speedily Ratified 


AGREEMENT MADE IN 1825 


Incorporated Into the Nuw Document 
—Commercial Treaty With Greece 


Failed of Ratification Because of 


Objections From Senator Hoar 


Washington, Feb. 12.-In an execu- 


tive session which lasted only an hour 
and a half yesterday the senate, in ad- 
dition to contirming a large number of 


nominations, ratified the Alaskan 


boundary treaty and came near taking 
similar action on the Comercial treaty 
with Greece, which was reported 
Senator Cullom of the 
foreign relations. 

The Greck treaty was read through 
by the clerk and then Senator Cullom 
asked that the resolution of ratification 
be acted upoh, but Senator Hoar ob- 
jected. He said that he desired an op- 
portunity to examine the provision in 
the treaty concerning consular trials. 
He explained that he had no objection 
to the general purport of the treaty, 
but said that as the provision was 
read it seemed to him to be loosely 
drawn and he wanted an opportunity 
to read it carefully before giving his 
assent to it. The principai purpose of 
the Greek treaty is the regulation of 
comwmerce between Greece and the 
United States.  1t contains full pro- 
vision for the coatrol of the consular 
service along the lines laid down in the 
recently negotiated Spanish treaty. 

There was no delay in securing 
tion on the Alaskan treaty 
little opposition to it was manifested. 
Senator Teller said that he considered 
the Alaskan boundary so well deter- 
mited as to inake it not a matter of dis- 
pute.

have been published heretofore by The 
Associated Press. An oflicial transla- 
tion of this parasraph, which was an 
extract from the Kussian-Anglo treaty 
of 1825 incorporated into the new 
Alaskan treaty, has been made and is 
as follows: 

“It is moreover agreed that no estab- 
lishment shall be formed by either of 
the two parties within the limits which 
the two preceding articles assign to 
the possessions of the other. Conse- 
quently, British subjects shall not form 
any establishment either upon the coast 
or upon the mainland strip comprised 
within the limits of the Russian pos- 
sessious az they are designated in the 
two preceding articles; and, in like- 
Wise, ho establishment shall be formed 
by Russian subjects beyond the said 
limits.” 

Senator Cullom .asked the senate to 
give up the day today, after the con- 
clusion of routine morning business, to 
executive work, and no objection was 
made. It is Senator Cullom’s intention 
first to take up the Panama canal treaty 
and to follow that with the Cuban 
reciprocity treaty. The understanding 
still is that Senator Morgan will dis- 
cuss the canal treaty at some length, 

In the regular session of the senate 
yesterday Mr. Hanna called up the con- 
ference report on the department of 
commerce bill and it was agreed to 
without debate. The bill now goes to 
the president. 

Mr. Morgan, almost immediately 
after the opening of the session, re- 
sumed his remarks on the statehood 
bill, but branched off on the subject of 
proposed treaty with Colombia. He re- 
ferred to the concordat of Pope Pius 
IX, which constituted a part of the 
organic law of Colombia, and said that 
the United States intended to put the 
heel of ignominious contempt upon it. 
He predicted a return of the hostilities 
between the old church party in Co- 
lombia and the liberal party.

Washington, Feb. 12.—Goveruor 
Odell of New York is in Washington. 
It is understood that one of the sub- 
jects considered yesterday by the presi- 
dent and Odell was the appointment of 
a shipping commissioner at New ork 
to succeed George Dickey, whom Gov- 
ernor Odell has selected as state rail- 
road commissioner. Senator I’latt has 
recommended the appointment of H. 
A. Hanbury, while Odel! desires the ap- 
pointment of W. W. Worden. This ap- 
pointment probably will be one of tle 
matters determined during Odell’s stay 
in Washington. 


Pearson’s Resignation Declined 

Washington, Feb. 12.—Superintendent 
Brownson of the United States naval 
academy has refused to accept the 
resignation of Midshipmen R. H. I’ear- 
son of New Hampshire. Pearson had 
his jaw broken as the result of a fight 
caused by his objection to “running,” 
a mild form of hazing by_his class- 
mates, and evidently feared that the 
subsequent severe corrective measures 
applied by the authorities would make 
him unpopular witb bis class.

FERNANDO PO iSLAND 


About as Far From Being Civilized 
as Can Be Imagined 

London, Feb. 12.—Lieutenant Boyd 

Alexander, who has just returned from 

the island of Fernando Po, in tne Bight 


of Biafra, Western Africa, gives an in- 
teresting description of the various in- 
habitants of the practically previously 
unexplored interior of the island. These 
are known as “boobies.” Very few of 
them have ever seen a white man and 
they never leave their primitive dwell- 
ings in the rocks except on organized 
drinking bouts. The race is fast dy- 
ing out from the effects of rum and 
palm wine. 

The natives are mostly quite naked, 
except for a curious straw bonnet. 
They paint their bodies with colorel 
nud, are unspeakubly filthy, for they 
never wash, but occasionaily use a 
knife to scrape off the surface dirt, and 
create artiiicial deformities by tightly 
enwrappiug their limbs. 

The Fernando Vo natives are ex- 
ceedingly timid and when sighted by 
the whites bolted into the depths of the 
jungle, where they set up fearsome 
wails. At certain hours each day the 
Villages are quite deserted, everyone, 
including the chiidren, going off on a 
carouse. ~

Arsenal Storehouse Burned 

Rock Island, Ills., Feb. 12.—Shop 
A, the principal issue storehouse at 
the Rock Island arsenal, was destroyed 
by fire last night, with its contents.

THE SENATE PROGRAM 


Relating to Trusts Not Satis- 
factory to the House 


IS SAID TO MEAN NOTHING 


Little Prospect of Failure of Admin- 
istration Plan, Though lt Suits Nei- 
ther of the Extremse—Fear of Aid« 
ing Democrats In the Campaign 


Washington, Feb. 13.—In

considerable 
feeling is manifesting itself against the 
anti-trust program of the president aud 
the senate leaders. It is said that this 
program means nothing, and that the 
country will soon so believe, and that 
this will give the Democrats for the next 
presidential campaign the opportunity 
to say that the Republican party meant 
to do nothing against the great combina- 
tions of capital. Thesingular situation 
is thus presented of a line of legisla- 
tion which most of the corporate inter- 
ests regard as vexatious and unneces- 
sury, and so oppose: while, on the other 
hand, it does not go far enough to suit 
the trust-bursting element, even amoug 
the Republicans of the house. 

That the party may fall between two 
stools is a fear frequently expressed. 
The administration is going too far to 
suit the Standard Oil and allied inter- 
ests, but is too yielding to suit Mr. Lit- 
tlefield and his friends in the house. 
Even the senate judiciary committee is 
understood to stand seven to six in 
favor of the Littlefield bill, which, if 
adopted, would go much further than 
the real program now nearing coin- 
pletion. 

Some inquiry has been instituted {n 
the house to ascertain if the Elkins anti- 
rebate bill, which is the third part of 
the real anti-trust program, ana an 
that remains to be enacted, might not 
be amended in the house by the substitu- 
tion of the inain features of the Little- 
field bill. The Elkins rebate pro- 
visions might be displaced for the Lit- 
tlefield provisions and so with the 
publicity provisions. All the Demo- 
crats and some Republicans would 
doubtless vote for such a substitution, 
in a desire to have more radical action. 

But there are at least two objections 
to carrying out this scheme: ‘The 
Elkins bill will probably be escorted by 
a rule cutting off amendment; the see- 
ond objection, which would svrffice in 
ease the first lapsed through failure to 
secure adoption for such a rule in the 
house, is that the conferees on the 
Elkins, bill from the house would he 
taken from the interstate commerce 
comnittee, of which Mr. Hepburn is 
chairman, rather than from the ju- 
diciary committee, where friendship for 
the Littlefield bill lies. Mr. Hepburn 
and his associate would doubtless yield 
to the senate conferrees and so the ef: 
fort to break in with the Littlefield bill 
would prove futile, even with a strong 
house majority. 

It should be noted that the senata 
judiciary committee’s attitude of ap- 
parent support of the Littlefield bill 
really means the bill as a basis of anti- 
trust legislation rather than in its ex- 
act form. Certain features from Mr. 
Bour's bill would be adopted as well as 
large parts of the measure as it hus 
come over from the house. There are 
five Democrats and eight Republicans 
on the senate judiciary committee. 
Senator Lloar, its chairman, and Sena- 
tor McComas are the Republican mem- 
bers commonly quoted as favorable to 


a more radical program than that 
mapped out by the original leaders. 


There is little prospect, bowever, that 
there will be any failure in the admin- 
istration plan, two of its features hav- 
ing already become law and the third 
awaiting only the action of the house 
and the president's signature.

Washington, Feb. 15.—The friends of 
the stateliood bill yesterday reached a 
definite decision to have the omnibus 
statehood bill reported as a rider to the 
postoftice appropriation bill. It is the 
purpose to make a fight in the senate to 
have the statehood bill tacked on to one 
of the appropriation bills whose pas- 
sage is absolutely necessary to the run- 
ning of the government. 


Sigsbee Won’t Go to Bremerton 

Washington, Feb. 13.—Captain Sigs- 
bee, who was slated for the command 
of the navy yard at Bremerton, Wash., 
has expressed a preference for assign- 
ment to the command of the League 
Island navy yard at Philadelphia, and 
it is probable that his wishes will be 
respected.

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BLACK MENS’ SUFFRAGE 


The Vital Question Before 


American People 


REPUBLIC IS THREATENED 


In the Opinion of Former Governor 
Wise, Who Predicts Organized Out- 
break of Blacks—The North Recog- 


nizes Ineradicable Race Prejudice 


Boston, Feb. 13.—The Middlesex club 
held its annual Lincoln night banquet at 
Hotel Brunswick last night witb un at- 
tractive list of speakers and a large 
attendance of members. Abraham 
Lincoln was of course the figure around 
which the remarks of all the speakers 
centered, but other topics were inci- 
dentally touched upon by all of them. 

The speakers included General 
Champlin, president of the club, who 
presided; Lieutenant Goveruor Guild, 
who represented the commonwealth; 
Congressman Brandagee of Connecti- 
cut, John 8S. Wise of Virginia and New 
York, Congressman-elect Landis of In- 
diana, Congressman-elect Beede of 
Minnesota und Judge Hodges of New 
York. 

The address of former Governor Wise 
of Virginia was one of great interest 
and he spoke with intense feeling upon 
the negro problem, urging prompt and 
effectual action to avert the possibility 
of calamity, saying that “feuds and 
fighting between the white and colored 
races in the south indicate that our 
country is *%ipidly approaching a fear- 
ful crisis.” The gist of his remarks 
was that the several states be allowed 
the privilege of regulating their own 
sulfrage, but al the same time bave their 
representatiou in congress based on the 
votes cast. 

Mr. Wise said in part: “The white 
race is proud. The black race is gentle, 
but it is not below the worm. Some 
day here in Boston you will read in 
Your morning papers of a great or- 
ganized outbreak of blacks, murdering 
white men and women, and how the in- 
furiated whites are 
retaliation. Whom will you help, the 
whites? Then why, in God’s 
have you encouraged the blacks 
long? Willyou help the whites? ‘Then 
you will tind the struysle transterred. 
even here. ‘Tie nation must say to the 
south either obey the constitutional 
mandate and iet the negro vote. or else 
submit to a reduction of congressional 
representation.” This question, he 
eloquently asserted, “is the most liv- 
ing, burning issue now before the Amer- 
ican people; a legacy of Lincoln and 
ft must be adjusted because it is most 
dangerous.” 

Ex-Governor Wise then quoted from 
Secretary address before the 
Union League club, in which he reached 
the conclusion that the experiment of 
granting suffrage tothe negro had 
failed, and read newspaper stories of 
horrors in the south. 
he said: 

“This brutality of which I read is 
not sporadic. It has not eyen the ex- 
cuse of retaliation for the nameless 
crime, and the danger to our country 
is so great that civilized nations are 
aroused to it and half civilized nations 
refer to us as governed by a mob.” 

The speaker rehearsed the history of 
reconstruction days and pointed out that 
the southern states were required rot 
only to ratify the 13th, 14th, and 15th 
amendments, but to recognize in good 
faith the new fundamental conditions. 
But now, after 30 years under pledze, 
we see state after state vivlating 
pledged faith and enacting unconstitu- 
tional legislation, usurping to them- 
selves the right to deny the constitu- 
tion and enthroning themselves as an 
oligarchy in perpetuity, while the north 
has sat silent and quicscent. 

Said he: “Be the statute what it 
will, above it is the ineradicable race 
prejudice which will not tolerate the 
dangerous supremacy of any other race, 
and the north recognizes the fact. I 
want to see the nation above imbecility, 
hypocrisy and the taunt of duplicity.

The 
signing of the protocols will, it is ex- 
pected, be done at the British embassy, 
as it is regarded rather imprudent for 
Sir Michael Herbert to venture out on 
account of his illness. 

The protocols will provide for the 
raising of the blockade at once; for a 
cash payment of $27,500 to each of the 
three allied governments and for the 
payment to Germany of 1,700,000 
bolivars in five instalments, less the 

27,500 puid in cash. ‘The first instal- 
ment of the 1.700,000 bolivars, or $340,- 
000, is to be paid on the 15th of March. 
The protocols also will provide for the 
reference of the question of preferential 
treatment to The Hague, although it is 
understood this feature will be so 
worded as to leave a loophole in the 
event it is desired to settle the question 
without such reference. 

For the payment of claims of the al- 
lies Mr. Bowen has arranged to begin 
immediately the setting aside of 30 
percent of the receipts of the two ports 
of Porto Cabello and La Guaira as 
originally proposed. ‘The first receipts 
set aside will be those for the month 
of March. The funds will be retained 
in the custody of Venezuela and will 
be paid out according to arrangements 
that muy be hereafter nade.

The Beaver. 

The beaver is really a sort of porta- 
ble pulp mill, grinding up almost any 
kind of wood that comes his way, says 
a writer.

Rattlesnakes Seldom Attack. 

Of rattlesnakes there are at least a 
dozen, probably fifteen, different kinds, 
all inhabitants of America exclusive- 
ly, where they range from the north- 
ern United States down to Patagonia. 
The common, or banded, rattlesnake 
extends from Maine to Texas. Once 
generally abundant, it is happily now a 
rare animal save in the more thinly in- 
habited districts of the southern and 
western states. It may attain a length 
of five feet, with a large triangular and 
flattened head. It feeds on rabbits, 
rats and squirrels and is for the most 
part a slow and sluggish animal, wait- 
ing quietly till some prey approaches 
it. This sluggishness makes it the 
more dangerous, as it may be stepped 
upon unawares, with a most fatal re- 
sult. But it never either atacks spon- 
taneously or pursues a retreating ene- 
my.

New Quincy Point Bridge 
Nearly Completed. 


The Draw Gives Two 
{00-ft. Openings. 


Built at Saving of $30,000 to 
Norfolk County. 


The manner of constructing the 
nearly completed Quiney Point bridge, 
although not entirely novel, was un- 
usual, each span being built ashore, ai 
the Fore River shipyard, and floated 
into position on a barge, while the tide 
was at flood, so that as the water re- 
ceded the trestlework lowered itself in- 
to position. 

All the spans were riveted on the 
Fore River beach, exactly as they 
stand in the finished bridge, and ar- 
ranged in a row on the ways of the 
shipyard. When completed each 
section was launched by rollers to a 
loading platform over the water; a 
barge was floated under it at low tide 
and adjusted so accurately that as the 
tide rose the steelwork was lifted from 
its support and towed to its position 
above the masonry piers, on which it 
was left resting when the tide went 
out, 

In order that traffic might not 
interrupted, the new bridge was set 
alongside the wooden structure, each 
span being towed through the old draw, 
opening as it was needed. When the 
steel draw span was ready to place, the 
old bridge was rapidly torn out and it 
was floated through and set in position 
as the other sections had been. 

The new bridge is designed to carry 
two electric railway tracks—one of 
which is ready for use the othe:

CHAPTER XXIII. 
SMASHING THROUGH THE UNION LINE. 


T 9 o'clock on the morning of 
the 20th of September, 1868, 
the tree clad hills in front of 
General Thomas’ position be- 

tween Chickamauga creek and Mis- 
sionary ridge, covering the road 
through Rossville gap to Chattanoo- 
ga, were suddenly covered with men 
who seemed to have sprung up by 
magic as they rose from the hollows 
in which they had lain concealed. The 
instant crackling of the rifles and 
muskets of the heavy skirmish line 
thrown in advance of the battle line 
soon gave place to crashing volleys, 
punctured by the deeper roar of can- 
non as the southern batteries swung 
front into action, pouring their grape, 
shrapnel and canister into their ene- 
mies. It seemed to the Union sol- 
diers that scarcely a moment elapsed 
between the appearance and the ad- 
vance of the Confederates. With con- 
summate courage the gray masses 
were moved forward in the smoke and 
hurled upon the Federal line, and 
with equal courage the assault was 
met. The battle raged up and down 
the Union left with ‘terrific fierceness 
and with no present advantage as yet 
to either side. 

Presently out of the smoke and dust 
far to the Union left Breckinridge’s 
division, overlapping Thomas’ shorter 
line by a long distance, swung around 
across the Rossville road and attacked 
the Union line in reverse. But no 
better soldier, no harder fighter, than 
the great Virginian ever handled an 
army. Quick to take in the signifi- 
cance of the dangerous movement, 
Thomas threw his reserve brigades in 
tierce countercharge right into the 
face of Breckinridge, and, aided by a 
timely re-enforcement of one of Neg- 
ley’s brigades—although the whole di- 
vision should have been there and was 
not—he forced him back from the road 
and retained control of it. 

Again and again Polk forged a 
mighty battle hammer of human bod- 
des and drove it against the Union left, 
which shivered and vibrated under the 
terrific blows rained upon it. The two 
wings charged and recharged across 
the disputed ground. Positions were 
taken and retaken again ‘and again. 
The armies were locked in a mighty, 
deathlike grip of battle—a writhing, 
twisting embrace of furious, swaying 
conflict. 

Meanwhile the front of Thomas’ com- 
j mand was so heavily engaged that he 
,;did not dare to weaken it to help his 
hard pressed left flank by a withdraw- 
/al of a single regiment. The absence 
of Negley’s division, or the missing 
j two-thirds of it, which had been prom- 
ised, so seriously jeopardized his post- 
tion as to render it almost impossible 
;for him to hold it in the face of such 
continuous and desperate attacks. Mes-

By 
j halt after 11 o'clock a misunderstood 
order, which was at the same time 
badly expressed, withdrew a whole 
Federal division from its place in the 
line near the center, moved it to the 
left and placed it in the rear of Thom- 
as’ heavily assailed position. There was 
a great hole left in the Union line. 
John B. Hood, one of the most magnifi- 
cently reckless fighters in the southern 
army, detected it through his skirmish- 
ers. The news was at once carried to 
Longstreet, and he massed his corps 
for an instant attack, appreciating the 
brilliancy of the opportunity before 
him. 
With masterly iacties Longstreet 
threw his veterans into a column of 
brigades at half distance, Hood leading 
the column in person. With fixed bay- 
onets and at a double quick they moved 
down past a little farmhouse which 
from the name of its owner gave the 
title to the Brotherton road. The men 
in the open flanks of the Union army 
on either side of this vast chasm were 
completely exposed to the Confederate 
avalanche, pouring into the gap in solid 
column, the fierce rebel yell, first heard 
from the lips of John Sevier 100 years 
before in Tennessee, ringing over the 
‘findd, At the same instant every bat- 


a cg er eS 


ned to strike | 


rear and flying for their lives, burst in- 
to the ranks of Phil Sheridan's divi- 
sion, throwing them into hopeless con- 
fusion, in which condition the gray 
battle storm surged down upon them. 
In spite of the heroic efforts of that ; 
commander they were thrown into 
complete rout and swept away in mad 
disorder. Brigadier General Lytle, the 
poet soldier, was killed in front of his 
brigade, vainly striving to rally his 
shattered, disorganized troops and hold 
his lines. 

While this terrible catastrophe was 
happening Buckner’s soldiers, advanc- 
ing with equal valor, fell upon the re- 
mainder of the right center wing of 
the Union army and drove it before 
them in hopeless and inextricable dis- 
order. Men, guns, horses and wagons, 
in a chaos of confusion, streamed back 
from the battle line and were scattered 
through the woods and down the Dry 
Valley road toward McFarland’s gap. 
Some of them were halted on the other 
side of the ridge, at Rossville, but 
many did not stop until they reached 
Chattanooga. 

Into this flying mass the Confederate 
guns poured shot and shell. The Union 
batteries were captured and turned 
against their own men. Rosecrans, the 
commander in chief, McCook, Davis, 
Sheridan and Crittenden, protesting, 
cursing, imploring, raging, beseeching, 
were swept along with the rest in a 
mad, tumultuous rout, The Union right 
wing had been hammered to pieces. 
The Union line had been riven in two, 
and one side of it crushed like a house 
of cards beaten down by a hammer. 
And it had all happened in a few mo 
ments. 

Far to the left Thomas and his battal- 
ions, ignorant of the disaster, still stood 
fighting with desperate valor. Long- 
street now turned his men toward that 
flank and what was left of the Union 
center and repeated with great success 
his attack on the right. The Union 
troops were slammed backward like a 
door. Hood was desperately wounded, 
and Longstreet led his lines in person, 
Bushrod Johnson's brigade in advance. 
The Union troops in the center made a 
better resistance and somewhat de 
layed the advance. They changed front 
under fire and clung tenaciously -to 
their new line, facing the gap and the 
victory flushed foe. But they, too, had 
to give way before the furious dash 
and overwhelming onslaught of the vic 
torious Confederates, now in greatly 
superior force, until finally there was 
nothing left of the Union line but the 
still heavily assaulted left wing.

Washington, Feb. 14.— To displace the 
dyer and cause the silk worm to color 
silk naturally in any desired shade is 
the object of a set of most interesting 
experiments which form the subject of 
a special report to the state department 
from Consul Atwood at Rubaix, France. 
He says that two French scientists 
have succeeded in producing bright red 
cocoons by feeding the silk worms with 
leaves Washed over with red. Orange 
and blue shades also have been pro- 
duced. The experiments are con- 
tinuing. 


New Railroad In Philippines 

Washington, Feb. 14.—The most im- 
portant franchise yet granted in the 
Philippines is conveyed in an act by 
the Philippine commission grauting to 
the Manila Railway company the right 
to construct a branch road 40 miles long 
from Guiguinto to Cabanatnan, now 
without .ilroad connection, lying 
northwest of Manila. Up to this time 
the bankbone railroad from Manila. 
straight northward to Dagupan, has 
constituted the entire railway system 
of the Philippines.

Representative McCartney Argues 
for Government Ownership. 


‘‘Trusts and Monopolies’? was the 


topic under discussion at the Unity, Adams and John Quincy Adams, or;leged stabbed Daniel 


club last evening. The announcement 
of Representative F. O. MaeCartney as | 
principal speaker, not to mention **Our | 
Vaudeville, Act Il’? was sufficient to! 
fill the vestry of the Unitarian church | 
to overflowing. 

Mr. Herbert Y. Follett, the director | 
of the progeam, expressed his regret) 
that he had been unable to secure a 
speaker to oppose Mr. McCartney. Mr. 
Louis D. Brandeis who was expected | 
to speak was called away to New York 

We are living said Mr. MacCartney 
under a system known as ‘*Capitalism”’ 
that is private ownership of the means 
of production and distribution. There | 
has been an inevitable process of 
evolution in the world of industry. A 
short time ago there was a period of 
free competition. A large pumber of 
small capitalists fought each other for 
the country’s trade, The survival of 
the fittest left the big capitalists. 

The second period is the period of 
combinations. By the machine the | 
cost of production was reduced. For 
protection the small capitalist took a 
partner. Partnerships then evolved 
into the joint stock company. 
When tbe corpurations began to fight 
each other, the trust was created, thus 
doitg away with ruinous competition 
and lowering still further the cost of 
production. 

Today, the trust dictates the price of 
labor and the price of the manufactured 
product. All the institutions of society, 
the press, the schools, the church, the 
legislatures and industry are dominated 
by the trust wealth in the hands of the 
of the few. 

There have been three remedies pro- 
posed. First, the Democrats, as repre- 
sented by Mr. Bryan, say break up the 
trusts by statute law. Tom Johnson 
says, take off the dutias and the trusts 
will disappear. Both these men long 
for the golden days of cut throat free 
competition. 

Second, the Republican party says 
trasts are the result of economic evolu- 
tion. Regulate them by law and con- 
trol them in the interest of the people. 
Compel them to keep down their capi- 
talization and to make public their do- 
ings. 

The first scheme is Utopian. You 
cannot in the progress of development 
revert to the previous state. A toad 
cannot become a tadpole. The steel 
trust is the result of natural growth, 
not of statute law. Itis a finely articu- 
lated organism. You cannot take it 
apart and throw away its members. 
The return of free competition is a 
dream, 

The second remedy that suggested by 
the Republican party is now being 
agitated in Congress. But as the Gas 
Company bas escaped publicity and 
punishment in Massachusitts under 
rigid laws so will the great trusts be 
immune from any danger of publicity 
because of national laws. 

The third remedy is the natural one. 
Trusts have good qualities. The curse 
is not in the trust itself, but in the| 
ownership. We Socialists say com- 
bination is a good thing for the 
American people, therefore the 
ownership of all industries in the} 
people. Let the government (that is | 
the people) the railroads, the 
telephone, the telegraph, the express 
companies and so on.

“Tt is worth remembering that if we 
may take the concurrent testimony of 
the great historians of the country, we 
owe to John Adams the suggestions 
which have led to the present forms 
of all the state constitutions. There 
isa very interesting passage in his life 
as written by his grandson, the minister 
to Great Britain, which brings in a 
large body of concurrent testimony to 
this statement. 

“The absolute division which exists 
in the constitutions of the 45 states, 
between the executive, the legislative, 
and the judiciary, a division suggested 
by political writers long before him, 
appears inallour state constitutions, 
often in the language which Adams 
used, and in every case, directly or in- 
directly, at his suggestion.”

The passing of the pie is not to be re- 
gretted in view of the greater abun- 
dance of fresh food, especially as the 
making of the pie requires not only 
skill, but time, and the baking of the 
pie in modern stoves is a matter of 
large experience.—Good Housekeeping.

“And Benhadad, the king of Syria, 
gathered all his host together, and 
there were thirty and two kings with 
him and horses and chariots, and he 
went up and besieged Samaria and 
warred against it.” The cause of this 
war is unknown, except that it seems 
to have been for the purpose of humili- 
ating King Ahab and the people of Is- 
rael, The Syrian king’s demands upon 
the king of Israel were most humiliat- 
ing and offensive, yet would have had 
to be complied with had not God inter- 
fered to save the nation. In his provi- 
dence 232 young men were enabled to 
bring about a panic among the soldiers 
of Benhadad that led to their utter 
rout and ruin. 

One of the principal factors in this 
defeat was drunkenness. When Ahab’s 
reply was sent to the Syrian king, he 
and his allies were drinking in the pa- 
vilions, and when later on the prophet 
led the young men against them they 
were still drinking. “And they went 
out at noon. But Benhadad was drink- 
ing himself drunk in the pavilions, he 


and his kings, the thirty and two 
kings that helped them.” This excess- 


ive drinking had no doubt much to do 
with the panic that immediately seized 
the Syrian army and caused its defeat 


| and destruction. Nor was this the first 


or last time that intemperance caused 
the defeat of armies. Belshazzar and 
Babylon went down to defeat in the 
midst of drunken revelings, and Alex- 
ander’s military career was blighted 
by the terrible curse. Men able to 
lead armies and to conquer nations 
have themselves been overcome by the 
demon of strong drink. 

Drunkenness always leads to defeat. 
“It is not for kings to drink wine” nor 
for generals nor for soldiers nor for 
any one who would creditably hold any. 
position in life worth holding and who 
would perform successfully the duties 
of life. Drunkenness never won a bat- 
tle. The Russian soldiers in the Cri- 
mean war were drugged with drink, 
but this only assured their defeat in- 
stead of saving them from it. Intoxi- 
cating drinks weaken the intellect, de- 
stroy the physical powers of a man and 
absolutely unfit him for the battle of 
life. Defeat will come to every man 
as surely as it did to Benhadad, who 
is accustomed to “drinking himself 
drunk.” 

Since intemperance has always led 
to individual and national disgrace and 
ruin, why will nations continue to 
make drunkenness possible, and why 
will men continue to form a habit that 
has proved so disastrous to thousands 
of others? That these things are done 
after centuries of experience seems al- 
most incredible. Yet it is sadly true. 
Public sentiment has not yet been edu- 
cated to the point where it will make 
drunkenness impossible by law, and in- 
dividuals are not yet brought to the 
point where they are unwilling to risk 
all for the pleasures of intoxication. 
May God hasten the day when these 
conditions will prevail! To this end 
let us as Christians totally abstain 
ourselves, pray earnestly for the over- 
throw of the rum traffic and do all in 
our power to reach and toreclaim those 
_who have been led to form this terrible 
habit.

It is expected that the commanders of 
the blockading jleet within the next 24 
hours will receive their orders to with- 
draw their vessels at once. 

By the provisions of these preliminary 
protocols, which have reqnired more 
than three weeks of constant negotia- 
tions, Venezuela makes two distinct 
gains—the immediate raising of a 
blockade from which she has been suf- 
fering for some weeks and the return 
of all her vessels, war and merchant, 
which have been captured by the.allied 
fleet. 

Great Britain, Germany and Italy re- 
ceive advance payments of $27,500 each, 
Great Britain receiving her paynent 
en the siguature of the protocol and 
Germany and Italy within 30 and 60 
days from date. Germany, in addition, 
will receive five monthly payments un- 
til the full amount paid her in advance 
aggregates $340,060. As a guaranty 
for the satisfaction of their claims, Mr. 
Bowen pledges the allies a share with 
the other creditor nations in 30 pereent 
of the customs receipts of the two ports 
of La Guaira and Ports Cabello. ‘This 
percentage will be set aside, begirning 
March 1, and retained in the Venezuelan 
treasury until The Hague tribunal 
shall decide whether it shal! be dis- 
tributed without preference among the 
claimant nations or whether the allied 
powers of Great Britain, Germany and 
Italy shall receive preferential pay- 
ments. 

Italy, by her protocol, gains iuune- 
diate payment of her first class claims 
Without further adjudication as soon 
as the joint commission at Caracas shall 
have passed on the remainder of her 
claims.

“If a man buys an electric automo- 
bile today, he is furnished with a book 
of instructions about the battery, he 
must hire an expert to teach him how 
to run it, and if he does not follow the 
instructions he finds himself in a short 
while without any motive power. 

“The life of an old fashioned battery 
is in proportion to its weight. If it is 
reduced in weight, its lifetime also is 
inevitably cut down. The problem, 
therefore, was to construct a battery 
not for experts, but for general use, a 
battery which a man can forget and 
neglect and which will plod along and 
do its work just the same. 

“The thing that was needed was 
what I might call brutal practicability. 
Every machine made for general use 
must be made not only so that it will 
work properly when properly: treated, 
but when it is abused as well. The 
new battery fills the bill in this re- 
gard. It has stood every possible test 
successfully. For a long time it has 
been my habit to test the packing of 
goods that were to be shipped. The 
packages are taken to a third story 
window and thrown to the ground. If 
they are found to be unbroken when 
they are picked up, the packing is said 
to be suecessfully done. The same 
kind of rigorous tests have been ap- 
plied to the battery. On one occasion 
the test automobile was turned up- 
side down with a crash, but neither 
operator nor battery was injured.

P () BUILDING. WARD SIX MAN DEAD! WARSHIP (BIDS. 


Will Hereafter be Upon Govern- 
ment Plans Only. 


Liacoln, the Washington correspon- 
dent of the Transcript in a column 
letter relative to bids of warships says: 

“This is the last time the Navy 
Department will ever offer competing 
shipbuilders a chance to bid on specifi- 
cations of theirown. Henceforth they 
bid on the Government desigas or not 
at all.” These prophetic words, 
uttered with some vehemence by a 
prominent officer of the Executive 
Government in Washington, mean that 
the controversy arcused in naval and 
shipbuilding circles by the recent 
award of contracts for the two armored 
cruisers, Washington and Tennessee, 
will never be allowed to arise again, at 
least under the present Administration. 

The lesson of this affair has evident 
ly sunk deep. That in dividing the 
award, and giving one cruiser to Wil- 
liam Cramp & Sons and ene to the New 
York Shipbuilding company, Secre- 
tary Moody kept within che law is 
obvious from reading the appropriation 
act, which directs that ‘“‘the contract 
for the construction of each of said ves- 
sels shall be awarded by the secretary 
of the navy to the lowest bidder, hav- 
ing in view the best resuits and most 
expeditious delivery ;’’ and that the pro- 
posals shall be noticed, etc.,in pursu- 
ance of the provisions of the act of 
Aug. 3, 1886, of which the eighth sec- 
tion concludes. ‘The secretary of the 
navy shall have the power to reject any 
or all bide.’’ In short, the competition 
for the contract bound the secretary to 
nothing for Congress had vested in him 
a discretion limited only the peril of 
impeachment for deliberate malfeas- 
ance. 

At the first bidding in this instance, 
the competitors were called upon to 
name their prices for two armored 
cruisers to be constructed according to 
the specifications prepared by the Gov- 
ernment, and also to say for how much 
they would build the same ships on 
their own specifications. This form of 
asking proposals is a survival of a de- 
vice adopted when there was reason 
for believing that private sbipbuilders 
could improve upon the designs of the 
department, and also to prevent the 
exclusion of new details of mechanism 
simply because they were new and the 
department had not had its attention 
particularly directed to their merits. 

The New York Shipbuilding Com- 
pany put in a bid of $4,150,000 each 
for the two cruisers on the Government 
specifications. The Cramps bid $4,- 
035,000 each, but instead of offering 
this figure on the Government specifi- 
cations as they stood, departed from 
the requirement of the Babcock & Wil- 
cox boiler and inserted in its stead the 
Niclausse, which is a Cramp specialty. 
Here was a situation which no one had 
contemplated. On the face of returns 
the New York Company was the lowest 
bidder; except for the substitution of 
the Niclausse boiler, the Cramp concern 
was, and the difference in price was 
not incopsiderable.

HEAT IN THE OVEN. 


How the Bakers Determine It by the 
Mere Touch of the Hand. 

“Bakers have a curious way of tell- 
ing just what the temperature of the 
oven is,” said a baker who has been in 
the business for more than a quarter 
of a century, “and they can tell, too, 
with almost marvelous accuracy. You 
take a man who is an expert in the 
business, and he can tell what the tem- 
perature of the oven is by simply 
touching the handle of the oven door. 
In nine cases out of ten he will not 
miss it to the fraction of a degree. 
Bakers have other ways, of course, of 
testing the heat of the oven. For in- 
stance, when baking bread they some- 
times throw a piece of white paper in- 
to the oven, and if it turns brown the 
oven is at the proper temperature, or, 
when baking other things, they will 
throw a Ite cornmeal! flour into the 
oven in «rder to test the heat. But 
the baker's fingers are the best gauge, 
and when you come to think of the dif- 
ferent temperatures required in bak- 
ing different things it is no small 
achievement to even approximate the 
heat of the oven by touching the ban- 
dle of the oven door. 

“Bakers figure that during the rising 
time of a loaf of bread, after it has 
been placed in the oven, it ought to be 
in a temperature of 75 degrees F. Dur- 
ing the baking process, in order to cook 
the starch, expand the carbonic acid 
gas, air and steam and drive off the al- 
cohol, the inside of the loaf must reg- 
ister at least 220 degrees. In baking 
rolls, buns, scones, tea biscuits, drop 
cakes, fancy cakes, New York cakes, 
muffins, puff cakes and things of that 
sort the oven must show a heat of 450 
degrees or higher. When the oven is 
at 400 degrees, it is fit for cream puffs, 
sugar cakes, queen cakes, rock cakes, 
jumbles, lady fingers, rough and ready 
and jelly rolls. At 350 degrees wine 
cakes, cup cakes, ginger nuts and 
Shaps, pies, gingerbread, spice cakes, 
such as raisin, currant, citron, pound, 
bride and so on, may be baked. It 
requires a still lower temperature to 
bake wedding cakes, kisses, anise drops 
and things in this class. But, what- 
ever temperature the old baker wants, 
he can tell when he has it by simply 
touching the handle of the oven door.” 
—New Orleans Times-Democrat. 


THE COOKBOOK. 


To boil cream the day before en- 
hances the richness of the coffee into 
which it is poured. 

The remnant of stewed or preserved 
fruit left from tea will improve a tap- 
ioca pudding the next day. 

To cook carrots quickly add a small 
piece of soda to the water in which 
they are boiled. This will improve the 
flavor of the vegetable. 

To prevent gravies from becoming 
lumpy remove the pan from the fire 
while the thickening is being stirred 
in, after which set the pan back on 
the fire and cook thoroughly. 

Several green coffee beans left to 
soak in the unbeaten white of an egg 
will color cake icing a delicate green. 
The beans should be removed and the 
egg whipped and used for the icing. 

If bread has been baked too brown 
or if the crust has been blackened in 
an oven made too hot, do not attempt 
to cut off the black with a knife. As 
soon as the loaves are cold go over 
them with a coarse grater.

GREELEY’S REVENGE. | 


Outcome of the Editor's Tiff with | 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton. 

The late Elizabeth Cady Stanton was! 
particularly apt at retort, and one of | 
her swift parries of a thrust delivered | 
by Horace Greeley against her favorite 
doctrine of woman suffrage is historic. 

“Madam,” said Horace one day dur 
ing the civil war, “the ballot and tKe 
bullet go together. If -you want to 
vote, are you ready to fight?’ 

“Certainly, sir,” she responded. “I 
am ready to fight, just as you are fight- 
ing, through a substitute.” 

Notwithstanding their differences of 
opinion, Mrs. Stanton and Greeley 
were personally friendly until the New 
York constitutional convention of 1868. 
A woman suffrage clause y-1s strenu- 
ously pressed upon that body and as 
vigorously opposed by Mr. Greeley. 
One day, aftt® the Tribune editor bad 
made some particulariy rasping re- 
marks upon the subject, George Wil- 
liam Curtis rose and said: 

“I have the honor, Mr. Chairman, to 
present a petition in favor of the wom- 
an suffrage amendment signed by Mrs. 
Horace Greeley and 300 other ladies.” 

Greeley was furious and rightly as 
cribed the appearance of the memorial 
at that moment to Mrs. Stanton. 

“Why did you not put my wife's 
maiden name on that petition and call 
her Mary Cheney Greeley?’ he de- 
manded the next time they met. 

“Because,” said Mrs. Stanton, “I 
wanted all the world to know that 
Horace Greeley’s wife protested against 
her husband’s report on the suffrage 
amendment.” 

“Allright,” retorted the editor. “Here- 
after you shall always be spoken of in 
the Tribune as Mrs. Henry B. Stan- 
ton.” And so it was to the time of her 
death, although the name of Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton was known to hundreds 
of thousands who could not identify 
the woman by the appellation under 
which the Tribune, for revenge, tried 
to obscure her fame.—Pilgrim. 


POLITENESS IN JAPAN. 


Even “Giving Notice” Is Made an Oc- 
easion of Compliments. 

Politeness distinguishes the relations 
between mistresses and maids in Ja- 
pan.

Then, after some 
weeks have passed, very likely after 
taking a fresh place, the old servant 
will turn up one day, express her 
thanks for past kindnesses and regrets 
at not returning in time, will take her 
arrears of wages and her bundles and 
disappear forever. So the matter ends 
with the kindest semblance of feeling 
on both sides. 

If the mistress on her part does not 
wish to have the girl back, she will not 
tell her so to her face, but will send 
word. Even when servants come on 
trial for a few days they often leave 
nominally to fetch their belongings or 
make arrangements for their return, 
never because they have any “com- 
plaints” to make. Any discomfort is 
to be endured rather than the suspi- 
cion of bad manners or of anything 
leading up to a “scene.”

Slockade Is Raised 

Caracas, Feb. 16.—Since S_ o'clock 
Saturday morning the Venezuelans were 
awaiting impatiently the official in- 
timation that the blockade had hee. 
raised. They knew such action was 
to be taken, but no notification came 
Saturday. Sunday morning the Brit- 
ish man- of-war Tribune was still at 
La Guaira enforcing the blockade and 
preventing the fishermen from leaving 
the harbor. At 9:30 the goverument 
inquired of the United States legutiou 
whether it had received any advices aid 
received a negative reply. The goy- 
ernment was puzzled until at 11 o'clock 
the news reached Caracas that the cap- 
tain of the Tribune had notified the an- 
thorities at La Guaira that the blockade 
was raised. At 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon the Tribune left for Trinidad. 

The news received from all the Vene- 
zuelan ports except Coro and Higuerote 
is that the foreign warships sailed 
away yesterday. The governinent, im- 
mediately on receiving the news that 
the blockade had been raised, took 
inilitary measures and seut troopsinall 
directions to crush the revolution with- 
out giving the rebels a moment’s respite.

Thomas 
took advantage of this respite to with- 
draw his troops to the rear to a more 
favorable defensive position. There 
was a semicircular hill back of Kel- 
ley’s field, called by many on account 
of its shape the horseshoe and by oth- 
ers Snodgrass hill, from the home of 
a small farmer which stood on the 
top of it. A spur of Missionary ridge 
extending out to the eastward, it rises 
about a hundred feet above the sur- 
rounding country. Its top is undulat- 
ing and broken. Some distance to the 
westward, in the rear of its crest, 
there is a shallow ravine, beyond 
which rise other hills, one ridge in par- 
ticular running east and west 
commanding the horseshoe. It was 
thickly wooded and in places very 
steep. As it covered both the Ross- 
ville and Dry Valley roads Thomas 
determined to re-establish his line 
there. 

The troops as they retreated up the 
slopes were thrown around the crest 
of the hill and preparations made for 
another series of assaults to be expect- 
ed. Firing on the right had not yet 
been resumed, and Thomas, ignorant 
of the disaster, having received no 
word, fancied this to mean the rebels 
had been repulsed and had given over 
the attack. He confidently expected 
re-enforcements and fought on, eager- 
ly looking for the hoped for suecor. He 
did not know that he was left alone 
with his four divisions to fight the 
whole Confederate army. 

Presently a cloud of dust rising 
above the treetops indicated a body of 
men approaching Snodgrass hill from 
the right. Hoping, praying, that it 
was Sheridan's division coming to his 
assistance, Thomas directed a staff of- 
ficer to ride down and make sure of it. 
The soldier came back at full gallop 
and reported that he did not think it 
was Sheridan's division, but the troops 
of the enemy. 

To meet this new danger Thomas 
hurriedly extended his lines to the 
right and rear along the edge of the 
hill, occupying the position at first by 
a single Ohio regiment, and re-enforc- 
ing it by stragglers from different di- 
visions who began drifting into his 
lines in considerable numbers from the 
routed right. Each one brought a tale 
of defeat and disaster which might 
well have appalled the stoutest heart.

The 
quick eye of Longstreet, after the fu- 
tility of his first assaults had been 
demonstrated, saw that this ridge was 
the key to the position. If he could 
seize it and hold it with his guns, he 
could send his men through the shel- 
tered ravine and take the thin Union 
line in reverse. He could extend op- 
posite either flank of it, or the center, 
and no soldiers that ever lived could 
have held that position then. 

Thomas had been equally quick in 
the varying phases of the battle to de- 
tect the vital importance of the ridge 
to the position on which he was mak- 
ing his last stand, but he was helpless 
to seize it. He had not a single soldier 
that he could put in it. His men were 
fighting with the energy and courage 
of despair. His attenuated lines were 
liable to be pierced at half a dozen 
points at any moment. To withdraw a 
regiment, a company, a man, would 
leave a hole which could only be filled 
by the enemy. 

He began to despair at last, but there 
was nothing that he could do but hold 
on as he was. He had heard nothing 
from Rosecrans yet. He could hope 
for no re-enforcements now. If Long- 
street seized that ridge, it would be 
goodby to them. These were his final 
thoughts, but it was with anguish un- 
speakable that he saw the preparations 
being made to occupy the ridge.

A DEFINITION OF MONOPOLY 


Fine or Imprisonment, or Eoth, For 
Violation Which Are 
Complete Sub.titutes For the Little.

fivid Measure—VFive Dissenters 
Washington, Feb. 17.—The senate 
committee on the judiciary yesterday 
concluded consideration of the Little- 
field anti-trust bill and decided to re- 
port it to the senate with a uumber of 
The 
most important changes were mude in 
connection with sections 6 and 7 of the 
house bill, for which the senate com- 
mittee will recommend complete sub- 
stitutes. 

Section 6, as the bill passed the 
house, prohibited persons engaged in 
violating the provisions of the law 
from using any of the instrumentali- 
ties of interstate commerce. This pur- 
pose is retained in the substitute of the 
senate committee, but the scope of the 
provision is enlarged, so that 2s agreed 
on, it reads as follows: 

“That no corporation engaged in the 
p.oduction, manufacture or sale of any 


very important amendments. 


articie which may be the subject of 
interstate commerce attempting to 
monopolize the production, manufac- 


ture or sale thereof in any state. by 
discrimination in prices, or by giving 
special privileges or rebates, or in any 
other manner whatever, in order to pre- 
vent or hinder competition therein, with 
respect to such article, shall in any 
way engage in interstate conunerce for 
the purpose of aiding or facilitating 
either directly or indirectly, such pro- 
duction, manufacture or sale with in- 
tent to monopolize the production, 
manufacture or «le of any such article; 
nor shall any other person or eorpora- 
tion in any way engage in interstate 
commerce, in buying, selling, or dispos- 
{ing of any such article of commerce, 
for the purpose of enabling such first- 
meutioned corporation to engage or to 
continue to engage in such production, 
manufacture or sale with such inte it. 
The business of auy person or corpora- 
tion engaged in the manufactare, pro- 
duction or sale of any mannfuctured 
article that may be the subject of in- 
terstate commerce which by ceason of 
ownership or control of lands, growiig 
timber or other vegetable products, or 
containing iron or other 
minerals or metals used in the manu- 
facture of such articles, or by reason of 
ownership or control of the instru- 
mentalities of manufacture, production, 
or sale shall have the vower to control 
or affect, in whole or in part, the prices 
of said articles throughout the United 


coal, oil, 


States, so as to prevent, forestall, 
stifie, destroy or hinder competition 
therein, and which shall be so con- 


ducted, in whole or in part, as to pre- 
vent, forestall, stifle, destroy, or hinder 
such competition, is hereby declared to 
be a monopoly within the meantag of 
this section. The foregoing definition 
shall not be held to include a busiiess 
founded on a secret process, so long as 
the secret is confined to one manufac- 
turer or producer. 

“Any person violating either of the 
provisions of this section or aidiag, 
abetting, assisting, or counselling any 
other person or corporation to violate 
the same, shall, on conviction, be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than $5000 
or by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not more than five years, or by Loth, 
such fine and imprisonment at the 
discretion of the court. Any corpora- 
tion violating the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall for every such act forfeit to 
the United States the sum of $5000 to 
be recovered as in other cases of penal- 
ties; and for the purpose of suid for- 
feiture every sale of goods, wares or 
merchandise for shipment outside the 
state where said corporation is located 
and doing business with the intent so 
to monopolize, and every contract for 
such sale and every shipment of such 
@rticles pursuant to such sale or con- 
tract and every act of discri nination 
with such intent in prices, or of giving 
Special privileges or rebates, shall be 
considered a violation of this sectio 1.” 

Section 7 of the house bill imposes a 
fine of $5000 on common carriers for the 
violation of this act or the existiiz 
interstate commerce law. The sub- 
stitute uses the word “corporation” in- 
stead of the words “common carrier” 
ang provides for a forfeit to the United 
States and adds: 

“For thé purpose of said forfeiture 
every sale of goods, wares or mer- 
chandise for shipment outside the state 
where said corporation is located and 
doing business and every contract for 
such sale, and every shipment of such 
articles pursuant to such sale, or con- 
tract, and if such corporation be a 
common carrier, every day that it en- 
gages in the business of carrying on 
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violation cf this section.” 

A fine afier $5000 or imprisonment 
for five years or both is imposed on per- 
sons who may knowinzly cause or aid 
any corporation to violate these stat- 
utes. 

It was over these two substitutes that 
the committee had its sharpest contest 
and closest votes. They were carried 
by the full Democratic vote with the 
assistance of three Republicans, the 
senators voting for the amendments be- 
ing Messrs. Hoar, Nelson and Me- 
Comas, Republicans, and Bacon, Pettus, 
Turner, Blackburn and Culberson, 
Democrats. The negative yotes were 
cast by Senators Platt «Conn.), Clark 
(Wyo.), Fairbanks, Simon and Depew, 


PRESIDENT IS FIRM 


Will Appoint Crum During Recess If 
Senate Fails to Confirm

Washington, Feb. 17.—President 
Roosevelt expressed to those sen:- 
tors who called on him yesterday *he 


hope that the senate would confirm the 
nomination of D. H. Crum to be collector 
of the port of Charleston. The presi- 
dent has no intention of withdrawing 
the nomination and desing. that the 
sepate take definite action’ on it. 

Since the adverse report of the senate 
committee on commerce a deputation 
of senators advised the withdrawal of 
the nomination on the ground that it 
would hurt the prestige of the adminis- 
tration to have the senate formally 
vote for rejection. 

The senators warued him that if he 
declined to withdraw the nomination, 
the senate might refuse to vote on it 
and leave it “hung up” at the close of 
the session. The president's answer 
was that if the senate let the session 
die without voting either contrmation 
or rejection, his present purpose vas 
to make Dr. Crum a recess appointee. 
He was not in the habit, he added, of 
making positive and irrevocable fore- 
cast of his conduct under any purticu- 
lar conditions, and he should not do 
so Low. 


Wilhelmina May Name Umpire 

Washington, Feb. 17.—Queen Wil- 
helmina of the Netherlands may be re- 
quested by the Washington government 
to name the umpire who shail pass on 
the claim of the United States against 
Venezuela in the event that the persons 
tamed by the United States and Vene- 
zuela cannot agree. This is intended 
as a compliment to the sovereign of the 
country at whose capital The Hague 
tribunal sits. Great Britain, Germany 
and Italy, in their protocols, provide 
that the King of Spain shall naiae the 
umpire. 


Artillery Lieutenant Resigns 
Washington, Feb. 17.—The president 
has accepted the resignation of Second 
Lieutenant Hamilton, artillery sorps, to 
take effect at once “for the good of the 
service,” on the recommendation of 
General Davis, communding the troops 
in the Philippines. General Davis 
eabled his recommendution and said 
he would forward the fects in the case 
by mail.

Endured by Passengers on the 
Uf-Fated Madiana 


HUDDLED UP IN DARKNESS | 


While Great Seas Drenched All on 
Board—Signal Rockets Accidentally 
Destroyed— Wreckers Got Drunk on 
Stolen Wine—Story of a Passenger 


New York, Feb. 17.—The 
line steamer Pretoria, which 


Quebec 
arrived 
yesterday fronf Bermuda, brought 11 
passengers and 49 members of the crew 
of the wrecked steamer Madiana of the 
Quebec Steamship company. Purser 
Grisset of the Madiana was among those 
who returned. 

Edwin Ives of Mont-lair, N. J,, tells 
an interesting story of the experiences 
of the passengers. They were awak- 
ened, he said, by the officers, and after 
reaching the deck and donning life pre- 
servers returned to their staterooms to 
secure their belongings. By this time 
the lights had gone out, the steamer 
was filling with water and the dashing 
of the waves on the vessel's side all 
added to the confusion. * The moon 
came out and provided light by which 


the passengers could arrange their 
clothing, but it was soon hidden by 


clouds and all huddled on the deck wait- 
ing for the unknown something to 
happen. 

This lasted for two hours, the seas 
all the time breuking over the stranded 
steamer, drenching the passengers and 
crew. The wind was blowing a gale 
and it was feared that the vessel would 
slip off into deep water. When day 
broke, however, it was found that she 
was firmly settled on the rocks and was 
surrounded by reefs. Before this 
someone had found a box of rockets, 
but carelessly dropped a lighted match 
into the box, setting them all off at 
once, leaving the shipwrecked people 
without a means of communication 
with passing vessels. To add to the 
excitement the burning rockets set fire 
to the bridge, but the biaze was extin- 
guished by the big seas. 

The Pretoria passed without seeiig 
the stranded shig and it was 9 o'clock 
before the tug Gladisfen came to the 
rescue, anchoring about half a mile off. 
Three of the Madiana boats had been 
smashed by the seas, leaving but three 
with which to transfer the passengers. 
These were launched with difficulty 
and then began the work of getting the 
passengers into them. ‘The three poats 
and others from the tug transferred the 
women and children, and later in the 
day a lighter took the men off. 

“While the Madiana was still pound- 
ing on the rocks the work of pillage and 
destruction began by the wreckers,” 
said Mr.Ives. “ibese fiends broke into 
the stores and the property of those on 
board. Some entered the steward’s 
store and found some wine. Many of 
them got drunk. We soon made the 
trip to Hamilton. Noone was hurt, but 
how it happened that there were no 
broken limbs I do not know.” 

An impressive incident of the wreck, 
as told by the passengers, was that 
while they were huddled together in the 
dark, with the water shaking the vessel, 
a man broke outin prayer. It was not 
an excited prayer, they said, put that 
of a man who had a firm faith in his 
God and who called upon him for de- 
liverance. They were in darkness, ex- 
pecting that the vessel would slip off 
into deep water, when suddenly a man’s 
voice was heard: 

“Oh God, you have promised to de- 
liver us. Our God deliver us now.” 

Rey. C. H. Dalrymple of Oakdale, 
Mass., told the story of the boat going 
on the reef and of the calling of the 
passenger to the deck. He said that 
there. was no panic and that the officers 
behaved bravely. ‘Ihe officers had 
some trouble with the crew. There 
were sone foreigners who became ex- 
cited and wanted to get into the boats. 
This was before they were launched. 
They climbed into one of the boats srd 
were evidently going to get off as soon 
as they could. Captain Fraser heard 
of their actions and went to the boat. 
‘I will shoot the first man who does rot 
go to his place.” His hand reached 
significantly toward his pocket. The 
men obeyed him and discipline was 
restored.”

We have not had sufficient 
light to place ourselves on record in 
favor of an amendment to the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

Councilman Bass explained petition 
and order. The order adopted at the 
last meeting instructed the special 
committee to favor municipal fuel 
yards, but was silent relative to the 
coal mines. He requested reading of 
petition. 

President Alden read the petition. 

Councilman Nickerson asked Council- 
man Bass if he favored government 
ownership by coal fields. 

Councilman Bass said he was not 
prepared to answer, but would show by 
his vote. He said the gathering at the 
hearing did favor. It seemed necessary 
if we were to have municipal fuel yards 
that there should be government owner- 
ship of coal fields and certain railroads, 
that there should be no discrimination 
against the city. 

Councilman Nickerson did not’ think 
the sentiment of Quincy in favor of 


order, and he “was not afraid to say 
he was not, although Councilmen had 
been threatened with defeat next year 


if they oppose. 

Councilman Nichols 
was no sentiment in favor of order. 
Haste not necessary. Only coal was 
mentioned, but it would next be pro- 
posed to extend to other things. He 
was of the opinion that municipal coal 
yards would prove a benefit, and was in 
favor of anything for the public good, 
but could pot vote for affirmation of this 
order.

Heavy Fall of Snow Last 
Night.

Drifted Badly in Many 
Places.

Electrics Stalled—Trains and Mails 
Late. 


The storm of Monday night and to- 
day will pass as the most severe of the 
winter. It snuwed at intervals all day 
Monday, but although the wind was 
northwest, it was not heavy, and the 
snow that fell did not drift much. 

Several times during the day it ap- 
parently cleared off, only to commence 
to storm again in a few minutes, 

At 6o’clock there was a storm of 
fine snow, but as evening drew on it 
increased in violence until at midnight 
it became a howling blizzard. 

As the wind increased in violence, 


the snow was blown about in cutting, 
blinding clouds, which caused some 
drifts. 


The electrics which had been run- 
ning on time all day, began to be late 
during the latter part of the evening, 
and while the regular schedule trips 
were maintained, the late cars were 
way behind time. The company’s big 
plougbs were kept running over all 
lines but the wind would blow the 
snow back upon the tracks as fast as 
it could be ploughed out. 

The ploughs were kept at work all 
night but could do little more than 
keep the snow from packing down too 
solid on the tracks. No attempt was 


made to run cars on any of the lines 
during the morning hours. 
Commissioner Knowlton had his 


gang of men out bright and early clear- 
ing street crossings and sidewalks, but 
those whose business called them out 
found that the walking in the street 
ear tracks was fully as easy as vn the 
sidewalks. 

The no-school signal was sounded at 
7.30, and again at 11.30, and parents 
were no doubt glad to have their chil- 
dren at home, especially the boys whose 
services could be utilized in clearing 
paths. 

The street railway commenced to run 
its cars about 10 o’clock this moraing 
and while the best of time was not 
made, the lines were kept open, which 
was the main thing. 

Travel on the steam railroad was 
pearly as bad as on the street railway. 
All the ontward trains up to J1 o’clock 


were an houror two late, and the in- 
ward trains were fully as bad. The in- 
ward Plymouth train went through 


Quincy an hour and a half late and the 
inward Newport train was two hours 
late. Up to 11 o’clock the Cape trains 
had not been heard from. By noon, 
however, the trains between Quincy 
and Boston were running nearly on 
time.

“TOWARD THE SOUND OF THE CANNON.” 
WAY off on Ringgold road 
three small brigades of the 
Union army under Major 


on thelr arms around McAffee church 
on that dreadful Sunday morning.

HOMAS’ position could not be

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The blue troops on the hillswere com- 
ing now. With fixed bayonets they 
came pouring down the slope.

SESSIONS AT CARACAS 


Our Venezue'an Claims Go to 
a Commission 


HAY-BOWEN PACT SIGNED 


Queen Wilhelmina to Name Umpire 
to Preside Over Deliberations and 
Decide Questions Upon Which Com- 
missioners May Disagree 


Washington, Feb. 18.--Secretary Hay, 
for the United States, and Mr. Bowen, 
for Venezuela, yesterday signed: a 
protocol providing for the adjustment 
of United States claims against Vene- 
zuela. 

The protocol is expected to serve as 
a model for similar instruments to be 
arranged with the other claimant pow- 


rs. It provides as follows: 


Article 1—All claims owned by citi- 
zens of the United States of America 
against the rebublic of Venezuela, 
which have not been settled by diplo- 
matic agr2ement or by arbitration be- 
tween the two governments and which 
shall have been presented to the coin- 
mission hereinafter named by the de- 
partinent of state of the United States 
or its legation at Caracas, shall be ex- 
amined and decided by a mixed com- 
mission which shall sit at Caracas, and 
which shall consist of two members, 
one of whom is to be appointed by the 
President of the United States and the 
other by the President of Venezuela. 

It is agreed that an umpire may be 
named by the Queen of The Nether- 
lands. If either of said commissioners 
or the umpire shall fail or vease to act, 
his successor shall be sppointed in the 
same manner as hic predecessor. Said 
commissioners and umpire are to be ap- 
pointed before May 1, 1903. 

The commissioners and the umpire 
shall meet in the city of Carucas on 
June 1, 1903. The umpire shall pre- 
side over their deliberations and shall 
be competent to decide any question 
on which the commissioners disagree. 
Before assuming the functions of theic 
office the commissioners and the um- 
pire shall take solemn oath carefully 
to examine and impartially decide all 
claims submitted to them. The com- 
missioners, or in case of their disagree- 
ment, the umpire shall decide all claims 
upou u basis of absolute equity, with- 
out regard to objections of a technical 
nature or of the provisions of local 
legislation. 

The decisions of the commission and 
in the event of their disagre>ment, 
those of the umpire, shall be final and 
conclusive. They shall be in writing. 
All awards shall be made payable in 
United States gold, or its equivalent in 
silver. 

Article If —The commissioners, or um- 
pire, as the case may be, shall investi- 
gate and decide said claims upon such 
evidence or information only as shall 
be furnished by or on behalf of the 
respective governments. They shall 
be bound to receive and consider all 
written documents or _ statements 
which may be presented to thein by or 
on behalf of the respective govxern- 
meuts in support of or in answer to any 
claim and to hear oral or written argu- 
ments made by the agent of each gov- 
ernment on every cleim. In case of 
their failure to agree in opinion upon 
any individual claim the unipire shall 
decide. 

Every claim shall ke formally pre- 
sented to the commissioners within 30 
days from the day of their first meet- 
ing unless the commissioners or the 
umpire in any case extend the period for 
presenting the claim not exceeding 
three months longer. The commis- 
sioners shall be bound to examine and 
decide upon every claim within six 
mouths from the day of its first formal 
presentation and in case of their dis- 
agreement the umpire shall exawine 
and decide within a corresponding 
period from the date of such disagree- 
ment. 

Article I1I—The commissioners and 
the umpire shall keep an accurate rec- 
ord of their proceedings. For that pur- 
pose each commissioner shall appoint a 
secretary, versed in the language of 


ED OS SS, 
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both countriés. to assist them in th 
transaction of the business of the eo 


mission. Except as herein stipulated 
all questions of procedure shall ye left 
to the determination of the commission, 
or in case of their disagreeinert, to the 
umpire. 

Article I[V—Reasona ble compensation 
to the commissioners and to the umpire 
for their services and expenses, and the 
other expenses of said arbitration. are 
to be paid in equal moieties by the con- 
tracting parties. 

Article V—In order to pay the total 
amount of the claims to be adjudicated 
as aforesaid, and other claims of citi- 
zens or subjects of other nations, the 
government of Venezuela shall set {part 
for this purpose and alienate to no other 
purpose, beginning with the month of 
March, 1903, 30 percent in monthly 
payments of the customs revenues of 
La Guaira and Puerto Cabello, and the 
payments thus set aside shali be divided 
and distributed in conformity with the 
decision of The Hague tribunal. 

In case of the failure to carry out the 
above agreement Belgian officials shall 
be placed in charge of the customs of 
the two ports and shall administer them 
until the liabilities of the Venezuelan 
government in respect of the above 
claims shall have been discharged. 
The reference of the question above 
stated to The Hague tribun:! will be the 
subject of a separate ptocol. 

Article VI—All existing and nusatis- 
fied awards in favor of the United 
States shall be promptly paid, «.ccord- 
ing te the terms of the respective 
awards.

Establishment of War Tax 
Caracas, Feb. 18.—A presidential de- 
cree issued yesterday establishes a war 
contribution in the form of an extra 


duty of 30 percent to be levied on all 
imports. The export duty on coffee is 
made 2 bolivar; per bag’s weight, on 
cocoa 16 bolivars and on hides 4 bolivars 
per 100 pounds.

Reduces the Force by 
Fifteen Men. 


“| A Saving of $1,475 to the City 


in Pay Roll. 


If the changein the Fire department, 
as recommended by Mayor Bryant goes 
into effect it will reduce the number of 
call menu by 15, and result in ya saving 
of $1475 in the pay roll. 

The Fire department as at present or- 
ganized includes a Chief Engineer and 
three assistants, a superintendent of 
fire alarm, 13 permanent men and 79 
men. 

At present the companies are com- 
posed as follows: 


Hose 1,—15 men, 2 permavent. 
Hose 2,—6 men, 1 permanent. 
Hose 3,—7 men, 1 permanent. 
Hose 4,—7 men, 1 permanent. 

H. & L. 1,—15 men, 1 permanent. 
U. & L. 2, —11 men, 1 permanent. 
H, & L. 3,—11 men, 1 permanent. 
Hose 5,—10 men. 

Chemical 2,—11 men, 2 permanent. 


There are in all, connected with the 
department, 97 men. If reduced 15 
there will be 82, and aside from Houghs 
Neck but 72 if all respond to fight 
Quincy fires. _ All companies do not 
respond now on the first alarm. 

The reduction in Fire department ap- 
propriations, as proposed, is greater 
than the Mayor’s total redactien in cur 
rent expenses in the annual budget. 
The total reduction in Fire department 
estimates is $4,575.00 but otber depart- 
ments gain, as the total estimates of 
Mayor's departments for current expen- 
ses are but $2,550 less than last year. 

While Chief Engineer Williams is non- 
commital on the scheme of Mayor Bry- 
ant to cut off fifteen of the call men of 
the department, he is evidently not 
carried away with the idea. With a 
large fire, he says, he does not consid- 
or the present force any too large, and 
he is adverse to crippling the efficiency 
of the department. That there are not 
any too many men in the department 
at present, Chief Witliams cites the fire 
in the street railway car barn where 
ten streams of water were in use, and 
the men were so thoroughly tired out 
after the fire that they were hardly 
abfe to pick up the frozen hose.

that reason called the court poct, has 
written an article on “Germany and the 
Monroe doctrine” in which he says it is 
clearly in a line with Germany's in- 
terest and policy to join with the United 
States in maintaining the doctrine, and 
expresses the hope that the United 
States will extend its authority over all 
Latin America. 

“This,” the poet says, “may be the 
greatest struggle of the 2vth century. 
It will be a contest of the Germanic 
race against Latindom. Germany 
started the struggle against it in 1870 
and America continued it in 1898. Itis 
the inevitable strife of the Germanic 
against the Latin races, which nust con- 
tinue unt!) the Germanic race is su- 
preme. In this struggle no German 
can be in dout as to where his sym- 
pathies and active aid should go.” 

Herr Von Wildenbruch urges Ger- 
many to make an explicit and positive 
declaration in favor of the Monroe doc- 
trine, so that all the world may know 
where she stands and thus remove any 
doubt whatever that Germany is with 
the United States and that Germany 
has absolutely no occasion to be hostile 
to the Monroe doctrine, and on every 
eccasion to support it. 


Promotion For Von Quadt 

Washington, Feb. 18—It is under- 
stood that the Berlin foreign office 
shortly will announce, the appointment 
of a new first secretary of embassy 
at Washington to succeed Count Von 
Quedt. In recognition of Von Quadt's 
services here it is expected that Em- 
peror Wiliiam will promote him to a 
more important post.

The bulletin gives tbe results 
of the examination of the different 
feeds found in Massachusetts markets 
as well as a description of the 
composition and feeding value of a 
number of new feeds, making special 
reference to dried distillers’ grains.

ADDICKS STATES TERMS 


Under Which Delaware Sena- 
tors Can Be Elected 


ADDICKS MEN OR HIMSELF 


Must be the Choice In Any Event— 
No Man Who Refuses to Vote For 
Him In the Legislature Can Ever 
Hold Office In Delaware 


Wilmington, Del., Feb. 17.—The fol- 
lowing statement was issued last night 
by J. E. Addicks, the Union Republi- 
can candidate for United States senator: 

THE SENATORIAL SITUATION. 

On the Republican side there are but 
two things the bolters can do. First, 
the 10 men now voting against J. Kd- 
ward Addicks can come into a common 
caucus of 31 Republicans. In this case 
Mr. Addicks will withdraw and bis 21 
friends will nominate two Unfon Re- 
publican senators as near to Mr. Ad- 
dicks as possible and the whole 31 will 
elect them. Of course, if the bolters 
can find any way whereby 10 men can 
beat 21, they can nominate one of the 
senators. 

Second, each side can elect one sena- 
tor without dictation from the other 
side. In this case Mr. Addicks will be 
the choice of the Union Republicans. 
No dictation will be permitted by the 
Union Republicans. 

On the Democratic side the Demo- 
crats can join the bolters and elect any- 
body the coalition pieases. ‘This can- 
not be prevented by the Union Kepub- 
licans, and they would not lift a hand to 
prevent it. 

As to the future position of the Union 
Republicans, in no event will auy more 
notice be taken of the bolters in New- 
castle county. No more common 
primaries will be tolerated which would 
be binding on bolters. No man who 
refused to vote for J. Edward Addicks 
in the legislature will ever be allowed 
to hold any office in Delaware, nor will 
any bolter sympathizers be permitted 
to come to the front. Union Lepubli- 
cans will nominate a straight ticket in 
Wilmington and throughout the state 
in the long future. 

As to the appointments, Congressman 
Ball cannot get a federal appointment. 
After March 4 the appointments, sc- 
cording to custom, ought to go to the 
chairman of the Union Republican 
state committee and the national com- 
mitteeman, J. Edward Addicks. We 
will see where the power will lic.

CARE OF SHOES. 


How to Preserve and Keep Them Ina 
Good Cendition. 

Shoes are a large item in a woman's 
expense and a large item in her per- 
sonal appearance. The economical wo- 
nan possesses several pairs of shoes. A 
change about is restful to the feet and 
saves wear and tear on the boots. 

She tries to have on hand always a 
pair of heavy walking boots, a pair of 
lightweight boots, a pair of house 
shoes, ties or slippers, according to 
taste, and a pair of bedroom slippers, 
also a pair of foot holds and a pair of 
storm overshoes. 

Calfskin boots need good, honest at- 
tention, says the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch. They should be kept clean and 
blacked as trimly as a man’s. This can 
be done at home or by the professional 
at the shop where they have been pur- 
chased. 

Laced shoes should be snugly laced 
so as to keep the wrinkles around the 
ankles from getting loose and shape 
less. Several pairs of laces should be 
kept in a woman's emergency box, for 
a knotted shoe lace is an abomination. 

Shoe thread 1s, after all, better than 
the patent fasteners, although requir- 
ing more attention, because the fasten- 
ers are often clumsy and sometimes 
tear the leather. 

All leather will wear better if an oc- 
easional generous bath of vaseline Is 
given it. A quantity may be rubbed on 
and into the leather, then this carefully 
rubbed off and the gloss restored by a 
brisk polishing with the palm of the 
hand. 

This is the” best possible method for 
keeping patent leather shoes in good 
condition. Keep them well rubbed with 
vaseline and never put them on until 
a soft rubbing with a flannel or the 
hand has warmed and softened the 
leather. Keep them rolled in flannel or 
cotton when not in use, thus protecting 
them from extremes of heat and cold, 
and keep the toes stuffed into shape 
with cotton. 


How to Prepare a Fomentation. 

How many people wring out a fomen- 
tation quite wrongly! The right way is 
as follows: Place a towel across a 
hand basin, with the ends hanging 
over. Put on this a double piece of flan- 
nel, and fold the towel over from the 
sides. Then pour on boiling water, and 
wring by the ends. Take the flannel 
out, give it a shake and apply lightly 
at once. 


How to Clean Ermine. 
Ermine that is slightly soiled may be 
cleaned without sending it to the fur- 
rier, where its handling will be expen- 
sive. Napbtha will clean it excellent- 
ly, but the process is rather a risky 
one. If undertaken out of doors and 
on not too cold a day, when sometimes 
the air is so charged with electricity 
that a little rubbing will produce a 
spark, there should be no trouble. Put 
a half gallon of naphtha in a foot tub 
and immerse the fur collar, muff or 
whatever it may be, lifting it in and 
out several times and rubbing any 
soiled spots. Dry in the sun, a part of 

the process which is necessary. 


How to Clean Black Lace. 

If you have some black lace that 
looks hopelessly rusty, soak it for some 
hours in a solution of vinegar and wa- 
ter (two tablespoonfuls of the former 
to a pint of the latter is about the right 
proportion); then rinse in cold coffee 
and iron while damp in two pieces of 
flannel. It is wonderful how this treat- 


stamps that are stuck together without 
destroying the paste, so that they can 
be used without another application of 
paste, says the Scientific American. 
This can be done by dipping the 
stamps in water for a few seconds (not 
as long as is usually done), shaking off 
the excess of water and heating with 
a match as much as possible without 
burning. The heat expands the water 
between the stamps and separates 
them, so that they can be easily pulled 
apart. They are then ready for use. 


How to Tell a Good Cow. 

The two essential and vital points 
in the dairy cow are a large middle 
and light quarters, said Professor 
Haecker before the Minnesota Dairy- 
men. Having secured the deep bodied 
spare cow there is no objection to the 
fancy points, provided they do not in- 
terfere with the two mentioned. 


How to Peel Apples. 

In peeling apples the brown stain 
that generally appears on peeled slices 
ean be avolded by setting each slice as 
it is peeled in a basin of cold water. 
Thus no contact with the air is possl- 
ble, and the stain is avoidable. The 
water draws out the acids, and there is 
a sacrifice of flavor to color if this plan 
ts used and the apples soaked too long. 
Any discolored slices will turn white 
again if rubbed witb a piece of lemon. 


How to Make Nut Sandwiches. 

Use English walnuts, hickory nuts or 
peanuts for these. Chop the meats very 
fine and mix with enough cream cheese 
to make a nice moist paste; season with 
salt and cayenne or salt and a little 
sugar; spread on very thin slices of 
white bread that has been lightly but- 
tered. 


How to Clean Copper. 

Half a lemon dipped in salt cleans 
copper beautifully, and a lemon from 
which most of the juice has been 
squeezed does just as well as a freshly 
cut one. Rinse the copper in clean, hot 
water afterward. Dry and polish witb 
a clean, soft cloth. 


How to Make Peanut Batter. 
Pound or grind freshly roasted pea- 
nuts to a powder and work into two ta- 
blespoonfuls of this a heaping table- 
spoonful of butter.

Panama Company? s Offer Accepted

own offense. Gardner was indicted, 
tried and convicted of implication on 


the prostitution of the police depart- 
ment of Minneapolis. Ile Was sen- 
tenced to six years, but appealed on $10,- 
000. As the sureties were hard to 
obtain, he went to jail in defauit of bail 
for a short time. 


Gardner was 4 young medica! stu- 
dent in 1901 in Dr. Ames’ office. Upon 


the mayors inauguration Gardner be- 
came his confidential agent. His au- 
thority, whether actually conferred by 
the mnayor or not, was not disputed, and 
he roomed about ‘tribute, it is 
alleged, upon those whose trade de- 
pended upon theic contributions. 

Gardner has laid before the grand 
jury the secrets of the mayor's office. 
He has explained how the assessments 
were made, and has declared tit he 
forced payments from law breakers that 
he might deliver the proceeds for the 
indiscriminate licensing to the mayor. 

As, according to Gardner's testimony, 
there was but one palm between the 
giver and the recipieut of the bvibe, 
the prosecuting authorities feel sure 
that the late associate of the mayor 
can supply the substantial proof they 
have lacked heretofore.

disinfected and it is declared safe by 
the chief of the cattle bureau cr its 
agents for them to enter places where 
uninfected animals are kept.”

acas. Judgment was piven in favor of 
Rudloff’s heirs, admitting their claim 
for the large amount of $700,000 to be

The United States legation watched 
the case very closely. Secretary hus- 
sell and Naval Attache Johnston at- 
tended the sessions of the court and fol- 
lowed the arguments. The decision is 
interesting, inasmuch as the German 
and British legations have maintained 
that justice for foreigners does not ex- 
ist in Venezuela. 


Washington, Feb. 19—The Rudloff 
claim was one of the largest brought by 
American citizens against the Venezue- 
lan government and had it not been set- 
tled would have come up for adjudica- 
tion before the mixed commission pro- 
vided for in the protocol signed here on 
Tuesday by Secretary Hay and Mr.

Mr. Quay took a copy of the Colombia 
constitution trom quite a large pile of 
documents which lay on his desk and 
when he asked that it be read the Ke- 
publican senators sitting near hina im- 
mediately concluded that he had united 
with Senator Morgan and that the step 
Was intended to force the acceptance of 
the statehood bill. 

The anti-statehood Republican sena- 
tors made no concealment of their sur- 
| prise at Quay’s preceeding and all of 
them who would express an opiion at 
all said that the move would not re 
sult in the passage of the statehood bill 
whatever might be its effect upon the 
treaty. They did not believe that it 
would prevent ratification of the treaty. 

Before Mr. Quay took the floor Mr. 
Hoar mide a brief speech in support of 
the treaty, saying that since the Spoon- 
er uct had become a law the CLnited 
States was in honor bound to consuin- 
mate the transaction provided fur by 
that act. 

Mr. Quay made no explanation he- 
yond saying that the documents would 
throw light on the subject and that he 
thought that especially at this time the 
senate sliould be informed as to the pro- 
visions of the constitution of the cuun- 
try with which the United States Is do- 
ing business. 

This step on his part was taken asa 
notice that he meant to assist in the op- 
position to the treaty and it was then 
recalled that during Wednesday's ex- 
ecutive session, and while Mr. Morgan 
was still speaking, Mr. Quay suggested 
the absence of a quorum, thus helping 
to make it easy for the Alabama senator. 

After the reading of the Colomulan 
constitution had been concluded, which 
required about two hours’ tire, Mr. 
Morgan continued the speech he had 
begun Wednesday. He discussed espe- 
cially what he characterized asa dis- 
crepancy between the terms of the act 
of June 2S last, authorizing the pur- 
chase of the Panama Canal compauy’s 
frauchises and property and the terms 
of the treaty. He quoted from the 
treaty the clause providing for the lease 
ot the canal zone and from the act the 
languiuge of the second section authoriz- 
ing the president to acquire perpetual 
control of a strip of land six miles in 
width. and charged that the two were 
utterly inconsistent. 

The presentation of this point led to 
on animated debate in which seven or 
eight senators joined. In the main the 
Denocratic senators contended that the 
treaty does not coincide with, or carry 
out the terms of the act, and that tlere- 
fore another act of appropriation would 
be necessary before the treaty could be

JOHN HANCOCK. (THE JEW'S BURDEN. 


Hearing at State House on Erec- 
tion of a Memorial. 


The hearing of the Committee on 
State House on the resolve to expend 
ten thousand dollars for a statue of 
John Hancock, to be located in the 
State House is reported by the Trans- 
cript as follows: 

On the committee table was the 
model for the statue, made by Cyrus E. 
Dallin, the well-known sculptor, which 
was long ago approved by the Boston 
Art Commission, and Representative 
Abram English Brown, a Son of the 
Revolution, particularly called the at- 
tention of the committee to the fact 
that this was the only measure pro- 
posing statues this year which was not 
tentative in its nature. He had his 
model, and knew just what he wanted. 
He presented petitions from residents 
of some thirty towns in aid of the 
resolve, 

Mr. Brown interestingly sketched the 
story of Hancock’s life. The proud, 
manly figure of John Hancock stood 
out with peculiar significance during 
the period of the Revolution. He was 
seen more prominently in three acts of 
the great drama. 

First, on the night of Paul Revere’s 
ride, when Hancock was one of the 
men sleeping in the little parsonage at 
Lexington, his capture being of more 
moment to the king than the destruc- 
tion of the military stores secreted at 
Concord. 

Then when the proclamation of 
amouesty was declared, two names were 
exempt, the sins of these men being 
declared to be of ‘‘too flagitious’’ a 
nature to admit of other than condign 
punishment. One of these was Han- 
cock, 

The third act was when Hancock, the 
President of the Continental Congress, 
wrote his name first on the Declaration 
of Independence *‘ so that all men could 
see it and time could not efface it, ’'— 
as he himself said, ‘‘so that King 
George could see to read it without bis 
spectacles, ’’ 

He returned to Boston to become a 
selectman, was a leader in the conven- 
tion to draft aconstitution for the State 
and was made its first governor, serving 
by reelection fourteen years, until his 
death in 1797, with the exception of 
two years when ill-health prevented him 
from performing the duties of the 
office. Mr. Brown believed the statue 
should be provided to maintain the 
dignity of the Commonwealth, to in- 
spire patrivtism in rising generations, 
and because it was demanded by so 
many petitioners. 

Ex-Senator Alva S. Wood of Woburn, 
Mr. Kimball, representing the Sons of 
the American Revolution, Mr. Floyd of 
Suffolk Chapter of the same organiza- 
tion, favored the resolve. Mr. Brown 
read a letter from Mrs. Daniel Lothrop 
of Concord and from John Hancock 
Chapter, S. A. R., favoring the meas- 
ure.

The witness disclaimed any intention 
of fraud. He testitied that President 
Clark of the Lank advised the action, 
and that the money was needed to take 
care of notes made by a corporation in 
Which Director Rice of the bank was 
interested. These notes, in which Dick- 
inson himself had no interest beyond 
that he had placed them in his capacity 
as a note broker, were in danger of go- 
ing to protest, and Dickinson says the 
money realized by his overdrafts, which 
the South Danvers bank loaned, was 
used to ineet such notes. He also testi- 
fied that he subsequently made consider- 
able effort to increase his account at the 
South Danvers bank to balance his over- 
drafts. He claims that this particular 
series of transactions was made in go 
faith, and the same general line of de- 
fense against the other charges is iv- 
dicated.

Rabbi Fleischer Addresses the 


Monday Evening Club. 


The Atlantic Monday Evening club 
were treated to an exceedingly fine ad- 
dress on Tuesday evening by Rabbi 
Fleisher of Boston on ‘‘The Jews.’’ 
The evening of the gathering was 
changed to Tuesday to suit the conven- 
ience of the lecturer. 

The Rabbi endeavored to correct some 
false impressions regarding the Jews. 
First, in respect to their being a nation 
and anxious to return to Palestine and 
fulfil their destiny there. He declared 
there was at present no Jewish nation 
but the Jew was a part of the nation 
and the people he was among. 

He deplored the incorrect instruction 
given to children of both Catholics and 
Protestants concerning the Crucifixion. 
The fact that crucifixion was a common 
form of punishment in the time of 
Jesus is not usually presented to them 
but they are told tbat Jesus was cruci- 


fied by the Jews and from that moment 


conceive a dislike for the Jews on that 
account. Whereas Jesus was not cru- 
cified by the Jews but by the Romans 
who had been in power for fifty years 
preceding His death. Jesus himself 
was a Jew, 

The Jews of that day did not crucify 
Jesus, neither are the Jews of today 
responsible for His death. Rabbi 
Fleischer said that he loved the charac- 
ter of Jesus and he could never have 
consented to His death. 

The prejudice aroused against the 


Jews from this one circumstance has 


been an injustice and burden that they 
have borne for nineteen hundred years. 
This prejudice is unworthy any thought- 
ful mind and should give way before 
the fact that a Jew is a man, as Catho- 
lic or a Protestant or a Mobammedan 
is a man, and as such, ignoring differ- 
ences but standing on the high common 
plane of the brotherhood of man should 
be permitted_to take his place unfet- 
tered by social aversion or distrust. 
The word ‘‘Jew,’’ he said, was an 
Anglo-Saxon corruption of the French 


word ‘‘Juif’’ and ‘‘Sheenie’’ from the 


French ‘‘chien,’’ meaning ‘‘dog,’’ 
changed first to ‘‘sheen’’ and after- 
wards easily to ‘‘Sheenie.’’ 

The manner of his address was de-

WOES OF A HUMORIST 


Simeon E. Ford on the Sadness 
of Being Funny. 


NEW STAR OF DINNER SPEAKERS, 


Called on First by Accident, He 
Has Been In Demand Ever Since. 
Wishes He Had Never Heard of 
After Dinner Speaking and Says, 
“I Don't Know Why the People 
Laugh.” 


Simeon B. Ford is New York's new 


star dinner humorist. Dinner commit: | he 
tees haunt the lobbies of his hotel by| 


day and by night, says the New York 
World. He has averaged a dinner a 
week since the new year. 

From an occasional speaker he has 
become an indispensable. As soon as 
the toastmaster introduces him the 
guests begin to smile, before he is half 
through they are in paroxysms of 
laughter, and by the time he sits down 
they are reduced to helplessness. 

Financial kings, clothing men, re- 
formers, hotel men or police captains— 
it doesn’t matter a bit to the genial Mr. 
Ford (“Sunny Sim”) who his audiences 
are. He makes merry with all just the 
same. 

Admiral Beresford, whom he ventur- 
ed to lampoon the other night, first 
looked startled, then amused and final- 
ly resigned himself to uncontrollable 
laughter. ‘Ford,’ the jolly admiral 
told the humorist afterward, “I'd like 
to keep you in the top drawer of wy 
desk and take you out once a day.” 

Mr. Ford’s business is keeping a ho- 
tel, and humor is only a side line. He 
fell into it accidentally and surprised 
himself that he was thought to be 
funny. His first accidental hit caused 
him to get another invitation, and since 
then his reputation has been progres- 
sive, but he has steadily persisted in 
giving out his humor only in the form 
of after dinner speeches. He has de- 
clined glittering temptations to be a 
humorous writer. 

“The secret of success in after dinner 
speaking,” he said to the writer, “is 
something subtle in the fellow. One 
man can tell you a story and it will 
bore you to death; another fellow tells 
it and you laugh till your sides ache, 
though you may have heard it a thou- 
sand times. It is personal magnetism.” 

Mr. Ford is not a humorous looking 
person. The solemnity of his appear- 
ance suggests a country deacon. He 
is thin and angular, with a long narrow 
face and head, and a close cropped red- 
dish brown beard, with pensive eyes 
that mirror deep reflections upon the 
destiny of man. 

“Oh, Lordy!” said Mr. Ford with a 
gesture of despair when asked to tell 
the story of his success as an after 
dinner speaker. He sat down on the 
first chair in the lobby of his hotel as 
if to recover from the shock of the sug- 
gestion. “I’m so heartily sick and tired 
of this whole speaking business that I 
wish I'd never heard of it. Oh, yes, I’ve 
made a good many speeches—more 
than half a dozen this year, although I 
promised my wife I wouldn't make but 
one—the one to the hotel men. She 
thinks they get on my nerves, and they 
do. 

“I don’t know why people think I’m 
funny.” The humorist gazed out as if 
to find the answer in the* subway 
framework that obscured his view. “I 
suppose it’s the solemnity of my ap- 
pearance—I don’t know what else. I’m 
certainly not a good looking person. I 
know people don’t burst into screams 
of laughter at what I say when I talk 
to them. On the contrary, I’m the 
poorest kind of a talker, and I seem to 
subtract all there is of beauty from a 
subject when I discuss it. I'm the most 
humdrum talker you could imagine. 

“Why is it they laugh at me when I 
get up? I give itup. I try not to tax 
their minds with statistics or give them 
too much information. The average 
American at a dinner is not gunning 
for information. The fellow with a 
long table of statistics is tolerated, but 
I don’t think he adds to the general 
sum of gayety. I recall a dinner where 
I sat between J. Pierpont Morgan and 
Frederick D. Tappan, and the postmas- 
ter general or some other notable was 


a speaker. He made one of those reg- 
ular Washington speeches. You know 
that sort. ~ 


“ ‘Gentlemen,’ he said, ‘do you realize 
that this country produces two and 
two-seventh times as much hemp as 
all the countries of Europe combined? 
And he went through the whole table 
with great earnestness. Mr. Tappan 
leaned over to Morgan and said, ‘Mor- 
gan, the postmaster general has a great 
memory for figures.’ ‘Huh!’ grunted 
Mr. Morgan. ‘Nobody knows whether 
he’s right or not, and nobody gives a 
darn!’ 

“My first speech,” Mr. Ford said, 
with a reminiscent glint in his faraway 
eye, “was when my friend Boldt opened 
the Waldorf. That was twelve years 
ago. Boldt heaped coals of fire on the 
heads of us fellows, who had been pre- 
dicting that he was doing a foolish 
thing by inviting us to a luncheon—all 
the hotel men. John R. Fellows, a real 
speaker, had been selected to speak for 
the hotel men. Somehow Fellows 
failed to come, and they turned to me 
and said: ‘Ford, you'll bave to speak. 
Bad as you are, you're the best speak- 
er here, and you'll have to do it.’ I did, 
and they seemed to like it. They laugh- 
ed at it. When the hotel men’s dinner 
came around, they all said I bad to 
speak, and I've been at it ever since, 
but not so bad as here lately. 

“Stage fright? Many times, getting 
up before an audience, | have felt as if 
I were going to faint. The worst ex- 
perience I ever had was when I went 
down to Washington to be funny be- 
fore the nationa! committee and get

Just then a card came, and Mr, Ford 
excused himself. When he came back, 
sighed: 

“Just the president of the board of 
trade and transportation of New Ha- 
ven wants me to run up and make a 


speech. No trouble at all, he assured 
me. Just get on the train right here at 


the door and get off a little talk. 

“Trouble! Why, when I am going to 
make a speech it hangs over me for 
days. I almost give it up. Then I lock 
myself in a room. I write ‘Mr. Toast- 
master and gentlemen.’ Then I sit 
there and smoke. I smoke half an 
hour and give it up. Then I think of a 
line. That may suggest another line. 
I write a hundred words, then decide 
I'll give the whole business up. But 
finally I squeeze out something. Work 
—there’s no work like trying to be hn- 
morous. Splitting rails is pure recrea- 
tion compared to it. Your humorist is 
always a sad fellow. He's invariably 
melancholy, sometimes a hypochon- 
driac. It is the natural reaction, I sup- 
pose.” 

Here are some of Mr. Ford’s most 
recent samples of humor: 

ON HIS BOYHOOD HOME, 

“When I describe the town as rest- 
ful, I but feebly describe it. When I 
say it was healthful, I am well within 
the mark. If a man died there under 
eighty years of age, they hung white 
crape on the doorbell and carved a lit- 
tle lamb on his tombstone.

or lockouts during that perod; that 
every employe now out on strike shall 
be reinstated without discrimination 

The manufacturers considered this 
proposition at length, »ut decided that 
in view of their existing contracts with 
the Boot and Shoe Workers’ union their 
hands are tied. They -irew up a propo- 
sition of their own, for the 
arbitration to submit for approval to 
Master Workman Armstrony und the 
general executive board of the KX. of L. 
and this was made the subje:t of a two 
hours’ conference between the commit- 
tee and the K. of L. officials. 

The proposition was in such form 
that the officers of the K. of L. did not 
feel free to accept it, but the board of 
trade arbitration committee aud the 
manufacturers will have another meet- 
ing this afternoon, at which an effort 
will be made to have the articles of the 
proposed agreement wodified in such 
wanner as will prove ucceptabie to the 
hk. of L. 

There is a decided feeling that some 
ground of mutual understanding will 
be reached at this conference. The ex- 
act terms of the proposition submitted 
by the manufacturers are not made pub- 
lic, but it is understood that in effect it 
recognizes both labor organizations, the 
Kk. of L. Cutters’ assembly and the B. 
and 8. W. U., for a certain number of 
years, said to be two, in the shoe trade, 
and that during that time the union 
ptamp shall be retained tn the factories: 
that the B. and S. W. U. shall not seek 
te introduce its stamp in any other fac- 
torles and that the union shall have the 
right to organize the cutters now em- 
ployed in stamp factcries into their 
union, provided the cutters desire to be 
80 Organized 

The tirst proposition submitted by the 
arbitration committee practically meant 
the doing away with the union stamp, 
but this the manufacturers were not 
willing to do at present, but the fact that 
they were willing to submit a counter 
proposition indicates a disposition on 
their part to affect a settlement. 

The strike has resulted in increased 
business for the non-union stump fac- 
tories, as they have taken many orders 
which tle factories could 1ot 
handie.

THREE YEARS’ JOB. 


That Time Necessary to Build a 
Warship Now. 


A Washington dispatch to the 
| Transcript says, Rear~Admiral Mel- 
| ville, chief of the Bureau of Steam 
| Engineering of the Navy Department, 
was asked how quickly the shipyards 
of the country could produce the three 
or four heavy fighting ships that Con- 
gress will authorize. He replied : 

“The question of the rapidity of the 
building of battleships and armored 
cruisers is more of the makiog of 
material than of the building. Un- 
fortunately for rapid building there is 
an enormous amount of steel structural 
work going on in the United States 
today which keeps the plate mills full 
of work. The armor plate plants, 
moreover, are limited totwo. Thus, 
it is in the beginning more of a matter 
of getting material than cf building 
the ships. 

** And even though all this material 
could be delivered to the shipbuilder as 
he demanded it, there is doubt in my 
mind that any shipbuilder in the United 
States could complete a 16,000-ton bat- 
tleship or a 15,000-ton cruiser inside of 
three years. There is a limit to the 
number of men that can work efliciently 
at a given job, and the work that goes 
into a battleship must be perfect. The 
ordnance, without doubt, were the 
forgings supplied, could deliver the 
guns long before the ships were com- 
pleted. Thedearth of merchant work 
in shipyards at the present time would 
faci'itate the completion of the Gov- 
ernment work.” 


The Modern Battleship. 


Lieut. Commander Gleaves in the 
World’s Work for February writes: An 
English writer has recenfly described a 
battleship as the last word tbat mechan- 
ical genius, naval construction and 
cash payment can say in aggressiveness. 
From fighting-top to double bottom, 
from ram to sternpost, she is the most 
complicated machine the mind of man 

lever conceived. . 

There is scarcely a trade or an art 
that is not represented in her building. 
She is a house that must be lighted, 
ventilated, drained, and, last but not 
least, painted; and it is an astonishing 
fact that to paint a battleship requires 
150 tons of paint. She is a fort that 
must carry guns of heaviest calibers for 
fightiog other battlesbips: guns of 
medium size for piercing the compara-

Patriotic societies admitted free, although con- 
tributions are welcome to defray expenses of 
keeping house open and in repair. Small fee 
asked the general public. 

BIRTHPLACE JUHN QUINCY ADAMS. 

Junction of Franklin street, Presidents road 
and Independence avenue. Built 1716, restored 
1896 by the Quincy Historical Society. Open 
' to public afternoons from 2 to 5. Admission 
charged. 

EURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 

| First Congregational Church 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and Joha 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams. 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance. Janitor can be found at Savings 
Bank building or at his home Maple place. No 
fee charged, but janitor may be paid for his 
trouble.

Christ to His disciples was, “Go ye into

country, and thence the whole world. 
And the book of the Acts is the record 
of the preaching of the gospel (1) in 
Jerusalem, (2) in Judza, (3) in Samaria 
and (4) throughout the world. 

Christ therefore laid special stress 
upon home missions. “Beginning at 
Jerusalem” the disciples were to evan- 
gelize the world. They were not, how- 
ever, to stop at Jerusalem. Home mis- 
sion work is not all. ‘There is enough 
to do at home” is no excuse for lack of 
interest in foreign missions. Samaria 
and the world need the gospel as well 
as Jerusalem and Judzea, and they 
were included in Christ's instructions. 
3ut mission work is to begin at home, 
and the desire of every American 
Christian Endeavorer should be to win 
America for Christ.

Instead, 
the United States government has ap- 
pointed, particularly in Senators Lodge 
and Turner, men who cannot be called 
impartial jurists of repute as required 
by the treaty. On the contrary. they 
are looked upon as men who are stroag- 
ly antagonistic to Canada's claims. 
Until an answer is obtained to tils re- 
monstrance Canada will not name her 
commissioners.

STRIKE IS THREATENED 


Which May Tie Up Traffic In 
Eastern Massachusetts 


VOTE OF RAILWAY MEN 


Against Acceptance of Service Wage 


Seale, Which They Think Would. 


Result In Removal of Old Men— 
Want Flat Scale and Recoguition 


Boston, Feb. 24.—The executive com- 
mittee of the unions of conductors and 
motormen on the Boston and Northern 
and the Old Colony street railway sys- 
tems yesterday decided to ignore the 
service wage scale recently offered by 
the management and insist upon a flat 
scale of 25 cents an hour, 10 hours with- 
in 12 to constitute a day's work, and full 
recognition of the union. 

Au answer to the demand is called for 
on or before March 20, on which day a 
convention of delegates from all the 
unions of both systems will be held in 
this city to consider the matter. 

Some of the delegates, after 
night’s meeting, did not hesiiate to say 
that a tie-up of the street railway sys- 
tems mentioned was likely. ‘he com- 
mittee was in session eight hours, Two 


last 


delegates from each of the unions at 
Quincy, Taunton, Brockton, and Fall 
Kiver of the Old Colony system, and 
from Salem, Lynn, Chelsea, Lowell 
Lawrence, Wakefield. and Gioucester, 
Mass., and Nashua, N. H., of the Boston 
and Northern systeim were present. 
The delegates successively reported that 
their union did not look with favor up- 
on the company’s proposition and nad 
recorded its objection by vote. 

It was stated that the employes 
would soon discover that the service 
svale would result in the removal of the 
old men and that it drew a line of 
demarcation between the men that 
would be productive of friction and 
jealousy. It was further stated that 
its real purpose, and one which would 
eventuate, would be the disruption of 
the unions and the prevention of fu- 
ture organizing. 

After all the reports. had been made 
the committee decided thut as aun or- 
ganization it would not be justified in 
formally considering such a proposi- 
tion, particularly as the union had been 
{gnored.

One of the men 
broke away from the crowd and locked 
himself in the West Lynn depot. and an- 
other also eluded his tormentors ufter 
he had been more or less roughly 
handled. The third man, when he 
found himself alone against the mob.

und the weapon fell from his hand. The 
man was then set upon and received a 
pununelling before the appearance of 
several policemen caused the mob to 
scatter. The man was not badly 
jured.

Killing the Turtle. 

Killing a turtle with an arrow seems 
a very difficult feat, since a very hard 
shell covers practically .all of the ani 
mal, yet the natives of the Andaman 
islands kill huge turtles with arrows 
as easily American sportsmen kill 
rabbits with shot. 

Accustomed from their childheaod ta 
use bows and arrows, they soon become 
wonderfully skilled in the use of these 
primitive weapons, and as they know 
the places where turtles congregate it 
js easy for them at any time to bring 
home a good bag of game. Sometimes 


as 


they try their skill on large fish, and, 
though the latter are harder to kill 


than turtles, there are a few islanders 
who rarely miss their mark. 

The bows aud arrows are made of 
native wood and are longer and stron- 
ger than those used by European arch- 
ers. 


Fierce Wild Hogs. 

The wild hogs of southern Colorado 
share with the peccaries of Central 
and South America the reputation of 
being the fiercest, mast vindictive and 
toughest animals of the western hemi- 
sphere. They will follow tenaciously, 
tree and starve out an enemy. Their 
skins are tough, their vitality is re 
markable and their teeth sharp as ra- 
zors. They travel in small droves and 
are ready to attack anything, be it man 
or beast, that arouses their ire. Hunt- 
ers in southern Colorado always ob- 
serve the precaution of stationing 
themselves within reach of a tree when 
in the neighborhood of a dreve.

How Ic4Was Made : and Used by the 
Asiatic Tribesmen. 

The bow\as used by Asiatic horsemen 
assumes\a curious shape. They were 
made of horn, generally buffalo horn, 
in two pieces, joined by a wooden cen- 
ter, and when unstrung had the form 
of a capital C, which enabled them to 
be hung over the arm on horseback. 
When strung, a difficult feat to those 
unused to them, they took the double 
curve of the antique bow as seen in the 
representation of Cupid. This was the 
“Tartar’s bow,” used by the Scythians, 
Parthians and Persians and up te quite 
recent times in India. It was drawn 
by the thumb alone, on which the arch- 
er wore a broad, thick ring of horn, 
ivory or cornelian, on whose edge the 
bowstring rested. 

The long bow was also much in use 
among Indian infantry of the middle 
ages, Dut neither they nor any other 
Asiatics appear to have done such exe- 
cution as the English archers of the 
sume period. Bernier says, describing 
a battle between Aurangzeb and his 
brother Dara: “They draw their ar- 
rows with a marvelous swiftness, one 
man being able to draw six of them 
before a musketeer can discharge 
twice; but, to say truth, their arrows 
do but little execution. More of them 
are lost in the air or broken on the 
ground than hit.” 

The bow, in fact, requires more than 
any other weapon constant practice 
from childhood, and strong English- 
men of the present day are quite una- 
ble to use the bows of the half human 
Mincopies of the Andamans.—Cham- 
bers’ Journal. 


How the Springboks Travel. 

The springboks of South Africa mil- 
grate in vast herds, moving in a com- 
pact body and carrying everything be- 
fore them. If a flock of sheep be in 
the line of march, as sometimes hap- 
pens, it Is surrounded, enveloped and 
becomes, willingly or unwillingly, part 
of the springbok army. An African 
hunter tells the strange story of seeing 
a lion in the midst of the antelopes, 
forced to join the march. It {is sup- 
posed that the lion had sprung too far 
for his prey, that those upon whom he 
alighted recoiled sufficiently to allow 
him to reach the ground, and then the 
pressure from both flanks and the rear 
prevented him from escaping from his 
Strange captivity. 

If the springbok travels in such 
armies, how can those in the middle 
and in the rear find food? In this wise: 
Those in the front ranks, after they 
have eaten greedily of the pasture, 
gradually fall out of the ranks to rest 
and chew the cud, while the hungry 
ones in the rear come up, and so the 
columns are all the while changing. 


The Fragrant Hellotrope. 

You may give a heliotrope, and not a 
very large plant, as much water as you 
give a geranium and think you are giv- 
ing all that is required. Your plant will 
fail to make a vigorous and healthy 
growth because it is not moist enough 
at the roots. Examine it, and you will 
find that the tiny roots have extracted 
the moisture almost wholly. If not 
given more water at once, some of the 
young and delicate roots are injured, 
and the plant takes on a diseased con- 


dition, from which it often never re- 
covers. Do not get the idea that the 
soil in which heliotropes are grown 


ought to be kept wet. Not at all. But 
because it requires more moisture than 
many plants, because it extracts more 
rapidly from the soil, water should be 
given oftener to keep the soll In the 
proper condition.

A story is teld of a rustic who, after 
imbibing too freely, fell asleep by the 
wayside.

The Discovery of the Fork. 

Some believe that the fork was in 
use all over Europe as early as the 
year 500 A. D., but if they were their use 
and the fork itself were lost sight of 
up to about the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century, when it was either dis- 
covered or rediscovered and popular- 
ized. Walton, Weems and other antl- 
quarians hold to the earlier date, be- 
cause a stone vessel containing colus 
af the middle ages and some iron forks 
was found at Sevington, England, in 
the year 1834. 


Obtaining Heirs In China. 

The practical Chinese have adopted a 
simple way of obtaining heirs where 
there are no legal ones—the adoption 
of children who belong to side branches 
of the family. In this way the family 
line is kept intact. In the absence of 
male descendants in the side branches 
of the family the sons of strangers are 
adopted. The Chinese prefer this meth- 
od to marrying second wives.

The Democratic senatovial caucus re- 
jected the two-state propusition for the 
admission of new states, submitted by 
the Republicans. Senator Bate pre- 
sented the Republican comproiise state- 
hood plan which had been put into his 
hands, providing for two states in 
1905, and alse for the division of Monte- 
zuma if its people so elect, when their 
pumber reaches 700,000, and those in the 
Arizona haif of it 300,000. 

The Democrats decided that they vere 
not ready to accept such a proposal. 
They want more senators, and they fear 
that Arizona wili never have a | opula- 
tion of the size required for the Givision. 
They accordingly appointed a conmit- 
tee consisting of Senators Clay, Cuiber- 
son and Dubois, to confer with the Re- 
publican statehood men to see if they 
would stand with the Democrats in over- 
riding Mr. Frye’s point of order against 
the omnibus bill as a rider to the postal 
appropriation bill. 

Some of the older Democratic sena- 
tors have looked askance at this method 
of procedure, as liable to establish a 
dangerous precedent. But they so far 
yielded that they would vote in this ease 
if the Quay Republicans wouid go with 
them, leaving to that contingent the re- 
sponsibility for the revolution in pariia- 
mentary procedure. The Democrats 
made the nice distinction that 1othing 
In the action comunits them to this policy 
unless the Republican faction goes with 
them. 

The Democratic committee was not 
long in finding out, as it began to look 
about the senate, that the Quay Re- 
publicans would not stand with them 
as against the Republican compromise 
program. The request was accordingly 
made that the postal approprintion bill, 
which is now before the senate, be al- 
lowed to go over till Wednesday, and 
the statehood rider was withdrawn. 
This will apparently erd the statehood 
fight. The recular organization will 


have triumphed, ard adjournment will 
come with no new states. 

The indications are very strong that 
the question will receive very little if 
any more consideration during the ses- 
tion and even the best friends of state- 
hood generally admit that there is no 
ic for success at this time.

Slipped Away From Americans 

Manila, Feb. 25—General San Mig- 
uel’s force of insurgent ladrones has 
abandoned Montalban, 16 miles from 
here, and has probably fied to the 
Morong mountains. Reports from 
Bosoboso indicate the presence of la- 
drones in that vicinity. Retnforce- 
ments for the government troops 
reached Montalban too late and failed to 
overtake the retreating ladrones.

San Juan, P. R., Feb. 25.—Tbe trial 
which began last Friday of ex-Mayor 
Egozcue, on the charge of destroying 
the records of the city water receipts 
which, it is alleged, constituted the only 
evidence of extensive peculations and 
embezzlements, was concluded yester- 
day, when the jury gave a verdict of 
acquittal.

“DOOR OF HOPE” POLICY 


Will Lead to More Bloodshed, 
= Says Tillman 


NEGROES’ BALLOT A MENACE 


To Good Government and Their Fran. 
chisement Borders on Crime—For- 
ever Opposed to Political and Social 
Equality of Negroes ana Whites 


Washington, Feb. 25.—The Indianola, 
Miss., postoffice case occupied the major 
portion of the time of the senate yes- 
terday. Mr. Tillman spoke for three 
hours in continuation of his reniarks 
begun on Monday on the race question, 

He referred to the cost in lives and 
money on account of the ruce problem 
in this country and, addressing the Re- 
publican side, called on them to meet 
him “upon the same plane of patriotism 
of race pride and of civilization and not 
to fall into the pitiful cesspool of 
partisan politics.” 

He read extracts from the letter of the 
president written some time ago giv- 
ing his views with respect to appoint- 
ments of negroes to office. He wanted 
to be just to the president, lie said, but 
the views were superficial. “How lit- 
tle and small and infinitesimal,” he 
said, “is the knowledge behind such a 
view.” He added that the people of the 
north haye no more use for the negro at 
quirters than he had. He cited 
instances of assaults by negroes on 
white women and declared that the 
more the northern people found out 
about the negro, the less use they have 
for him. The ballot of the negro, he 
maintained, was a menace to good gov- 
ernment and the people of the north are 
beginning to realize that the franchise- 
ment of him bordered on a crime. 

Reverting to the president’s utter- 
ance that he was unwilling to shut the 
door of hope and opportunity in the case 
of a worthy and competent colored 
man, Mr. Tillman said at first blush 
there is not a man alive who would not 

izree with that sentiment, but he in- 
quired if it ever occurred to any one that 
in opening that door of hepe it might not 
be shut in the face of the white man. 
The door of hope in South Carolina, he 
said, at one time had been closed by 
bayonets to the whites for eight years, 
while rapine, murder and misgovern- 
ment ran riot, with an abomination in 
the sight of men presiding over the state. 

He declared that he did not hate the 
negro and that all negroes are not had. 
Only a small percentage were bad and 
these are leading the rest and being 
patted on the back by politicians. He 
regarded it as his duty, he said, to his 
state to stand forever opposed to any 
idea of political or social equality on 
the part of the negro with the whites, 

The purpose of those who endorse 
the presideat’s door of hope policy, he 
vehemently declared, is that in time 
South Carolina should become a state 
of mulattos, and in this eyent he pre- 
dicted that there would be more blood- 
shed than ever before. 

“I beg of you, for God's sake,” he 
said, facing the Republican side, “not 
to produce an acute stage of hatred 
which will bring the two races together 
with the resolve of the whites to die in 
order to retain their supremacy.” 

Referring to Mr. Hanna’s recent bill 
to pension ex-slaves, he declared the ef- 
fect of the bill was to give opportunity 
to unscrupulous negroes to bamboozle 
and deceive their people by securing 
subscriptions ostensibly to further the 
interests of the bill. He concluded by 
saying that “in proportion as you arouse 
false hope in the minds of these people 
you are only sowing the wind which 
will flame up into a whirlwind later on.” 

Mr. Tillman was followed by Mr. 
Carmack, who said the action of the 
president in the Indianola case was not 
in accordance with reason, justice or 
the constitution. The postoftice be- 
longed, he said, to the United States 
and he inquired if a handful of ruffians 
was more powerful than the govern- 
ment “with its militant president at its 
head.” 

During the morning hour several 14'ls 
and resolutions were passed and con- 
sideration was given the bill to Cucthar 
provide for the safe keeping of pubiic 
money on deposit in national banks. 
The agricultural appropriation ill ¢}so 
was cousidered and the comin ttee 
amendments agreed to, except the 
statehood rider, which was passed over. 

The senate edjourned to meet tcday 
at 11 o'clock, which, until otherwise cr- 
dered, will be the hour for convening 
hereafter. 

The house yesterday passed the 
Philippine currency bill, accepting the 
senate bill so far as it relates to the 
islands. ‘he contested election case of 
Wagoner vs. Butler was under con- 
sideration for a time and the Democrats 
began a filibuster which they threaten 
to continue if the case is pressed. ‘Tlie 
case was withdrawn with an agreement 
that it is not to come up until Thursday.

REMEDY WANTED. 


To Restore Foreign Shipping Trade 
of the United States. 


Representative Greene of Massachu- 
se!ts secured a favorable report from 
the committee on merchant marine and 
fisheries, Tues lay, saysa dispatch to the 
Herald, on his resolution providing for 
a commission to investigate the policy 
of international navigation. 

The resolution, which was, by a vote 
of 9 to 7, ordered to be reported favor- 
ably to the House, provides for @ joint 
commission of Congress to investigate 
the decline of the shipping trade of the 
United States, with the purpose of pro- 

viding a remeds, and submitting the 
conclusions in the form of a bill to be 
presented to the 58th Congress. Chair- 
man Grosvenor and Messrs. Littlefield, 
Minor and Fordney (Republicans), voted 
against a favorable report. 

The resolution is accompanied by a 
report thereon by Mr. Greene, in which 
he traces the history of the merchant 
marine of the United States, its present 
condition aud the cause of its decline. 
Nr. Greene declares that the necessity 
of a full and efficient inquiry into the 
present conditions of our foreign ship- 
ping trade is plainly apparent, and that 
a remecy which shall restore the 
United States to its former supremacy 
in the shipping trade of the world 
should be found. 

A strong effort will be made to put 
tha resolution through both houses be- 
fore Congress adjourns.

Nearly 60,000 Horsepower. 


LONGEST VESSELS EVER BUILT. 


Each Ship Will Cost 86,250,000 and 
Be Capable of Transporting About 
4,000 Persons, With Daily Newspa- 
Per and a Theater—John Bull De- 
termined to Win Back Blue Rib- 
bon. 


Enough information has drifted 
across the sea to enable the compila- 
tlon of accurate forecasts of the twin 
Cunard floating castles of steel which 
are to be put over next year and to 
make their maiden dips in New York 
waters in June of New 
York World.

team of horses driven in pairs, reach- 
ing from the Battery, New York, to 
fifteen miles Poughkeepsie, 
would exert no mere power. They will 
be of the triple screw type, with three 
sets of six eylinder engines. The dis- 
placement of each will be 26,800 tons. 
Three twenty-four foot manganese 
bronze propellers will drive them. 

When this small city puts to sea, a 
daily newspaper, published from Mar- 
conigrams, will keep the population in 
touch with Wall street, the race track, 
the theaters and the news of the world. 
The saloon passengers will be berthed 
in the superstructure amidships. Such 
features as a theater, grillroom, chil- 
dren’s playroom, dining tables on deck, 
elevators aud a grand dining saloon 
three decks high will be incorporated. 
In dull seasons the steerage can be 
utilized for cold storage. There will be 
twelye decks, including the water bot- 
tom. 

As for the mechanical devices, they 
will include automatic stokers, longl- 
tudinal bulkheads and a sufficient num- 
ber of traverse bulkheads so that sev- 
eral compartments could be flooded at 
the same time without sinking the steel 
island. The number of saloon passen- 
gers will be about 900, of second cabin 
550 and of steerage 2,000. A crew of 
500 will suffice, only fifty of them be- 
ing able seamen. 

John Bull has set his heart upon re- 
covering the blue ribbon of the Atlan- 
tic. He does not care how much the ef- 
fort costs or how unprofitable the en- 
terprise, provided the German liners 
are beaten. 

With the prodigal generosity, prompt- 
ed by patriotic and sentimental mo- 
tives, of the British government the 
new wonders are designed to wrest the 
Atlantic record from the German fil- 
ers, the Deutschland, the Kronprinz 
Wilhelm, the coming Kaiser Wilhelm 
Il. and the coming new Hamburg- 
American masterpiece. The Cunard 
giantesses will span the Atlantic in lit- 
tle more than four and one-half days. 

On Dec. 19, 1902, Lord Inverclyde, 
chairman; David Jardin, John William- 
son and the directors of the Cunard 
Steamship company signed contracts 
for one of these modern Great East- 
erns with the Fairfield Shipbuilding 
and Engineering company of Glasgow 
and for the other with the Vickers- 
Maxim company of Barrow. 

The new ships will be christened the 
Britannia and the Columbia. Each of 
them will cost $6,250,000. The Cunard 
contracts call for twenty-six knots for 
six hours’ and twenty-five knots for 
two days’ continuous steaming. The 
calling for the bids under the admir- 
alty subsidy revealed the imposition 
of this condition of unusual severity: 
“If at the end of a year’s running the 
vessels shall have failed to achieve an 
average of twenty-five knots through- 
out their voyages (round trips from 
Queenstown to New York and back) 
they may be returned to their build- 
ers.” 

The British government subsidizes 
the Cunard line at $750,000 a year. 
The two boats are to be built on a 
government loan, to be repaid in twen- 
ty years, the period beginning at the 
completion of the second ship. The 
company pledges itself to remain out- 
side of the Morgan steamship combina- 
tion, known as the International Mer- 
cantile Marine company, and to remain 
purely a British undertaking. Freights 
are not to be raised unduly or prefer- 
ential rates given to foreigners. Its 
entire fleet is to be held at the disposal 
of the British government, which is at 
liberty to purchase any or all of its 
steamers at agreed rates. ~

In 
the early morning the air is redolent 
of the odor from thousands of baskets 
of cut flowers, which come on every 
boat and train. From France the other 
day 2,000 baskets reached Charing 
Cross, the largest consignment ever 
known. ‘The flower traffic from the 
Scilly isles is greater this season than 
was ever known. Eleven tons of flow- 
ers were brought from the Scilly isles 
in one day, which was a record up till 
then, but was broken soon when a con- 
signment of twenty-two tons of flowers 
arrived at the market.

Binghamton, N. Y., Feb. 25—A see- 
ond hearing in the matter of charges of 
alleged gross cruelty and neglect against 
the management of the Susquehanna 
Valley Orphans’ home was held here 
yesterday by the manazers and as- 
sistant managers.

Boys who made slight mis- 
takes in the military dritl, he said, were 
lined up in rews and thrashed ore efter 
the other. Instructor Bosyece said the 
boys were lined up with felded hands, 
and the one who unfolded his bards 
was “tenned.”

No man dare touch an apple before 
the 6th of August, however ripe the 
fruit may really be before that day. 
He does not believe it is fit to eat. 

The village sportsman, although he 
may have observed the Dblackcocks 
fighting among themselves unusually 
early owing to the warmth of the 
spring, cannot make up his mind to 
shoot them until the appointed day has 
arrived. 

No traveler will start on a journey 
on either a Monday ora Friday. 

Although the delay is strongly 
against his own interests the tisher- 
man will not cast his nets before a cer- 
tain day, whether the season be late or 
early. 

No lamb is suppesed to be able to 
reach the age of mutton should it have 
been born before the day named in the 
peasant’s calendar. And so on through 
all the common events in their daily 
life does this attachment to fixed dates 
hedge in a Russian's existence.

Count Cassini, the Russinn ambas- 
sador, will not be officially informed of 
the fact until all the powers have agreed 
to the suggestion, when he will be asked 
to present the invitation to his sovereig 1. 

The ambassador evidently was 
pleased on hearing of this renewed evi- 
dence of friendship for his country on 
the part of the United States and ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the courtesy 
of Mr. Bowen in suggesting the czar 
for this important duty. 

“IT can only say,” the ambassador 
snid to a representative of ‘The <Asso- 
ciated Press, “that his will 
deeply appreciate the  couplinment 
As 
the parent of The Hague tribunal, his 
majesty has all along watched with 
gratifying Interest the support the great 
peace court from the 
United States, for whose president and 
people he cherishes the friendliest ¢s- 
teem and regard.” 

At the French ambassy an ofticial sug- 
gested that it was an especially ap- 
propriate tribute to the founder of The 
Hague tribunal that he he invited to 
select the personnel of the court which 
wil; pass on the first case to be sub- 
mitted to it by European powers. 

Mr. Bowen yesterday submitted the

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SHIRT AND TROUSERS 


The Sole Posessions of Only Survivor 
of the St Pierre Disaster 

New York, Feb. 25.—The sole sur- 
yivor of the St. Pierre volewnic disaster 
was a passenger by the steamer Fonta- 
belle, which arrived yesterday from the 
West Indies. He is named Joseph 
Joseph Siberace, aged 27 years, a na- 
tive of Martinique, and was a prisoner 
in the dungeon of St. Pierre when the 
ill-fated city was destroyed by the erup- 
tion of Mt. Pelee. He presented a most 
distressful appearance. ILis worldly 
possessions consisted of whet he stood 
in, a white shirt and trousers, and he 
was hatless and sliweless. 

Boston, Feb. 24.—There are plenty of 
funds available in this city to relieve the 
distress of Joseph Siberace. Shortly 
after the catastrophe the citizens of 
Boston contributed over $25.000 for the 
benefit of the survivors. It is not like- 
ly that the custodians of the fund will 
turn over to Siberace the whole or apy 
large part of it. What will become of 
the balance of the fund has not yet been 
decided. It will be almost impossible 
to return it to the original contributors, 
because many guveanonymously. The 
custodians are, however, very anxious 
to ascertain if there are any other 
survivors of the fearful disaster, aud 
are pleased at being able to plice some 
portion of the fund to the benetit of 
Siberace.

BUT ONE COAL REPORT 


Change In Program of the 


Strike Commission 


GOOD EFFECT OF INQUIRY 


Would Be Neutralized by a Minority 
ZReport—A Few Unwilling Conces- 
sions For the Purpose of Reaching 


Unanimous Finding 


Washington, Feb. 26—It is sow 
definitely decided by the anthracite ar- 
bitration commission that it will make 
only one report; that that report will 
be unanimous if time can make it so; 
that it will not be rendered till after this 
session of congress hes adjourned, and 
that it will be printed in as brief form 
as possible for wide popular distribu- 
tion. 

The first intention of the conimissiy, 
as may be remembered, was to make 
quick work of reviewing the evidence 
and prepare one preliminary report to 
put forth as soon as soon asa ma- 
jority of the members could agree on 
some conclusions, prescribing the terms 
on which the operators should hire and 
the miners be hired. Dissenting opin- 
ions were to be given an equal hear- 
ing, as in any deliverance from a 
judicial court bench, 

It was supposed that this report could 
be got out not later thaa the end of the 
present week. A longer period was to 
he taken for the preparation of the sec- 
ond report, which was to discuss the la- 
bor question generally and recommend 
methods of dealing between employers 
and employed, likely to heal existing 
breaches and prevent their reopening 
when the next potential cause for fric- 
tion sbould arise. It was proposed also 
to go at some length into the question 
of the presideut’s prerogative in set- 
tling labor disputes. 

But on more mature consideration it 
was deemed wise to forego this pro- 
gram. The commission made up its 
mind that what the public was niost 
directly interested in was the settle- 
ment of the present difficulty, and that 
the philosophy of the whole labor ques- 
tion could better be left for handling 
in a different way. 

Moreover, it had become plain, from 
receut manifestations in the coal re- 
gions, that a majority and a minority 
report, no matter in how many par- 
ticulars they might actually coincide, 
Would neutralize the effect of the whole 
proceedings and that it would be far 
better, even at the cost of spending con- 
siderably more time in discussion and 
of making a few unwilling concessions, 
to put out a single statement as the 
unanimous finding of the commission. 
That would at least be beyond caril 
from any quarter, and would arm Presi- 
dent Mitehell for the strnegle which he 
may yet have on his hands to compel 
obedience from some of the more rest- 
less spirits In the labor camp. 

With the report in settlement of the 
current coutroversy will be = incor- 
porated such recommendations as’ the 
entire membership of the commission 
is ready to subscribe to. Congress will 
provide, before adjournment, for print- 
ing the report at the government print- 
ing office during the recess, ‘This is for 
the purpose of letting it go to the pub- 
lic without any needless delay.

Endorsed In Her Kuockout of “Fresh” 
and Youthful Giants 

Pawtucket, R. L., Feb. 26.—The sub- 
committee on high schools of the school 
tommittee, acting as a sort of referee 
in the fistic encounter last Monday be- 
tween Miss Mary L. Rogers, a new 
teacher in the High school, and two 
pupils, George McNeil and William 
Campbell, the former a football player, 
has practically awarded the fight to the 
little teacher by heartily endorsing her 
action in punching McNeil in the nose 
and Campbell in the eye. 

Miss Rogers claims that McNeil in- 
sulted her anr repeated it with et- 
phasis. This she could not stand, so 
she struck him in the nose, which bled 
profusely. McNeil did not attempt to 
retatiate. 

It was later in the morning session 
that Miss Rogers took another strong 
hand for discipline, and this time Will- 
iam Campbell's right eye was the objec- 
tive point of one of Miss Rogers’ heavy 
swings, which blackened the optic. 
During the remainder of the day there 
did not seem to be much disposition on 
the part of the students to take issue 
or liberties with the new teacher. 

Miss Rogers is a graduate herself of 
the High school, as well as of Wellesley, 
and began her duties at the school ev 
Monday. She is not over five feet four 
and weighs scarcely 130 pounds. Me- 
Neil is a good six feet in height and 
weighs 180 pounds, while Camp eli fs 
only slightly his physical inferior.

According 
to the story given out Miss ‘Topin’s 
clothing cauglt fire while she was light- 
ing a gas stove. 


Shattuck’s Claim Upheld 

Boston, Feb. 26.-John N. Shattuck 
was yesterday declired not cuilty by a 
jury in the superior criminal court after 
a trial that lasted several days. He 
was charged with larceny for accepting 
$15 from a man whom he Initiated in 
@he first degree of Masonry. It was 
claimed that Shattuck had no right to 
initiate In Masonry, but be contended 
that he got the right from the grand 
lodge of Ohio. 


Knights Reject Arbitration Plan 

Lynn, Mass., Feb. 26.-—The plan of 
the arbitration committee of the board 
of trade for the settlement of the shoe 
strike was rejected by the Knights of 
Labor cutters last night. The meeting 
also passed resolutions condemuing as- 
sults, but nevertheless a mob assembled 
last night about a house occupied by 
some Boot and Shoe Workers’ union 
cutters and smashed all the windows, 


Jackson Will Be Released 

New Haven, Feb. 26.—Fred Jackson, 
who has been held at Seyroour during an 
investigation by the coroner of the death 
of Henry Resnet, a wood chopper, will 
be released. Coroner Mix announces 
that he has been unable to discover 
evidence that will warrant him in de- 
taining Jackson longer. He thinks that 
Resnet came to his death by accident. 


Harbingers of Spring 

Edgartown, Mass., Feb. 26.—The 
spring flight of geese to the north has 
commenced, nearly three weeks ahead 
of the average time, and the weather- 
wise in this vicinity are predicting an 
early spring. A dozen flocks have been 
seen during the past two days, and 
quite a number have spent the night-in 
some of the protected bays.

STRIKERS IN CONFLICT 


Three Are Killed and Two 
Mortally Wounded 


CROWD RESISTED ARREST 


For Violation of Blanket Injunction 
Wide District In 
Men 


Covering West 


Virginia— Desperate Armed 


Themselves and Fired Upon Posse 


Charleston, W. Va., Feb. 26.—A_ter- 
rible battle took place at dawn yester- 
day at Stamford between the joint 
posses of Deputy United States Marshal 
Cunningham and Sherif Cook on one 
side and rioting miners on the other, as 
a result of which three minérs 
killed, two others mortally wounded and 
a number ef others on both sides more 
or less seriously hurt. 

The trouble grew out of the attempt 
to arrest 34 miners for violation of the 
blanket injunction issued by federal 
Judge Keller last August. Deputy 
Marshal Cunningham went last Satur- 
day to Atkinsville, a mining town, to 
arrest men charged with violating the 
injunction. He was surrounded by a 
large party of miners armed with Win- 
chester rifles, who ordered bim to leave 
the place, an order which he quickly 
obeyed. Sheriff Cook at this time at- 
tempted to make some arrests under 
process issued by the state court and 
was treated in a like manner. 

Cunningham returned to this city and 
reported to the marshal and district at 
torney that he could do nothing without 
a large force and then only at imminent 
risk of precipitating a bloody conflict. 
He was instructed to return with men 
sufficient to serve the process given 
him and to do it at all hazards. 

Before Cunningham returned to 
Atkinsville, however, Marshal Thomp- 
son and S. C. Burdette, attorney for the 
United Mine Workers, went to the 
scene, spending most of Sunday and 
Monday there. They found everything 
quiet, the rioters having withdrawn 
from the immediate neighborhood and 
crossed New river, going into camp, 300 
strong. near the Big Q mine on the 
north side. 

Thompson and Burdette came home 
Tuesday and Cunningham and a strong 
posse went from here to make the ar- 
rests. When Atkinsville was reached 
the federal forces were joined by Sheriff 
Cook and his posse, the coal companies 
nearby furnishing some guards, and the 
deputy and sheriff found themselves 
in command of about 100 well armed and 
determined men. 

The rioters had recrossed the riveron 
Tuesday and were parading up and 
down before the various coal works 
from 150 to 200 men, armed with Win- 
chester rifles. They intimidated min- 
ers at work, drove away the guards of 
the mines, and even went so far as to 
disarm one guard and force him to 
march at the head of their procession. 
Emboldened by their success, they at- 
tempted to burn down a bridge over 
Piney gulch and threatened the de- 
struction of other property. Tuesday 
night they went into camp near Stanni- 
ford City. 

About daybreak yesterday the offi 
cers and their combined forces sur- 
prised the rioters in their camp and 
called on them to surrender. The reply 
was a shot and immediately a furicus 
battle was raging. When it ceased 
three of the rioters lay dead and many 
others were found to be wounded, two 
fatally. Seventy-three arrests were 
made, 10 falling to the share of Deputy 
Cunningham and 62 to that of Sheriff 
Cook. All the prisoners were taken to 
Beckley, the county seat, where the 
United States prisoners were given a 
preliminary hearing by Coimmissicner 
Dunn and held for appearance here. 
The federal authorities will try to get 
the state to give up the 638, so that they 
may be tried in the federal court. 

The injunction which the miners 
were charged with violating was the 
blanket writ of Judge Keller in the suit 
of the Chesapeake and WYhio Coul 
Agency company. The defendants in 
the case were all the coal companies 
operating in the New river field, 150 
members of the Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, including President Mitchell. and 
Secretary Wilson, and all other persons 
whatsoever who aided and abetted 
them. The injunction covered almost 
every foot of ground in the coal mining 
region of New river. While all the 
mines in the Kanawha and New river 
sections have been worked for some 
months the strike has not been officially 
declared off, and its embers have been 
smouldering in the New river gorge, 
threatening to break into fame in the 
spring. 

The locality in which yesterday's 
tragedy occurred is one in which the 
mines have but recently opened up and 
the small towns are filled with the 
most desperate men that have ever come 
into the state.

MANY IN QUINCY. 


United States. 


Scandinavian emigration to 
country has been greatly on the in- 
crease during the last eight or ten 
years, says the Boston Transcript. In 
the months of September and October 
last there arrived at this port from 
Sweden and Norway alone $252 immi- 
grants. They are among the best class 
of "Europeans who emigrate to this 
country. They are intelligent,- some- 
what educated and they generally 
bring a little money. 
settled down in the United States they 
prove to be industrious, law-abiding 
and thrifty. 

Unlike the Chinese and some Italians, 
they do not aim to ‘‘make their pile’’ 
and return to live on it for the rest of 
their lives, They go home on a visit 
abiut Christmast time, they tell in- 
viting tales of this prosperous country, 
and induce others to take passage for 
‘*free America."’ 

Many Scandinavians settle in Illinois, 
Minnesota and other Western cities. 
They till the land, they save their 
money and become good American 
citizens. They have their own banks 
and their own newspapers, one Swedish 
paper io the Hemlandet 
(Home Land,) having a large circula- 
tion and wide political influence. No 
Swedish daily is publisbed in this 
country, the Swedish paper baving the 
largest circulation east of Chicago being 
the Nordstjernan (North Star) of New 
York, now in its thirty-third year. In 
this Journal more than fifty Swedish 
societies of New York advertise their 
meetings and as many churches of 


Chicago, 


various denominations announce their 
services. 
According to the United States cen- 


sus of 1900 there are 1,173,755 Swedes 
in this country, of which number one- 
half were born in Swedeu. New York 
ranks third among the States in the 
number of Swedes, being surpassed 
only by Minnesota and I[llinvis. There 
are 42,050 Swedes in New York city 
alone. 

Scandinavians remember the ‘‘old 
folks at home,’’ especially at Christmas 
which is observed with a great deal of 
social and religioas ceremony. Through 
the New York Post Office in December, 
1901, $23,604 was sent to Sweden; last 
month the amount To 
Norway, in 1901, $7172 was sent; this 
Christmas it was $18,491. The figure 
to Denmark a year ago was $5410; this 
year it was $11,740, just double the 
sum sent in 1901, 


was $56,251.

EARLY ROMAN RELICS. 


Professor Boni Tells of New Discov- 
erles In the Forum. 

In his article in Harper's Magazine 
for March Professor Boni, who has 
been conducting recent investigations 
in the Forum at Rome, tells of new 
discoveries of the time of Julius 
Ceesar: 

“The first monuments really dating 
from the lifetizne of Julius Cresar are 
rostra which he removed from 
the Comitium, where as tribune of the 
plebs they had stood, inquisitive and 
menacing, over against the patrician 
Curia, and reconstructed at the Cap- 
itoline end of the Forum between the 
temple of Saturn and the temple of 
Concord, 

“Why should Cwsar have moved 
these rostra? Was their removal a 
prophetic synthesis of coming change, 
a preparation, inadvertent or con 
scious, for the realization of those al 
leged designs upon the republic which 
cost him his life? And by what strange 
instinct was he led to re-erect the ros- 
tra against the very rock out of which 
the early founders of Rome had 
hewed that altar of Vulean which con 
stitutes the most venerable monument 
of Rome, of Italy and maybe of the 
Aryan world? The Vuleanal rock still 
stands as it was hewn with axes and 
covered with rust red plaster, a wit- 
ness to the sanctity of that metal 
smelting fire wherewith metallic civ- 
ilization was Inaugurated in the Tiber 
valley by the same primitive Latin 
folk who guarded at Lavinium bars of 
iron and copper among their household 
gods. Conscious unconscious in 
struments of destiny, Cmwsar returned 
to these sacred precincts, there to build 
as foundation for his rostra the sober 
tufo arches which not only constitute 
a standard for the study of Roman 
structures, but possess for historians 
an interest almost without parallel. 
Here on the superstructure of the 
arches Mark Antony pronounced his 
funeral oration over Caesar's body and 
excited the populace to vendetta with 
the sight of that ‘bleeding piece o 
earth.’ Here were nailed the head and 
hands of Cicero as symbols of vendetta 
achieved. Save for these rostra I have 
been unable to discover upon the sur- 
face of the Roman Forum any trace 
or vestige of Julius own 
work.”

HAS TERRIBLE RECORD 


A'bert Knapp Confesses to 
Killing Five Persons 


SAYS HE COULD NUT HELP IT 


Was Seized With Irresistible Desire 
to Choke Women and Chiidren ang 
Could Not Let Go When He Once 


Began—Guilty of Other Crimes 
Indianapolis, Feb. 27.—Albert IX. app, 
arrested in this city Wednesday, who is 
in the Butler county jail at Hamilton, 
O., self-confessed as u most depraved 
criminal, bas credit for the following 
murders by his own confession: 

Emma Littleman, in Cincinnati, Jan. 
21, 1894; Mary Eckert, in Cincinnati, 
Aug. 1, 1894; Jennie C. Knapp, his see- 
ond wife, in Cincinnati, Aug. 7, 1894; 
Ida Gebhard, a child, at Ludianapolis, 
duly 19, 1895; Hannah G. Knapp, his 
third wife, at Hamilton, Dec. 22, *902. 

Knapp bas served five prison sen- 
tences; three for larceny aud two for 
assault. Since his return to this city 
in December the police feet sure he has 
been guilty of two barn burnings. 
When he was convicted for the Drapi-r 
assault he threatened to get even with 
every one concerned in his conviction. 
Ex-Sheriff Womack, then _— sheriff, 
gained his enmity. His barn was re- 
cently burned und severai fine horses 
and imported cattle were roasted to 
death. 

Al Boardman was one of the jurors 
who convicted him and his barn was 
burned about six or seven weeks ago. 
Almost every hour adds to the long list 
of crimes, laid to the man’s door. 

The most recent of the murders to 
which Knapp has confessed—that of his 
third wife, Hannah G. Knapp, of Ham- 
fiton—led to his arrest at the home of 
his fourth bride in Indianapolis. An 
uncle of the victim, hearing of Knapp’s 
marriage toa Miss Gamble in Ludiqnapo- 
lis a few days after the mysterious dis- 
appearance of his niece, formerly 
Hannah Goddard, started un investi- 
gation. 

After his confession Knapp admitt2d 
that he had repeatedly assaulted wom- 
en. He,said: “I met the Littleman 
child in a lumber yard and choked her 
to death when she made an outcry. 

“I went into the room with the kickert 
girl, sat down with her. She cried end 
I strangled her with a towel and hur 
ried from the house. 

“I was mad at my wife, Jenni2 C. 
Knapp, when I killed her. 1 sat her 
down under a bridge and choked her to 
death. After she wis dead I threw the 
body into the canal.

“Lda Gebhard I killed, but wy memory 
is not clear as to what I did. 

“I cannot tell what made me kill 
these people. I was seized with an ir- 
resistible desire to choke them and I 
can't help it. 1 could not let go when L 
once began, evenif l wanted to. lnever 
feel any remorse, only a feeling of sat- 
‘sfaction when I know that they tre 
dead. I used my hands in every case, 
except that of Mary Eckert. [I choked 
that woman with a towel, but I could 
have done it with my hands.” 

Every doctor who has seen Knapp 
liere agrees that he is a moral pervert, 
Similar to Jack the Ripper, except that 
he finds satisfaction in ¢ hokiug women 
and children. 

.Anna Gamble, Knapp's fourth wi’e, 
received a letter from ber husband yes- 
terday, evidently written after his con- 
fession to the Hamilton authorities. 
From its tone Knapp expects to be sent 
to the penitentiary for life. It was 
couched in affectionate terms. 

Mrs. Knapp said: “He spoke of hay- 
ing a wife at one time, but 1 did not 
ask him any questions. It did not 
bother me. He loves me and I love him. 
All I am afraid of is that they will kill 
him in the electric chair. If they send 
him to the penitentiary it von't be so 
bad, because I.can go and see bins once 
in a while.” 

When asked if she thought Knapp 
was insane, the young woman said he 
had never acted as though anything was 


the matter with his mind.

It was necessary to remove him from 
the traim on a_ stretcher. General 
Gordon is suffering much pain, which 
the sedatives administered by the 
physic ians tailed to relieve.

New York, Feb. 27.—Herbert G. 
Squiers, United States minister to Cuba, 
sailed for Havana yesterday. “I think 
the Cuban treaty will be passed before 
congress adjourns,” said Mr. Squiers, 
in reply to a question. “If not they 
will have an extra session. It is of 
vital importance to ull concerned that 
the treaty should go into effect as soon 
us possible.”

America Has Proprietary Claim 
Upon It 


NATION'S PIONEER GROWTH 


Greatly Aided by Preachers Furnished 
by the Methodists—President Says 
Their Greatness Should Be a Spur 


to Effort For Noble Aims 


New York, Feb. 27.—President Roose- 
velt was the chief speaker last night at 
a great Inass meeting at Caruegie hall, 
held “to do honor to the character and 
labors of John Wesley, the founder of 
Methodism, scholar, missionary, phil 
anthropist, preacher, gentleman.” ‘The 
meeting was held under the auspices of 
the New York thank offering cou 


sion which has had charge of the local | 


work of the 20th century thank offer- 
ing fund of $20,000,000 whic bye 
raised by the Methodists throughout the 


country to celebrate the advent of the } 


20th century of the Christian era. 

Samuel W. Bowne presided, with 
President Roosevelt at his right, and 
on the platform were wany Methodist 
notables. The ball was crowded to the 
doors and hundreds were unable to gain 
admittance. Mr. Bowne introduced 
President Roosevelt, the audience tis- 
ing to greet him. President Roosevelt 
spoke as follows, and was attentively 
listened to: 

I am glad to have the chance of ad 
dressing the representative body of the 
great church which Wesley founded, 
on the occasion of the Commemoration 
of the 200th anniversary of his birth 
America, moreover, has a peculiar 
proprietary claim on Wesley's memory, 
for it is on our continent that the 
Methodist church has received its 
greatest development, 

Since the days of revolution not only 
bas the Methodist church increased 
greatly in the old communities of the 
13 original states, but it has pluyed a 
peculiar and prominent part in the 
pioneer growth of our country and has 
in consequence assumed a position of 
immense importance throughout the 
vast region west of the Alleghenies 
which has been edded to our untion 
since the days when the continental 
congress first met. 

For a century after the Declaration 
of Independence the greatest work of 
our people, with the exception only of 
the work of self-preservation under 
Lincoln, was the work of the pione 
as they took possession of this contine 
The work of advancing our boundary, 
of pushing the frontier across forest 
aud desert and mountain chain, was 
she great typical work of our nation; 
and the men who did it formed a class 
by themselves. It was an iron task, 
which none but men of iron soul and 
iron body could do. 

The men who carried it toa successful 
conclusion had characters strong alike 
for good and for evil. Their rugged 
natures made them powers who served 
light or darkness with fierce intensity; 
and together with heroic traits they 
had those evil and dreadful tendencies 
which are but too apt to be found in 
characters of heroic possibilities. In 
the hard and cruel life of the berder, 
with its grim struggle against the for- 
bidding forces of wild nature and wilder 
men, there was much to pull the front- 
iersman down. If left to himself, 
without moral teaching and moral 
guidance, without any of the influences 
that tend toward the uplifting of man 
and the subduing of the brute within 
him, sad would have been his, and 
therefore our, fate. From this fate we 
have been largely rescued by the fact 
that together with the rest of the 
pioneers went the pioneer preachers; 
and all honor be given to the Methodists 
for the great proportion of these pioneer 
preachers whom they furnished 

These preachers were of the stamp of 
old Peter Cartwright—men who  suf- 
fered and overcame every hardship in 
common with their flock, and who in 
addition tamed the wild and fierce 
spirits of their follow-pioneers. It was 
not a task that could have been ace- 
complished by men desirous to live in 
the soft places of the earth and to walk 

asily on iife’s journey. The pioneer 
preachers warred against the forces of 
spiritual and evil with the sume fiery 
zeal and energy that they and their fel 
lows showed in the conqnest of the 
rigged continent. 

Great is our debt to these men and 
scant the patience we need show toward 
their critics. At times they seemed 
hard and narrow to those whose train 
ing and suroundings had saved them 
from similar temptations: a they 
have been criticised, as all men, whether 
nissionaries, soldiers, explorers, or 
frontier settlers, are criticised when 
they go forth to do the rough work that 
must inevitably be done by those who 
act as the first barbingers, the first 
heralds, of civilization in the world's 
dark places. 

These pioneers of Methodisia had 
the strorg, militant virtues which go to 
the accomplishment of such great deeds. 
Now and then they betrayed the short- 
comings natural to men of their type; 
but their shortcomings seem smal] in- 
deed when we place beside them the | 
magnitude of the work they achieved.

Was the Last Point 
at Issue, 


The New Schedule to Go Into 
Effect on Monday. 


A meeting of the two committees 
representing the Granite Manufacturers’ 
Association and Blacksmith’sUnion was 
held Thursday evening, and before it 
adjourned an agreement was reached, 

The one point of difference was the 
new clause asked for by the Black- 
smith’s Union, 

This was that machines be counted 
as five men.

Senate Committee Reports Four | 


Battleships and Two Cruisers. 


Senator Hale, for the committee 
naval affairs of the National Senate, re- 
ported the naval appropriation bill 
to Thursday.

‘The entire House provision is 
stricken out, and in its stead provision 
is made for four first class battleships 
of the general type of the Oregon, and 
two first class armored crusiers of the 
type of the Brooklyn. 

The battleships are to cost not exceed- 
ing $3,200,000 each, and the cruisers 
$2,750,000. The battleships are to be 
of 12,000 tuns displacement and the 
cruisers of 9500 tons. There is a _ pro- 
vision that not more than two of these 
vessels shall be built by one establish- 
ment, and for the building of any or 
all of them in the government yards in 
case of a combination to deprive the 
government of the benefit of fair com- 
petition. 

The bill provides for two steel sail- 
ing training ships for landsmen, at a 
cost of $370,000 each, and for a wooden 
brig for the same purpose, at a cost of 
$50, 000.

Municipal Railways. 


Mr. McCartney, in the vain attempt 
to secure the passage of his bill for 
public ownership of street railways, 
cited the city of Glasgow as one where 
the municipal ownership of a street 
railway has been a great success. The 
hours of labor have been reduced and 
wages increased. The city has cleared 
$500,000 in the past year. 

The trouble with many such pseudo 
reformers as Mr. McCartney seems to 
be, a total lack either of desire or 
ability to see wore than one side of 
any mupicipal or political problem. 
They come across a statement regard- 
ing municipal lighting which seems 
to favor their preconceived theories 
and they at once adopt it without for 
a moment looking at conditions. Thus 
they find one city doing its own mu- 
nicipal lighting at an expense of 70 
cents per light a night and another 
hiring its light of a corporation at 85 
cents per light per night and they im- 
mediately jamp at the conclusion that 
the latter could save the 15 cents by 
doing its own lighting. They utterly 
ignore the fact that the 70 cent light 
is the prodnct of water power instead 
of steam, or the plant is located over 
a coal mine instead of 700 or 800 miles 
away. 

So with this question of municipal 
ownership of street railways. Take 
Mr. McCartney’s favorite illustration, 
for instance, and Mr. McCartney is 
merely a type of them all, what are the 
facts regarding Glasgow? 

Referring to the carefully written 
report on ‘*The Relations between 
Cities and Towns and Municipal Cor- 
porations,’? made by Messrs. Charles 
Francis Adams, William W. Crapo and 
Elihu B. Hayes in 1898, and made by 
men who visited the localities under 
exceptional opportunities to learn the 
facts, we find on page 15 this: 

‘In every community, persons 
claiming to speak as authorities are 
apt to be in evidence declaring that 
somewhere else, in this case in Balti- 
more perhaps, or in Toronto, in Glas- 
gow or Birmingham, or in Berlin, an 
ideal condition of affairs has been 
reached, in which perfect street rail- 
way accommodations, low fares, rapid 


transit, and contented officials and 
employes are working in harmony 


with the thoroughly well-satisfied mu- 
nicipal government, to the expenses 
of which the railway company con- 
tributes a liberal share, while at the 
same time paying reasonable dividends 
toits stockholders. The members of 
the Committee have only to say that, 
if such a street railway Utopia any- 
where exists, they have in the course of 
their investigations failed to find it.’ 

The report further says (page 33) re- 
garding municipalization. ‘‘From the 
statements often met with in the 
press, and the assertions heard in dis- 
cussion, it might well be assumed that 
the experiments made in these cities 
(Glasgow and Leeds) amounted to an 
indisputable and established success ; 
whereas in point of fact, such is in no 
degree the case.’’

PETER HEWITT’S LAMP WOOL DEALERS SUFFER 


Inventor Describes the Uses of 
His Electric Light. 


POSSIBILITIES OF THE DEVIOE. 


He Says It Can Be Used For Arti- 
ficial Propagation of Plant Life, 
the Treatment and Cure of Skin 
Diseases and Will Be of Great As- 
sistance In Wireless Telegraphy. 


Peter Cooper Hewitt of New York 
city, who was interviewed by a report- 
er of the New York American on his 
inventions and his latest device in con- 
nection with wireless telegraphy, said: 

My first important invention was the 
mercury vapor electric light. That is 
comparatively famillar to the public, 
as it has been described several times. 
I can only say, in addition to what has 
already been printed about it, that con- 
tinued experiments have shown that it 
is wonderfully cheap. 

The efficiency of my lamp ts much 
greater than that of the ordinary in-+ 
candeseent light. Commercially speak- 
ing, in small units one obtains one cane 
dle power of incandescent light for ev- 
ery 3.5 watts of electrical energy con- 
sumed. 

“My light practically In small units, 
allowing for all waste, gives one can- 
dle power for every half watt of ener- 
That makes it cost, with equal 
for electrical only one- 
seventh of the incandescent 
lighting. 

Many persons had made efforts to 
produce light by the ineandescence of 
vapors fn partly exhausted tubes before 
I attempted it. The chief difference 
between my lamp and others is that I 
succeeded in getting the major portion 
of the electrical resistance in the va- 
por colum true light giving me- 
dium—and [ was the first to perfect a 
lamp that would run commercially on 
any commercial electric circuit. 

Because of the presence of mercury 
in my lamp it became necessary to 
keep the tube at definite temperatures, 
because any vuriation in temperature 
causes a variation in the density of the 
mereurial vapor which in turn causes 
a variation in the conductivity of the 
vapor. Adapting the phenomena of 
negative electrical resistance, which I 
first Geveloped in the lamp, to other 
arts besides illumination, I produced 
the static converter, for rectifying al- 
ternating currents, and the interrupter, 
which has just been produced as a val- 
uuble adjunct to wireless telegraphy. 

The interrupter in wireless teleg- 
raphy will take the place of the spark 
gap, which has always been the source 
of greatest difficulty. In order to have 
perfectly tuned harmony between two 
wireless telegraph stations it is neces- 
sary that the waves produced by the 
electrical discharge should always be 
identical, which means that the dis- 
eharge must be made under identical 
conditions. 

The ordinary method of discharging 
the current, besides producing an un- 
comfortable noise and flash, requires 
constant attention to the condition of 
the discharging surfaces and the main- 
tenance of an equal temperature at all 
times. With a perfect spark gap much 
better results can be produced. Wher- 
ever a spark gap has been used in any 
industry this device will result In a 
simplification and savings, as the loss 
of current by its use is phenomenally 
small and its abruptness and speed are 
marvelous. It is evident that, having 
isolated the phenomena which assem- 
ble themselves in the vapor column 
and at each electrode, there will be fur- 
ther developments in same line. I do 
not care at present to do more than 
hint at these possibilities, as I prefer 
to talk after results have been accom- 
plished rather than to predict. 

Some experiments have been made in 
the stimulation of plant growth by 
means of my light. Plants that were 
started under exactly similar condi- 
tions grew much more rapidly under 
the influence of the light than those 
which were grown in simple daylight. 
These experiments were conducted in 
our laboratory and were subject, of 
course, to errors, but the difference 
was so marked that it was fair to con- 
clude that the light will be serviceable 
in forcing the growth of plants. 

In the matter of the application of 
my light to the curing of disease, I can 
only say now that every vapor, when 
traversed by the electric current, has 
the property of radiating wave lengths 
peculiar to itself. Among these wave 
lengths are some which are recognized 
by the eye as light of particular colors. 
With these are associated those of 
both greater and less length, and re- 
cently certain of the shorter waves 
have been proved beneficial in curing 
skin diseases and in certain cases of 
blood poisoning. 

There is no doubt that these waves 
can be produced in large quantities 
from some particular vapor contained 
in a lamp and made use of for such 
purpose. It is not generally recognized 
that glass is opaque to many of the 
shorter wave lengths, and it Is prob- 
able that the lamp will therefore have 
to be constructed of some other ma- 
terial, such as quartz, which will allow 
these waves to pass through the walls 
of the lamp. 

These are among the possibilities of 
the future. At present there is more 
interest in the interrupter, which 
should be of great assistance to Mr. 
Marconi in his life work.

The Sunday Night Supper. 

The Sunday night supper that is in- 
formal and impromptu to a degree Is 
gaining favpr, and it is not to be won- 
dered at, for these little suppers have 
much to commend them. For one thing, 
they save trouble. If servants are 
kept, Sunday is usually the day out. 
If the mother prepares the meals, she 
is reluctant to go into the kitchen in 
her “Sunday best” and get a hot meal. 
So the suppers come in handy, and 
they are delightfully jolly as well, for 
every one helps to get supper and set 
the table. 

For one thing, there is usually some 
deviled ham or Holland herring. This, 
of course, has been, bought in a can 
the day before and only needs to be 
taken from the refrigerator. Then there 
is the coffee to be set over a gas jet, 
the rye bread to cut, olives to set out, 
pickles, of course, and to finish up some 
cake made the day before. 

A chafing dish, be it ever so cheap, 
contributes more to the Sunday night 
supper than anything else, for by its 
aid some appetizing made dish can be 
prepared right at the table. The form- 
al Sunday night supper is a thing of 
the past, for which the busy house- 
keeper, who has her one breathing spell 
on Sunday, gives humble thanks. 


Stirring and Beating. 

One of the most successful cookimg 
teachers insists upon the difference be- 
tween “stirring in” and “beating in” 
the ingredients of a dish. She says that 
the two methods should never be con- 
fused. To “stir in” is to mix the mate- 
rials thoroughly, and this is the object 
of the directions. The spoon should be 
held to the bottom of the dish, and all 
the materials should be rubbed and 
pressed together as much as possible, 
and it is not essential that they should 
be stirred only one way. 

In “beating in” the object is to get all 
air possible into the ingredients so as to 
make the mixture lighter. This is best 
done by continuously lifting it up in the 
Bame way. Therefore a beaten mixture 
must not be stirred round and round, 
but lifted up from bottom to top so 
that air is imprisoned in it as the ma- 
terials are added. 

“Folding in” is even a lighter sort of 
mixing. The eggs or what not are beat 
en in with long single strokes of the 
spoon or beater, and the whole mass is 
not touched after the last addition is 
mixed lightly.

Starching. 

One of the secrets of perfectly laun- 
dered garments is in the starching. Al- 
ways turn garments wrong side out be- 
fore putting them in the starch, rub 
and clap the starch well through, but 
do not let a bit of it run upon the right 
side. Thin materials should not be 
starched at all, but should be dipped 
into gum water made of white gum 
arabic. Especial care should be taken 
in sprinkling such garments, as they 
cannot stand the drenching which 
thicker materials are often treated to. 


Substitate For a Lantern. 

If you find yourself caught by the 
dark in a situation where a lantern 
would be “grateful and comforting,” 
you can easily make a substitute if you 
have a candle. Light the candle and 
draw over it a paper bag that you have 
blown up, just as you did years ago 
when you “popped” it to make your 
mother jump. Gather the bag’s open- 
ing around the lower end of the candle, 
and you will find that you can carry 
this simply constructed torch with safe- 
ty and luminous results. 


Loose Doors. 

When doors do not close snugly, but 
leave cracks through which drafts en- 
ter, the simplest remedy is this: Place 
a strip of putty along the jambs, cover 
the edge of the door with chalk and 
shut it. The putty will then fill all 
spaces. The chalk rubbed on the edges

Assessors’ Scheme. 

The State Association of Assessors is 
advocating at the state house a bill 
which provides that in towns the pay 
of assessors shall be $3.50 per day for 
each day of employment, and that in 
cities, where the assessor is employed 
thé entire year, the compensation shall 
be as follows : 
‘*In cities of less than 25,000 inbabi- 
tants, $1,500 a year. In cities of more 
than 25,000 and less than 50,000 inhabi- 
tants $1,800 a year. In cities of more 
than 50,000 bat less than 75,000 inhabi- 
tants, at $2,000 a year. In cities of 
more than 75,000 but less than 100,000 
inhabitants, $2,200 a year.

EXTENDING THE CAPITOL 


Improvement Proposed For the 
Building at Washington. 


OOSTLY OHANGES ARE INVOLVED. 


Planned to Spend 86,000,000 on Ex- 
tension of East Front and on Office 
Building For Representatives—New 

So as Not 


Structure Will Be Low, 


to Dwarf Great Dome. 


The house of representatives has just 
made an appropriation of over $6,000,- 
000 for the enlargement of the capitol 
at Washington and the construction of 
an office building for the use of its 
members, says the New York Tribune. 
In accordance with the legislative eti- 
quette which is practiced between the 
senate and house one body never inter- 
feres with any appropriation suggested 
by theother which conduces to its person- 
al convenience. The proposed improve- 
ment may be taken, then, as an assured 
fact. Its accomplishment will require 
two ania half years. The cost of ex- 
tending the east front of the capitol 
will be $2,500,000. The new office 
building, which is to be somewhat of a 
marble palace, is to cost for construc- 
tion $3,100,000, to say nothing of anoth- 
er half million for the site. This build- 
ing is to be just off the capitol grounds, | 
on the south, and is to be connected 
with the capitol by a tunnel, through 
which miniature electric cars are to be 
run to carry nembere to and from the 
hall of the house. | 

The plans presented for the exten- 
sion are based on the original Walter 
plans, made when the capitol wings 
were being constructed—15851 and 1859 
—and which were approved at the time 
The house and 
senate will gain thirty-three 
rooms by the extension. The exterior 
construction is to conform exactly to 
the remainder of the building. While 
the plan involves the removal of the 
old portico on the east, it dves not in- 
volve the removal of the principal 
walls of that old and historie portion 
of the capitol. The present frout wall 
of the old building is to remain as the 
rear wall of am open court, which is to 
light the west side of the proposed ad- 
dition. The details of the construc- | 
tion, such as arches and other mason- 
ry work, marble and plaster work, are | 
to conform to that of the wings. There ! 
is to be a magnificent vestibule 108 
feet long, leading direct to the rotunda | 
from the east entrance. It will be an | 
enlarged example of that at the east | 
doors of the senate and house. The | 
rooms on either side are to be like other 
committee rooms, large and commo- 
dious. Ample provision is made for | 
elevators, stairways and _ corridors, 
which will connect with the corridors } 
of the north and south wings, as well | 
as for direct communication with the | 
rotunda. 

The dome and rotunda are also to re- 
ceive attention under this plan. For 
the rotunda the proposition is to re- 
Store its interior finish in accordance 
with the original design. Up to the 
time the dome was completed the to- 
tunda was of sandstone finish. To re- | 
store this, it is believed, will furnish | 
the most handsome effects. When 
Brumidi began the historical paintings 
in the frieze the walls were in the 
original sandstone and his colors were 
chosen to harmonize. Since that time, 
although the frieze has never been 
completed, the walls of the interior 


each 


| have been painted a dull slate color. 


Superintendent Elliott Woods, under 
whose supervision the proposed im- 
provements will be made, recommends 
cleaning this paint off and treating the 
stone with oil, to preserve it from the 
effects of the atmosphere. The floor 
is to be resurfaced in a shade of um- 
ber, which will harmonize with the 
walls, and the celebrated frieze is to be 


The need of the office building is ap- | 
parent to every one who has business 
at the housé end of the capitol. Mem- 
bers have no place to take their friends 
and constituents. Many members 
lease offices in various parts of the 
city. This plan is not satisfactory, as 
these private offices are hard for stran- 
gers to find and inconveniently located 
for members. The result is great con- , 
fusion and dissatisfaction. Every 
room in the house end of the capitol is | 
utilized as a committee room, and some | 
of these rooms are in the remote in- 
terior of the basement, without the 
slightest outlet to daylight or fresh air.

Topic.—Lessons from the sermon on the} 
mount: What Christ teaches about bless-

Christ’s sermon on the mount, which 
is to form the subject of our study for |
